■ With regard to actual procedures in operation at the present time, 
i it is felt that the entire surveillance program specified under the caption

personnel and individuals with whom they are in contact, the surveillance 
agents of the New.

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It is to be noted, however, that in all instructions to agents' 
and in all contacts .with informants , no . hint . has been given that the purpose 
of this program is' to secure information about the possible movement of 
atomic bombs or parts thereof or weapons of mass destruction into this country. 

It is the opinion of the agents with. 'whom this matter was discussed 
at New York that some reciprocal restrictions should be placed on the movements 
of Iron Curtain officials in the United States similar to those: placed on our 
diplomats abroad. .

Reference is made to Bureau letter dated March 20, 1953, in which 
the Bureau comments upon the letter submitted by the field in response to 
its letter of February 19, 1953* 

Please be advised that immediate steps are being taken by this office 
to augment our informant coverage in Soviet and satellite establishments in 
this district as expeditiously as possible with due regard for the problem 
under consideration in this matter* The Bureau is well aware that this office 
has no informants who have exact knowledge of the contents of incoming diplo- 
matic pouches* This office has, over a period of years, maintained close 
contact with officials of the Bureau of Customs, through whose assistance 
considerable information of value has been obtained regarding the contents 
of incoming diplomatic shipments* This excellent cooperation has continued 
up to the present date. However, in order to again insure that our interests 
in this matter are stressed to the appropriate officials of the Bureau of 
Customs, these officials will be contacted again in person in the immediate 
future, at which time a determination will be discreetly made as to whether 
our coverage in this respect can be improved. With respect to the knowledge 
of the disposition of such contents, such disposition appears to fall within 
the province of physical surveillance coverage* 

The Bureau comments that consideration should be given to appropriate 
coverage of drayage and hauling establishments doing business with Soviet and 
satellite establishments. These firms have in the past been entirely coopera- 
tive with this office and in order to insure continued cooperation, they will 
be recontacted under this program to insure absolute coverage by this office. 

The Bureau requests advice on steps being taken to adequately cover 
the activities of Soviet and satellite personnel in this division and what 
steps are being taken to augment that coverage with particular reference to i 
physical surveillances of personnel and shipments* 

At this time, Soviet and satellite establishments in this district 
are being afforded the maximum surveillance coverage possible with the number 
of Special Agent personnel assigned to this division. I will continue to

The Security Index in the New York Office has been given a 
preliminary check. Only the cards have been reviewed to date and no 
reference has been had as of the date of this letter to the files 
represented. 

From the limited information available from this preliminary 
perusal of the S.l. cards, it appears there are ninety- two persons who 
may either be employed in machine shops or in firms that have machine shops. 
It should be noted that until file review on these individuals is completed 
it will not be possible to state definitely that any of them is capable of 
or in position to machine parts for an atomic bomb. Therefore until the 
completion of this project the NYO is not in position to make a recommenda- 
tion as to any special handling of these persons since the extent of the 
problem is still undetermined. This file review has been undertaken and 
the results will be furnished the Bureau at an early date. 

As suggested in my previous letter, some estimate of the size, 
weight, shape and metallic composition of the most likely pieces to be 
machined might be of assistance in seeking a solution to this problem. 

As pointed out previously, with virtually no limitations to narrow the 
problem it is the opinion of the NYO that anyone— Security Index or not — 
with knowledge of machine shops might be in position to make the parts in 
question.

On each occasion the two couriers carried two leather briefcases, approxi-

In addition, the couriers on June 6th and 7th carried one wrapped 
package upon their arrival and a smaller wrapped package on their departure, 
approximately 2U" x lb" x U" in siae.

The indices of the Chicago Office have been checked on those 'who have been 
in contact with members of the staff of the Polish Consulate, and same is 
recorded in the file maintained on the Chicago Polish Consulate. No 
information from this procedure has been noted that is believed to be 
significant to instant matter. 
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Security Index Subjects employed in "Machine Shops 11 

The Security Index of the Chicago Office, consisting of nearly 1300 names, 
has been reviewed for information concerning the identity of Security 
Index subjects who are employed in, or are operators of "Machine Shops" 
which might be utilized to fabricate "gun barrels" for the gun-type 
Atomic weapon. Approximately 130 Security Index subjects in the Chicago 
area are employed by various steel manufacturing and other companies that 
would fit into the general category of "Machine Shops". The majority of 
these SI subjects are employed by the South Works of the U. S. Steel 
Corporation, the Electromotive Division of General Motors, Republic Steel 
Company, Inland Steel Company, and the various Works of the International 
Harvester Company in the Chicago area. 

Because of the more or less assembly line method of production in these 
large manufacturing plants, it would appear rather doubtful that these 
SI subjects would have the opportunity to fabricate "gun barrels" during 
the course of their employment. The- security measures in effect in 
these large plants, and the check made on each employee's production, would 
also lessen their opportunity to fabricate "gun barrels". A review of a 
number of the individual files on these SI subjects indicates that additional 
investigation at the place of employment would be necessary in nearly every 
case in order to determine the exact duties of the SI subject, as well as 
the exact type of material he has access to, in order to have a definite 
idea of the particular employee's opportunity to fabricate "gun barrels". 

In view of the time and effort necessary to obtain this information, together 
with the small likfelihood that these SI subjects would actually have opportunit 
to fabricate "gun barrels" during the course of their employment, it is not 
believed that further consideration should be given to checking out the 
SI subjects employed by these large companies*. . It is suggested that the 
matter of careful selection of SI subjects employed in "machine shops" 
and more concentrated coverage of those who are selected would be the most 
practical approach to this particular phase of the problem of detection 
and defense against clandestine Atomic weapons. 

When a review of the files on the other SI subjects employed in smaller "machir.e 
shops" has been completed, it is anticipated that additional investigation, 
discreet if necessary, will be conducted at the places of employment, on 
those .selected for coverage, for the purpose of obtaining information con- 
cerning the duties of the SI subject, and so forth. As outlined above, there- 
after consideration will be given to, (l) securing the cooperation of the 
owner, manager, superintendent, or foreman to observe activities of the SI 
subject, or, (2 ) utilize present, or develop additional, informants within 
the "machine shops", depending on the particular situation where the SI 
subject is employed.

It was determined that these boxes contained many different books of 
blank forms to be utilized in the Consulate, 24 bottles of cherry cordial, 24 
bottles vodka, carbon paper, cigarettes, candy, blank paper, paper dips, pencils, 
^air mail envelopes, large blank envelopes, ledger books, ink, scissors and 
stationery. 

I It is to be noted that during the period when these surveillances were 
conducted* that the Polish couriers arriving in Detroit have carried brief cases 
ot small bags which would not appear to be large enough to carry any weapon or 
part thereof that could be utilized as a weapon of mass destruction.

Secretary of Defense a letter requesting the Department of Defense tq ItM 
sponsor the study and preparation of a plan to fix responsibility y ’M(J\

This was predicated upon the understanding that personnel of the 
various agencies of the Department of Defense had been trained in the

DETAILS: 




The Joint IIC-ICIS Committee on Countermeasures 
for Detection and Defense Against Clandestine Introduction 
and Detonation in Place of Demolition Atomic Weapons in 
the United Stq&ep ; has reviewed various studies conducted 
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by the various subcommittees of the ICIS pertinent to the 
solution of the problem of clandestine atomic weapons . 

These studies and the tentative recommendations of the 
subcommittees predicated thereon have been discussed in- 
formally by the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee with represent- 
atives of the subcommittees and with Mr. Leonard Bienvenu, 
Secretary of the ICIS. The ICIS representatives on the 
Joint Committee are also members of the ICIS Standing 
Committee which passes on the subcommittees' recommenda- 
tions. The general observations of the Joint Committee 
are thereby made known through these men and Mr. Bienvenu 
to Mr. Donegan, the Chairman of ICIS. 

The informal discussions in the Joint Committee 
are in no way binding upon the lie nor can they be con- 
sidered expressions of IIC views since the recommendations 
predicated upon the ICIS Subcommittee's studies are not 
referred to the IIC for comment until the ICIS adopts 
phraseology in final form. 

Under date of June 5, 1953 , Mr. Donegan, Chairmen 
of the ICIS, referred to the IIC certain recommendations 
predicated upon a study by the ICIS Subcommittee on Entry 
and Exit Problems. Prior to the formulation of ICIS 
recommendations based on the study there have been informal 
discussions between the members of the Joint IIC-ICIS 
Committee and the Department of State and Immigration 
Service representatives on the Subcommittee as well os with 
Mr. Leonard Bienvenu, Secretary of the ICIS. Mr. Bienvenu 
and the ICIS members of the Joint Committee had made known 
the substance of these discussions to Mr. Donegan, the 
Chairman of the ICIS. 

The recommendations now tentatively agreed upon 
by the ICIS do not correspond in all respects to the 
observations of the Joint Committee . 

There are set out hereinafter the ICIS 
recommendations, together with observations as to each: 

ICIS Recommendation: 

(l) That the Department of State be required to 
decline to accept into the United States any 
foreign diplomatic or other official 
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recommended for assignment to duty in the 
United States if there is reason to believe 
that such official may have been trained or 
engaged in espionage , sabotage , terrorism , 
or other subversive activity , or trained in 
the development , manufacture or use of 
nuclear devices , Except ions should be made 
by the Secretary of State based on 
consultations with other agencies as 
appropriate with notification of the 
exception being made to the Attorney General, 

Observations: 

Under the terms of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act, the department of State is required by 
law to deny visas to foreign diplomatic and official 
representatives in certain cases • Section 102 of the 
Act and Section 212 (a) 27, 28 and 29 set out specifically 
the subversive bases for refusal of visas to aliens in 
these categories , This recommendation in the language 
proposed is (l) contrary to the provisions of existing 
law by reason of its application to all such aliens regard- 
less of diplomatic rank or official status; (2) contrary 
to sound procedures as well as contrary to the law because 
it places the power to make exceptions in the application 
of the law in the Secretary of State instead of with the 
Attorney General as the law now provides , Under the 
provisions of Section 212 (d) (3), the Attorney General 
can approve the issuance of a visa to a limited class of 
subversives who are members of or affiliated with 
subversive organisations and under the provisions of 
Section 212 (d) (5), the Attorney General can approve a 
temporary parole of an alien into the United States without 
a visa in an emergency or when such act would be in the 
public interest. 

The various subversive factors noted in the 
recommendation should be taken into consideration by the 
visa issuing officer and applied according to the law as 
it is written. In every instance unless the alien clearly 
should be denied a visa, where some of those factors are 
present the visa issuing officer should require an advisory 
opinion from the Department of State prior to any action 
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toward granting or refusing a visa , This advisory 
opinion should be predicated on a check with the 
appropriate U, S, Government agencies , Any substantial 
implementation of a previsa screening program would 
require proper budgetary allotments • 

ICIS Recommendation: 

(2) That the interested departments and agencies 
be requested to resist any step on the part 
of public international organisations which 
could weaken the practices and procedures 
which have been established by the United 
States with a view to safeguarding its 
national security insofar as pertains to 
entry of aliens , 

Observations : 

This is not a good recommendation to send to 
the National Security Council because (l) it does not 
directly contribute to solution of the problem of smuggling 
atomic weapons and (2) the inference is implicit that 
certain unspecified departments and agencies are susceptible 
to pressures on the part of public international 
organisations which are contrary to U, S, security , 

ICIS Recommendation: 

(3) It should be brought to the attention of the 
NSC, or the various departments and agencies 
of the government , including the Bureau of 
the Budget, that funds have not been made 
available to acquire the requisite personnel 
and other facilities for carrying out the 
recommendations of the Subcommittee on Entry 
and Exit Problems and of the ICIS for t he 
security screening of certain classes of 
aliens applying for visas, particularly in 
the light of the information contained in the 
report of December 4, 1952, to the President, 
regarding new developments in the field of 
atomic weapons. 
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Observati ons: 

This recommendation contains no actual showing 
that any of the departments or agencies denied funds had 
specifically requested such funds on the basis of the 
December 4, 1952 , report to the President on clandestine 
atomic weapons • This recommendation regarding the 
security screening of certain classes of aliens should 
stand on its own feet and state specifically what security 
screening was proposed • In this case the recommendation 
refers to a report by the ICIS Subcommittee on Entry and 
Exit Problems dated January 11, 1951 • It cannot be 
expected that the present National Security Council would 
have any acquaintance with the 1951 recommendations and 
could properly associate them with the instant problem 
relating to countermeasures . 

ICIS Recommendation: 

(4) The program for individual screening and 
documentation of alien seamen and airmen 
should be fully implemented as soon as 
possible . It is noted in this connection 
that notwithstanding the fact that ICIS 
approved its recommendation for individual 
documentation of seamen and airmen over two 
years ago, and Congress enacted a similar 
requirement into law nearly one year ago, 
the necessary funds to provide the additional 
personnel and other facilities needed to 
implement fully the ICIS recommendation and 
the statutory provision of law have not been 
made available to the Department of State • 

In submitting this recommendation to the NSC 
it should be recommended that the appropriate 
agencies of the government be instructed that, 
notwithstanding the desire for reduction of 
the costs of government operations and the 
necessary economy to balance the budget, the 
security factors involved in this program out- 
weigh the need for governmental economy and the 
Congress should be requested, as soon as 
practicable, to provide the necessary funds to 
implement the program • 
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Observations: 

The substance of recommendation four is 
reasonable • Since the Congress has passed a law requiring 
individual documentation of seamen and airmen, it is 
logical that budgetary provisions for its administration 
should be made-, 

ICIS Recommendation: 

(5) As a matter of information, the NSC should 
be advised that the ICIS has recommended to 
the Department of justice that all resident 
aliens seeking to depart from and re- 
enter the United States as crewmen employed 
on foreign vessels or aircraft be security 
screened, and the Immigration and Naturalisa- 
tion Service issue to it3 field offices the 
necessary instructions and make whatever 
arrangements may be necessary with the FBI If 
and other security agencies to make the ff 
procedure effective , 

Observations: 

This is a new procedure • It is satisfactory 
from a security standpoint • However, it should be pointed 
out that necessary funds will have to be made available 
in order to put it into operation • 

ICIS Recommendation: 

(6) As a matter of national security policy, 
for the purpose of preventing illegal 
entry of persons, the patrol inspectors 
stationed at all principal seaports and 
the force of border patrol inspectors 
should be increased so as to make thorough 
search of arriving vessels for stowaways 
and to maintain surveillance of vessels 
while in the United States ports to 
prevent the landing of stowaways who had 
escaped detention on arrival, to prevent 
the landing of crew members who had been 
denied shore leave, and to make possible 

a more effective patrol of our land borders 
and Gulf coast •

Observations: 

This recommendation is repetitious of 
recommendations three and four relating to illegal 
arrivals in the United States as set out in the 
December 4, 1952 , report to the President and as com- 
mented upon on page five of the status report of the 
IIC and the ICIS dated April 9 , 1953» Because it is 
repetition of matter already under consideration, it 
should not be considered a new recommendation . 

ICIS Recommendation: 

(?) Necessary funds for implementation of the 
following recommendations previously made 
by ICIS 3hould be provided as soon as 
possible in the interest of an adequate 
internal security program insofar as con- 
trol of aliens is concerned: 

a. That the Immigration and 
Naturalisation Service, in cooperation with 
the Department of State, take appropriate 
steps so that there will be on file in the 
Central Office of the Immigration and 
Naturalisation Service a copy of each 
application for a nonresident alien's 
border crossing card issued hereafter to 
nationals of Mexico • 

b . That the Department of State and 
the immigration and Naturalisation Service

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Observations: 

Item, seven is a new recommendation a3 far as 
the problem of countermeasures is concerned although it 
has been made previously by ICIS in connection with the 
general tightening of security on our land borders , 

There is nothing objectionable to its inclusion here • 

The ICIS has requested that the HC comment 
on all the foregoing recommendations in order that those 
on which there is agreement between IIC and ICIS can be 
presented to the National Security Council as the joint 
recommendations of the two groups in connection with a 
search for satisfactory countermeasures . 
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Reference is made to the memorandum Belmont to Ladd 6-17-53 \ * *( 
regarding the preparation of information regarding clandestine atomic 
weapons to be released to those persons who will need it in connection 
with their duties . Representatives of the working group of the Joint 
IIC-ICIS Committee on Countermeasures met with the Joint Committee 
6-23-53 . Information material has been prepared for supervis ory 
personnel and also data has been prepared for the use of field repre- 
sentatives of the Coast Guard, Customs and Immigration . The Federal 
Civil defense representative, Mr. Guy Pearce Jones , has not yet prepared 
the proposed paper regarding information to be furnished to public 
officials. He stated that he would have such a paper by 6-30-53 and 
would like to have his proposed paper discussed before the Joint 
Committee on that date with Mr. Morse Salisbury , Director of Public 
Information of the Atomic Energy Commission .

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I have your letter requesting information concerning the 
suspected x-ray irradiation of some Ilford plates which we re- 
ceived recently. Unfortunately I cannot give you very precise 
information concerning their handling on route to us. 

As far as we know the plates were shipped via air, TWA • 
carrier and passed through customs -both in New York Gity and 
Rochester. The reason we suspected possible contamination is 
that the background on these plates in development showed an 
effect of occurring mainly in one position of the plate and 
implies to us the fact that the position of the shipped package 
may have come near an x-ray machine or possibly the edge of the 
package may have been close to some radioactive materials in 
transit. The important fact is that the nature of the back- 
ground is such that it implies that it could not have been due 
to a purposeful x-ray exposure, but represents some random type 
of exposure and I would believe that this could be classified 
as due to careless handling since these packages are all plainly 
marked "do not x-ray — keep away from radioactive materials." 

I apologize for not being able to give definitive infor- 
mation but hope that the above may be of some use to you.

f This group has now submitted a draft of a report to the 
Joint f IIC-ICIS Committee on Countermeasures regarding the problem 
of disarming, disposal , and protective measures in connection with 
clandestine atomic weapons. The conclus ion of this group is that the 
j : disarming of fissionable weapons can be handled by Department of 
Defense Explosive Ordnance Units which have received training along 
^ these lines and which are set up at strategic points throughout the 
country . It was further concluded that the disposal of these 
v disarmed weapons is by law the r esponsibility of the Atomic Energy 
Commission and that the protective measures to be taken are the 
^/responsibility of the local police and civil defense agencies under 
'f^the guidance of the FCDA. The responsibility of confirming or re~

SUBJECT: Report of Sub-committee on Clandestinely Placed 

Fissionable Devices

2. Problem: To determine the or ganization required to make 

safe or disarm and to dispose of clandestinely intr oduced fission- 
able weapons and to determine the protective measures to be taken 
to protect lives and property . To determine the agencies 
responsible for administration and supervision of the disarming 
and disposal of the weapons found and for the protective measures 
to be taken . 

3. Assumption : Given to the committee was the assumption 

that the detection, discovery and reporting system was organized . 

In addition, the following additional assumptions were made: 
a. Clandestinely introduced fissionable weapons will be 
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placed at or near potentially profitable targets. 

b. More than one weapon may be in the vicinity of each 
potential target . 

c. That since the discovery of these weapons will be 
very difficulty the probability of the discovery of more than 
one at a time is very unlikely . 

d. That the weapons will be intended for use in conjunc- 
tion with an overt attack and therefore if found, the time 
available to disarm them will be reasonable . 

4. A. CONFIRMATION 

Discussion : The general di scussion of the sub-committee 

brought out that it would be necessary and advisable to have local 
agencies investigate all reports and determine as nearly as possible 
that the item reported was , in all probability , a fissionable 
weapon. This will be very difficult, at present, as the size and 
shape of the weapon will vary within a wide range. Until the 
actual explosive content is exposed, it will be hard to determine 
the nature of the weapon. 

In all probability the weapon will be packed' in any type 
outer container of indeterminate size and shape to contain the 
item and this container would have to be opened, using ordinary 
techniques to avoid booby traps which would detonate the weapon 
to destroy it or at least accomplish part of the mission.

In order -bo avoid premature calls on specialised teams ,

local persons could be trained, or presently or ganized local 
police bomb squads, would be capable, with little additional 
training, of uncovering enough of the weapon to establish the 
probability that the item was a fissionable weapon . 

The general discussion brought out further that there 
was the probability that several weapons would be around each 
target and that several targets in the country would be selected, 
the discovery and confirmation would be slow; the weapons would 
probably be set up to detonate simultaneously around each target 
and would probably be set up to detonate at the time of or after 
an overt attack; the time available to disarm the weapons would 
be relatively long • 

B, DISARMING 

Disarming techniques , for the present at least , are the 
same as for any other military explosive ordnance . Many of the 
present DOD Explosive Ordnance Disposal Units are qualified to 
disarm confirmed fi ssional weapons. The opening of outer con- 
tainers to verify that the contents were explos ives or fissionable 
weapons would involve the ordinary and usual techniques for 
looking for and neutralizing booby traps and other sabotage 
devices which most police bomb squads are capable of handling . 

The requirements are , considerably different from those required

to disarm military explosive ordnance . 

The techniques developed to disarm weapons are at present 
highly classified . These methods must be classified for the 
reason that if any potential enemy knew the methods used and how 
much is known of their own methods of arming , fusing and 
connecting explosives weapons , the task of neutralising enemy 
ammunition and weapons would be more difficulty take longer and 
be more dangerous than it is at present. For this reason, it 
is DOB policy to keep the information classified and disseminated 
on a need-to-know basis to people under direct Federal control. 
The task is of the type that must be practiced continuously for 
the people to remain proficient. 

C. DISPOSAL 

The disposal of fissi onable materials and weapons is the 
responsibility of the AEC as now covered by law, therefore , the 
disposal of disarmed weapons found would be the responsibility 
of the AEC. 

B. PROTECTIVE MEASURES 

The only protective measures to be taken are for the 
removal of all persons, not actually engaged in the disarming 
work, to a considerable distance and the shutting off of all gas, 
water, electricity, and other utilities for a considerable 
distance around the weapon to reduce the possibility of secondary 
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damage from fire, etc. This is the same technique required for 
civil defense against bombing attacks. 

5. Conclusions : 

a. The responsibility to confirm that reported items 

are in all probability fissionable weapons should rest with state , 
county and municipal police departments, as appropriate, in 
conjunction with FBI • 

b. Disarming of confirmed fissionable military type 
weapons is a military Explosive Ordnance technique and could be 
handled by existing DOD Explosive Ordnance Units in addition to 
presently assigned duties without increase in personnel or 
operating costs , and no change in present disposition. If it is 
determined that the Explosive Ordnance Units now established or 
programmed for, operating from present or planned distribution 
patterns , cannot meet anticipated requirements, then a new Federal 
organisation may be necessary. 

c . The disposal of disarmed fissionable weapons and the 
disposal of fissionable material is, by law, the responsibility 
of the Atomic Energy Commission . 

d. The protective measures to be taken are the responsi- 
bility of local police and civil defense agencies. FCDA should 
provide guidance. 

6. This report is submitted by this committee as the

DESCRIPTION OF ATOMIC DEVICES AND COMPONENT PARTS 


In order that citizens of the United States may 
intelligently assist in the defense of our country t they should 
have sufficient information regarding atomic weapons to enable 
them to rec ognize bombs or parts of bombs which might be 
smuggled into the United States by enemy agents. It is imposs ibl 
to describe exactly what a foreign atomic bomb will look like * 

On the other hand s it is possible to explain the basic ideas 
which will govern their design . For this explanation it is 
then possible to designate and describe those materials which 
must be essential to the construction of any atomic bomb . 

Atomic explosions result when (l) certain amounts of 
fissionable material in two pieces or more are brought 
quickly together to form one piece of such material and when 
(2) a certain amount of fissionable material is quickly made 
more dense by squeezing it t ogether . The important thing 
about . each of these methods is that masses of fissionable ' 
material must be placed into rapid motion . We know that high 
explosives are capable of giving any material such necessary 
rapid motion . 

In the first case we would look for some kind of a gun 
barrel device using high explosive to blew one piece of fis- 
sionable material from the breech end, r of the gun down through 
the barrel into another piece of fissionable material firmly 
anchored in the muzzle end of the gun. 




In the second case we would look for a device using 
high explosive to squeeze fissionable material . To explain 
how such a device will work we must understand what is 
meant by "implosion." The significance of the word 
explosion is familiar to most people . Implosion signifies 
a bursting inwards as contrasted with the bursting outwards 
of an explosion . In order to obtain an implosion, however 
strange it may seem, explosive material is necessary . The 
scientists who worked on the first atom bomb needed an 
implosion in order to compress nuclear material enough to 
get an atomic " explosion ." They solved their problem by 
forming a large sphere of explosive material . In a hole in 
the center of this sphere they placed the fissionable 
material they wanted to squeeze. Then instead of using one 
detonator to ignite the explosive sphere, they placed many 
detonators around it. These det onators were connected 
electrically in such a way that they could be fired 
simultaneously. If only one detonator had been used, one 
can easily understand that the sphere, having been ignited 
at only one point, would have exploded in the ordinary way ; 
that is, with the exploding wave, which is another way of 
saying a fast burning wave, burning through the sphere from 
one side to the other. However, with many detonators 
igniting the sphere from all sides , the fast burning wave 
is essentially spherical in shape and burns inward toward 
the center of the sphere. When this fast burning imploding 
wave reaches the sphere of fissionable material, this mass 
has no place to be pushed except in upon itself and is thus 
compressed. 

We have now explained very simply the basic ideas which 
govern atomic bomb design. Looking back at these ideas, we 
note that two essential features of the gun type device are 
the gun barrel itself and fissionable material, and two 
essential features of the implosion type device are high 
explosive charges that could be used to build a sphere and 
again fissionable material. We see' by this that we will be 
able to help protect ourselves and our country if we can 
recognize any one of three essential components; namely, 

1. Fissionable material 

2. GUn barrel type, device 

3. High explosives for implosion. 
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In order to help us in our recognition of these 
essential c omponents, we must learn something about them . 
Fissionable material is uranium and/or plutonium which 
~are EXTREMELY HEAVY metals weighing half again as much as 
lead of the same size. Fifty pounds of these heavy fis- 
sionable materials would be approximately five inches in 
diameter , if in the shape of a sphere - about the size of 
a softball . Since both of these metals can be coated with 
other metals or plastics and can be machined into all 
sorts of shapes, we should be especially alert regarding 
any article that is extremely heavy for its size. Pieces 
which might be smuggled would probably be of a size that 
could be carried on the person. 

The gun barrel type device will probably be made of 
steel. The diameter of the bore of such a gun barrel would 
probably not be less than two inches or more than ten 
inches. With such a range of inner diameters for the bore , 
we may expect the outer diameter of the gun barrel to range 
from about five inches as a minimum to about twelve inches 
as a maximum . Both ends of the barrel may be closed by 
breech block type devices so that the bore of the gun will 
not be visible. It is possible , of course s that the gun 
tube and the two breech blocks may be carried as three 
separate pieces ; in this case the inner bore may be visible. 
The fissionable material for this gun type weapon may be 
concealed within, and usually at the ends of, the gun barrel 
or it may be carried in separate packages for later assembly 
within the barrel. We may visualize the gun type device then 
as one in which a projectile of fissionable material is fired 
down a gun barrel into another plug of fissionable material 
in the muzzle of the gun barrel . The length of the entire 
device need not exceed about two and one-half feet . 

The High explosives of implosion will probably be in 
specially fabricated shapes one side of which will be a part 
of a spherical surface. Most high explosives are light tan 
in color , have a soapy feel and are half again as heavy as 
an equal quantity of water.

As pointed out in that letter the Bureau 
has been furnishing to Customs at the seat of Government 
names and addresses of individuals and organisations who 
might be involved in the smuggling into the United States' 
of such weapons of mss destruction. 

: Other agencies of the U. S . Government also hav ? 
the responsibility of pointing out to Customs possible 
means of introduction of such weapons of mass destruction. 
Any Soviet or satellite flag merchant vessel or a -pees el 
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controlled or chartered bp nations of the Soviet bloc 
as well as merchant vessels which have touched the 
Soviet or satellite ports are suspect* You will note 
that the Coast Guard has been instructed to notify the , 
Atomic Energy Commission as well as the FBI "and other 
interested agencies of the arrival of merchant vessels 
in the foregoing categories* This notification to the 
various agencies bp Customs is merely for the purpose 
of alerting those agencies to the arrival of a suspect 
vessel . The FBI has no responsibility for .searching 
the vessel or supervising its movements into port or 
supervising the movements of its passengers, crew or

On June 22, 1953 > 

| U» S. Coast Guard, Pier 70, Seattle, tele- 
phonically advised this office that a vessel in Category C was to arrive 
at Seattle, Washington. He advised the name of this vessel was the NORDIC 
STAR, a vessel of British registration which had reportedly touched at 
a Chinese Communist port within the past four months. 

On June 25, 195 1 . 1 I again telephonically advised that 

the NORDIC STAR had been diverted and was scheduled to be refueled at 
Vancouver, B. C., rather than at Seattle. 
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I -who advised that U. S. 

Coast Guard Directive #2257 directs the Coast Guard to immediately notify

kind of surveillance on such vessels. He noted that 3&NS has the authority 
to refuse crew members of any foreign ship shore leave and recalled an 
instance some months ago when a ship with a Chinese crew entered a 
Washington harbor and the crew was denied shore leave. 

This matter is being called to the Bureau’s attention since it 
is the first known instance of the Coast Guard reporting such a vessel at 
Seattle. It is believed this matter may be of interest to the Bureau from 
a liaison and intelligence standpoint with other interested Government agencies. 
The Bureau may desire to suggest procedures to be following in handling 
future reports from the Coast Guard in such cases.

Extrapola- 
tions and the occasional necessity for hernsaising conflicting 
information have introduced some error which we do not, however, 
consider to be significant.

CERTAIN TYPES OF CIVIL DEFENSE INFORMATION 

Reference is made to your memorandum oantioned es 8bove, 
directed to this Bureau under d ate of May 20, 1954. There was 
attached a 1 tter, and accompanying attachments, received in the 
Department from the Federal Civil Defense Administration (FCDA) 
regarding the coordination of certain types of information needed 
between the Army, Air Force, and the FBI. 

This matter was irmedietoly taken up by this Bureau 
with officials of FCJA in Washington. The question raised by 
the FCDA memorandum concerned the FBI’s agreement with the Air 
Force in the setting un and continuing of police liaison for 
the 4602nd Air Intelligence Service Squadron (AISS), The FBI 
ha3 assumed the responsibility for the handling of this police 
ftialson and the Air Force has the responsibility cf liaison with 
Civil Defense officials on all levels. The AISS has the w artime 
responsibility of interrogating f reign airmen and examining 
downed foreign hostile airoraft for tactical positive intelli- 
-;<nce. Of course, if civilians are involved in these hostile 
airdraft, it would be the FBI’s responsibility under our internal 
security jurisdiction. 



FCDA officials were also advised of Presidential and 
National Security Counoll Directives concerning FBI responsi- 
bilities for the reporting and investigation of clandestinely 
introduced atomic weapons in the united States. In this program 
the FBI has Instructed all local nolice officials to report such 
instances directly to the FBI in connection wit'* our internal 
security responsibilities. FCDA in Washington is aware of this 
program. 


In regard to the statement in the FCDA memorandum 
t$at lnauiry was made regarding liaison with the FBI and 
M anr*prently such liaison has deteriorated” FCDA officials advised 
that the FCDA office formerly handling liaison with Government 
agencies on policy matters had been reorganized and at the 
present time the liaison function had not been assigned and that 
this criticism was directed at FCDA end not at the FBI. For 
your information, this Bureau maintains continual liaison contact 
with FODA officials on ell matters involving the FBI.

Colonel Petrolino stated that at Aberdeen, Maryland, 
and at Indian Head, Maryland, there were atomic weapons 
which might be observed by Bureau Agents and suggested 
that viewing of such weapons night suggest new investi- 
gative techniques for their detection . 

The Baltimore office, through its contacts at 
Aberdeen and Indian Head, Maryland, should determine 
what information is available regarding atomic weapons 
at these installations that would be helpful to the 
various field offices in detecting or recognising 
atomic weapons or their component parts • It is not 
intended that any Agent of your office participate in

The equipment used, 
he stated, in making this determination consists chiefly of a 
Geiger counter or seme variation thereof. 

I sta ted there are no monitoring teams as 
such and that AECfcas passed this responsibility on to various 
Civil Defense units and have trained these units to recognize 
radioactive material.

lieference is made to your memorandum of may 7, 1924, in 'which you 
suggest ti at the Joint Committee of the IIC and ICIS he directed to 
re-examine the aoove proolem in its entirety in view of recent information 
concerning Soviet thermonuclear capaoiiities ir. the aoove-captioned field 
and that definitive recommendations oe rnaue to the internal security 
committees and, where necessary, to the National Security Council, in 
all arm as requiring measures to defend against the clandestine introduction 
of atomic weapons, 

The Joinc Committee of the IIC ana ICIS, since the first indication 
of a thermonuclear explosion by the Soviets in august 1973 has been pro- 
ceeding on the assumption that the Soviets had. the capability of producing 
thermonuclear weapons, suitable for clandestine introduction ana detonation 
in place. The AbC has eavised that the development of a technical device 
to detect thermonuclear materials, other than fissionable material, is 
highly improbable. On the other hand, they stated that fissionable material 
is necessary to the design of a thermonuclear weapon and those counter- 
measures already designed to prevent its introduction would be equally 
effective against clandestine thermonuclear weapons. The IIC and ICIS 
directed a letter to the Atomic Energy Commission on March 12, 1924, after 
the commencement of the Pacific tests, requesting more complete information 
concerning the recognisable characteristics of the thermonuclear components. 
This was predicated on comments maae by representatives of the .atomic 
energy Commission on December 7, 1953 j when a thermonuclear briefing was 
given to representatives of the IIC, ICIS, NCS and to the Attorney General, 
that after the Pacific tests more complete data would be furnished the 
IIC and ICIS.

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In addition, a department of defense report on the effects of 
thermonuclear weapons, requested, by the IIC and. ICIS, is currently 
being studied in the Joint Committee. 

In your memorandum you point up the need for considering the 
thermonuclear capabilities of the Soviets in considerati n of certain 
serious internal security problems, particularly, as regards such 
matters as boraer ana coastal patrols, control of non-military air 
traffic, theexamination of express, freight and other shipments 
entering the U. S., etc. ; pointing out that several of these matters 
have not as yet been the subject of detailed and definitive recommenda- 
tions to the IIC, the T&I3 or the d$C. These matters are currently 
under active consideration by the interested ICIS suucommittees, and 
when the requested information is received from the Atomic unergy 
Commission, it will be studied with a view to making definitive recom- 
mendations on tnose matter. 

The ibregoing is for your information. The substance thereof 
will be included in future reports to the Council.

The Joint IIC-ICIS Committee which is concerned vitfc the coordination 
of eouateraeesttree against the clandestine introduction of atomic weapons 
recommended that a study bo node of the oost practicable noons of adopting 
experimental devices (passive and radiographic u od a la for toe detection 
of fissionable material) being developed by the Atonic En orgy Commission 
for possible nee at selected points utilised for toe entry of persona 
and/or ,-sateriale into too United States, rursueat to that recoameadat ion , 
the 1C is approved the creation of an Advisory Group eeeelctln^ of repre- 
sentatives from the Coast Guard, toe Bureau of Customs, and the Jtealgration 
and Baturali ratios Service, with a Technical Advicer free toe Atonic Energy 
Commission for the purpose of planning and supervising toe installation 
of these devices at certain of toe ports of entry through which Soviet 
end satellite diplomatic personnel are channeled pursuant to Paragraph 
K b ( 6 ) of W3C 5*W8. (Since use of these devices by the I1C agencies 
depends upon portebility and in view of toe experimental nature of this 
immediate program, installation at this time is being Halted to ICIP 
a encles.)

The Advisory 
Group has been functioning since March 22, and has aubalttod reports to 
the Joint XIC-ICIS Committee in which recommendations were made aa to the 
utilization of toa six prototype passive detection devices which ton AK 
has advised will be evsilsble by approximately JOM 21. ABC has further 
advised that it would stake the devices available without cost to the 
operating agencies instil such tine as the agencies are in n position to 
take title to toe devices. In addition, the ASC has Instructed toa Save! 
iesaarcl- laboratory (its contractor) to package toe six devices for trans- 
shipment and utilisation by the operating ag en c ies , end it la proposed 
that the using agencies will accept delivery et *RL. 
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The service# of the present Advisory Group will be required on e 
full-time basis, when necessary to supervise the installation of these

The Department of the Treasury has informally advised that It will 
accept responsibility for the administration of this detection device 
program and that the Bureau of Customs will have the responsibility therefor 
within that Department . It is estimated that for the PI seel Year 1955, 
implementation of the program Involving the six devices will cost approxi- 
mately $79,000. In addition, it is estimated that the cost of operating 
these six devices in Fiscal Years 1956, 1957 end 1958 will be approximately 
$57,000 per year. In this connection the Bureau of Customs and the Coast 
Guard, upon whom the principal expenditures would fall, have advised that 
they would absorb the coat of this program for the Fiscal Year 1955 in their 
normal operating expenses . It is understood that Customs and Coast Guard 
can not pay for the six devices being supplied by A2C, nor can they purchase 
devices which would be utilised in any expansion ot this program without 
the appropriation of additional funds. 

At a later date when the Committees report on the number of devices 
recosmended for fuller coverage of the legal points of entry, the report 
will cover the cost of the six devices on loan from the Atomic Energy 
Commission as well as budget estimates on the whole detection device program 
After operating experience has been gained with the six devices, it will be 
possible for the agencies concerned to list their actual requirements for 
an expansion of this program. 


The participation of the Immigration and naturalisation Service in the 
present program As a limited one but it la anticipated that IBS will take 
a *r?uch more aetlve part in the program when a device suitable for 
use at highway check points it developed.

'' nuclear devices • The policy paper would be accompanied by the 
same information as that furnished by the FBI to all law 
enforcement agencies on January 1, 1954 • That information was 
designed to assist local police in recognising a clandestine 
nuclear weapon • On the same date, an identical letter was 
addressed by FCDA to the ICIS for the same purpose • The FCDA 
had been instructed by the National Security Council to submit 
any information they proposed to release to the two committees 
for comment inasmuch as the two committees are charged with 
coordinating the implementation of countermeasures designed to 
prevent the clandestine introduction of atomic weapons • 

There is, of course, no objection to the FCDA 
1 furnishing the information to state and local civil defense 
| directors that was furnished to law enforcement agencies by 
! the Bureau • The Bureau dissemination was made in accordance 
* with NSC approval • The FCDA policy paper designed to accompany 
that information when it is disseminated to local FCDA Directors 
contains a statement, however, that the FBI is charged with

Branigan to Belmont, comment was made regarding a draft ^ 
which had been submitted by the ICIS Subcommittee. It 
was pointed out that the Subcommittee had. made no 
provision for action to be taken except where positive 
identification of fissionable material had been made. 

On July 2, 195'+, hr. Barrett McDonnell of the 
Criminal Division furnished to Bureau liaison a memorandum 
dated June 11, 19 5*+, from the Chairman of the ICIS 
Standing Committee to the ICIS recommending that where 
positive Identification of fissionable material in 
diplomatic baggage is not possible the local office of 
the FBI should be notified immediately by Customs and 
neither the Soviet bloc official nor the baggage should 
be detained.

On December 15, 1953, the White House released a state- 
ment by the President requesting that all enforcement officers , 
both Federal and state , report all information relating to vio- 
lations of the Atomic Energy Act to the nearest field repre sentative 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation . A copy of the statement 
by the President is attached . There is also attached for your 
information a description of atomic devices and component parts , 
the release of which has been approved by the Atomic Energy 
Commission, the National Security Council , and the President in 
order that you may be better able to recognise atomic devices or 
parts of atomic devices which might come to your attention. 


The President and the National Security Council have 
designated certain Explosive Ordnance Disposal Units operating 
under the jurisdiction of the Department of the Army as having 
the responsibility for disarming any atomic weapon. The dis- 
posal of disarmed fissionable weapons and the disposal of 
fissionable material are by law the responsibility of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. Therefore, it is suggested that information 
regarding fissionable material or atomic weapons be reported 
promptly to the nearest representative of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and that no attempt be made on the part of an 
individual law enforcement officer to dismantle an apparent 
atomic device.

Statement by the President 


On September 6, 1939, January 8 , 1943 , and July 24, 
1950, Presidential Directives were issued requesting all en- 
forcement officers, both Federal and state, to report promptly 
all information relating to espionage, sabotage, subversive 
activities and related matters to the nearest field represent- 
ative of the Federal Bureau of Investigation • 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation is charged with 
investigating all violations of the Atomic Energy Act, includ- 
ing the illegal export or import of fissionable material, the 
illegal possession or transportation of fissionable material 
and the illegal production, transfer , or possession of any 
equipment or device utilising fissionable material or atomic 
energy as a military weapon, n Fissionable material n means 
plutonium, uranium-235 or other material which the Atomic 
Energy Commission has determined to be capable of releasing 
substantial quantities of energy through nuclear chain reaction, 
I am requesting that all enforcement officers, both Federal 
and state, report all information relating to violations of 
the Atomic Energy Act to the nearest field representative of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 

I suggest that all patriotic organisations and indi- 
viduals likewise report all such information to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in the same manner.

ESCRIPTION OF ATOMIC DEVICES AND COMPONENT PARTS 


In order that citizens of the United States may 
intelligently assist in the defense of our country , they should 
have sufficient information regarding atomic weapons to enable 
them to recognize bombs or parts of bombs which might be 
smuggled into the United States by enemy agents , It is impos- 
sible to describe exactly what a foreign atomic bomb will look 
like , On the other hand , it is possible to explain the basic 
ideas which will govern their design , For this explanation it 
is then possible to designate and describe those materials 
which must be essential to the construction of any atomic bomb. 

Atomic explosions result when (l) certain amounts of 
fissionable material in two pieces or more are brought 
quickly together to form one piece of such material and when 
(2) a certain amount of fissionable material is quickly made 
more dense by squeezing it together , The important thing 
about each of these methods is that masses of fissionable 
material must be placed into rapid motion. We know that high 
explosives are capable of giving any material such necessary 
rapid motion , 

In the first case we would look for some kind of a gun 
barrel device' using high explosive to blow one piece of fis- 
sionable material from the breech end of the gun down through 
the barrel into another piece of fissionable material firmly 
anchored in the muzzle end of the gun.

In the second case we would look for a device using 
high explosive to squeeze fissionable material , To explain 
how such a device will work we must understand what is 
meant by t, implosion, n The significance of the word 
explosion is familiar to most people . Implosion signifies 
a bursting inwards as contrasted with the bursting outwards 
of an explosion , In order to obtain an implosion , however 
strange it may seem 3 explosive material is necessary , The 
scientists who worked on the first atom bomb needed an 
implosion in order to compress nuclear material enough to 
get an atomic " explosion They solved their problem by 
forming a large sphere of explosive material , In a hole in 
the center of this sphere they placed the fissionable 
material they wanted to squeeze. Then instead of using one 
detonator to ignite the explosive sphere, they placed many 
detonators around it. These detonators were c onnected 
electrically in such a way that they could be fired 
simultaneously , If only one detonator had been used , one 
can easily understand that the sphere , having been ignited 
at only one point, would have exploded in the ordinary way ; 
that is, with the exploding wave, which is another way of 
saying a fast burning wave, burning through the sphere from 
one side to the other, However, with many detonators 
igniting the sphere from all sides, the fast burning wave 
is essentially spherical in shape and burns inward toward 
the center of the sphere. When this fast burning imploding 
wave reaches the sphere of fissionable material, this mass 
has no place to be pushed except in upon itself and is thus 
c onpressed. 

We have now explained very simply the basic ideas which 
govern atomic bomb design . Looking back at these ideas, we 
note that two essential features of the gun-type device are 
the gun barrel itself and fissionable material , and two 
essential features of the implosion type device are high 
explosive charges that could be used to build a sphere and 
again fissionable material. We see by this that we will be 
able to help protect ourselves and our country if we can 
recognize any one of three essential components; namely , 

1, Fissionable material 

2, Gun barrel type device 

3, High explosives for implosion . 
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In order to help ua in our recognition of these 
essential components , we must learn something about them . 
Fissionable material i3 uranium and/or plutonium which 
are EXTREMELY HEAVY metals weighing half again as much as 
lead of the same size. Fifty pounds of these heavy fis- 
sionable materials would be approximately five inches in 
diameter , if in the 3hape of a sphere - about the size of 
a softball . Since both of these metals can be coated with 
other metals or plastics and can be machined into all 
sorts of shapes , we should be especially alert regarding 
any article that is extremely heavy for its size . Pieces 
which might be smuggled would probably be of a size that 
could be carried on the person. 

The gun barrel type device will probably be made of 
steel. The diameter of the bore of such a gun barrel would 
probably not be less than two inches or more than ten 
inches. With such a range of inner diameters for the bore , 
we may expect the outer diameter of the gun barrel to range 
from about five inches as a minimum to about twelue inches 
as a maximum. Both ends of the barrel may be closed by 
breech block-type devices so that the bore of the gun will 
not be visible. It is possible , of course , that the gun 
tube and the two breech blocks may be carried as three 
separate pieces; in this case the inner bore may be visible. 
The fissionable material for this gun— type weapon may be 
concealed within , and usually at the ends of, the gun barrel 
or it may be carried in separate packages for later assembly 
within the barrel . We may visualize the gun-type device then 
as one in which a projectile of fissionable material is fired 
down a gun barrel into another plug of fiss ionable material 
in the muzzle of the gun barrel. The length of the entire 
device need not exceed about two and one-half feet. 

The High explosives of implosion will probably be in 
specially fabricated shapes one side of which will be a part 
of a spherical surface. Most high explosives are light tan 
in color, have a soapy feel and are half again as heavy as 
an equal quantity of water. 
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By letter dated June 30, 1954, the Assistant Attorney General 
requested IIC and ICIS comments pertaining to proposed legislation which 
would provide for the payment to informers of rewards for information 
leading to the recovery or acquisition of atomic weapons or fissionable 
material which had been illegally introduced into the United States . 


This matter was considered at the IIC Working Committee meeting 
on July 14, 1954 . Attached hereto is a proposed IIC letter to Mr . Olney, 
with a copy designated for Assistant Attorney General Tompkins. The IIC 
letter suggests that provisions be made for payment for such informatio n 
if furnished to the Treasury Department 

The letter suggests that the fine to be L imposed against any United States 
officer for collusion should not be limited to $ 10,000 but should be in 
an amount at least equal to the amount received by such officer as a 
result of his collusion . These two suggestions were proposed in a 
memorandum from Mr. Belmont to me dated July 8, 1954, and were approved 
by you. The attached IIC letter further suggests that provisions be 
made for the payment for information leading to the recovery of any 
atomic weapon or fissionable material illegally manufactured or acquired 
in the United States, as well as information pertaining to any introduced 
into the United States. As now written, the proposed legislation covers 
only that which is introduced into the United States.

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By nemo Branigan to Belmont , 4-8-54, it was pointed out that on 
4-8-54, Mr, Dario G, Barossi of the Federal Civil Defense Administration 
(FCDA) had indicated that FCDA, in implementing recommendations con- 
tained in NSC 159/4 and NSC 5408, was supposed to afford guidance to 
local Civil Defense authorities in order to minimise danger to property 
and life in the event a clandestine atomic weapon was located, Barossi 
indicated that the FCDA paper would recommend that the FBI would give 
immediate warning to the local government in the event a probable atomic 
weapon was discovered so that evacuation of the threatened community 
could take place , 

It was pointed out to Mr, Barossi on 4-8-54 that the FBI could 
not agree in every situation to afford immediate notification to local 
governmental officials since the question of national survival might 
outweigh the question of local survival and the international implications 
of finding a clandestine atomic weapon was so serious that the FBI would 
have to notify top officials of the Government in Washington and be bound 
by high policy decisions as to the timing of notification on a local level. 

On 5-30-54, Bureau received a letter dated 5-19-54 , from Val 
Peterson, Administrator of Federal Civil Defense, to the Director as 
Chairman of the Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference , submitting 
a proposed FCDA bulletin to all state and local Civil Defense Directors 
placing upon the FBI the responsibility in each instance of immediately 
notifying the local authorities that a suspected object is probably a 
nuclear weapon in order that evacuation of the community concerned could 
be instituted promptly. This is contrary to the FBI position of Federal 
Government responsibility for timing of such notification, 

REC OMMENDA TI ON : 

(1) Since this is a matter for IIG action, it is respectfully recom- 
mended that Peterson *s letter he referred promptly to the Working Com- 
mittee of the IIC and that the Bureau 1 s position continue to be that the 
FBI will not be bound to immediately notify local governmental officials 
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of the probability that a 'suspected item, is an atomic weapon since the 
timing of such notification is a matter for high Government policy co- 
ordination, in other words, a weighing of national security against 
local damage • This matter should he of serious concern to the military

At 3 p.m., August 6, 1954, the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee on 
Countermeasures met with representatives of the Advisory Group, c on-*

The Advisory Group had four problems : (j, 

1. The problem of liaison in New York with AEC and FBI, They 
were told that any necessary liaison, particularly in connection with 
the reporting of suspicious shipments, could be arranged. 

2. Classification of the passive detection device as n Confi - 

dential. ,f The Advisory Group recommended this classification for the 
device, which had not heretofore been classified while being manu - v 

factured . Classification would be desirable in order to prevent its \ 
construction and performance from becoming public knowledge . The \ 
Advisory Group was told their recommendation would be brought to the \ 
attention of the IIC and ICIS. V 

3. The Advisory Group wanted guidance as to what Customs could 
do in the event the detection device indicated possession of fission- 
able material by^ayjd i pi oma t .

Customs should be responsible 
for any comments to the press which might be necessary V The Advisory 
Croup did not believe that any advance press release was desirable 
but that some suitable release should be made if inquiries were 
directed to Customs • Since all of the agencies involved in the field 
testing of these devices were ICIS agencies, the Joint Committee felt 
ICIS could give them proper guidance on this point.

Under date of August 10 3 1954 3 Assistant Attorney 
General William F. , Tompkins transmitted to the Bureau a copy of 
a report by the ICIS Subcommittee on foreign diplomatic and 
off icial personnel -bo the ICIS Standing Committee and a memorandum 
from the ICIS Standing Committee to the Inter-departmental Committee 
on Internal Security, It i3 noted that Walter J, Stoessel, Jr, 3

The report contemplates certain action in the event of 
one of two possible situations.

When the FBI takes a person into custody as a violator 
of the Atomic Energy Act, that is an initial step in prosecution, - 

If the foreign diplomat is being detained not for 
violation of the Atomic Energy Act (in which case there might 
be some question as to the seizure of his baggage),. he could be 
legally detained at the order of the Attorney General by the - . 

Immigration and Naturalization Service, The detention in this 
instance would be for the purpose of determining his excludability 
as one of a class of subversive aliens under the Immigration and 
Nat ionality A c.t, Under that Act, the Attorney General can exclude 
an alien whom he knows or has reasonable ground to believe probably 
would engage in activities prohibited by the laws of the United States . 
and subversive to the national security (Title 8, US Code, Section 1182 
(a) (27) and (29)), The exclusion or deportation of ambassadors and 
career diplomatic and consular officers can only be undertaken under 
such rules and regulations as the President may deem to be necessary 
\(.Tft'le 8, US Code, Section 1102 (l)). If this recommendation was 
adopted by the National Security Council and the President, the 
Attorney General could exclude foreign diplomats under the circum- 
stances contemplated, i.e, being found in possession of fissionable 
material. Normally the detaining of inadmissible aliens is a function 
of the Immigration and Naturalization Service, Under the circum- 
stances, however, the Attorney General could by law designate any 
agency of the Department to perform the custodial function.

It should be noted that the Department of State would not 
have the final determination under either of the situations described

On the basis of the existing laws, the Bureau, upon receiving

this preliminary step. The FBI would notify the White House, General 
Cutler, Mr, Lay of the National Security Council, the Atomic Energy 
Commission, State, the Department of Defense, G-2, ONI, OS I, CIA, and 
the Chairman of the Watch Committee of the Intelligence Advisory Com- 
mittee, and also confirm with Treasury ( Customs ) the Attorney General* s 
confirmation that- thre~~FBI should take the diplomat into custody from 
Customs, 

The foregoing notifications should be made i&ephonically as 
nearly simultaneously as possible and subsequently confirmed in 
writing * The most important notifications from the standpoint of 
national act ion^dre those to the White House, Cutler, State, and the 
Department of Defense, AEC will have to take possession of the 
fissionable material. 

With regard to-the procedures suggested in the event a positive 
identification of fissionable material cannot be made, the ICIS ha 3 
no jurisdiction to regulate in any way the handling of FBI investiga- 
tions. While its reasonable and regular operating procedure to obtain 
Department of State authorisation for investigation of foreign per- 
sonnel or to employ special investigative techniques, such as technical 
surveillance, the FBI does not propose to consult with other agencies 
regarding other investigative techniques unless 3uch agencies are 
definite parties in interest and it is illogical to confine investi- 
gation regarding the smuggling of nuclear weapons into the United 
States to the conduct of surveillance , 

Quite properly, no action would be taken toward arrest of a

Immigration and AEC, reported to the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee 
on Countermeasures on the field testing of devices in New York • 

Two devices have been installed at the International 
Airport at Idlewild, one of which is being used for passengers, 
the other for baggage . \ 

3 devices are being used on the piers at the New York 
Waterfront , One additional , device is ready at the Naval 
Research Laboratory for shipment to San Antonio, Texas, 
where it is to be tested at the International Airport , 

It was pointed out to the advisory group that the field 
testing of the passive detection devices should be expedited 
and completed as soon as possible, because additional detection 
devices were going to be demonstrated by AEC and the Naval 
Research Laboratory in the near future , The advisory group 
stated that they would make the installation in San Antonio 
during the week of September 13, 1954 , 

The advisory group is preparing a written report on 
the New York testing, Mr, Jack Keeney of the ICIS Secretariat 
is preparing letters to the Commiss ioner of Immigration and to 
the Secretary of the Treasury for the signature of Mr, Donegan 
as Chairman of ICIS, pointing out the previous acceptance of 
responsibility by Customs, Coast Guard and Immigration for field 
testing of the devices mentioned above and requesting continued 
cooperation in connection with this project , It is noted that 
Customs, Coast Guard and Immigration are all under ICIS purview 
rather than IIC,

I had been in Mexicali , real foreign agent would be 
many times but never before expected to know. I wanted 


on this kind of business. My 
assignment was to see what 
a Communist agent, intend- 
ing to smuggle atomic weap- 
ons into the United States, 
would find at that part of the 
border. 

I had learned enough al- 
ready in Nogales and Her- 
mosillo to know that Mexicali 
has the reputation in the main 
part of Mexico as a mecca 
for Communists. 

At the same time, Mexicali 
is known to be the gathering 
place for the biggest number 
of Mexican laborers who hope 
to cross the border and get 
jobs in the United States. We 
call them wetbacks when 
they get into California. 

I knew that hundreds of 
thousands of Mexican workers 
had crossed the border at 
Mexicali. I knew also that 
hundreds of thousands had 
been caught by the border pa- 
trol in the United States and 
sent back to Mexico and that 
the border is better guarded 
now than at any time in his- 
tory. 

A little more than a month 
ago, Atty. Gen. Brownell or- 
dered the border sealed to 
illegal entrants and more 
than 100 extra men with 
equipment had been stationed 
in Imperial Valley to carry 

1 out the order. 

j This was part of what a 


to see how things actually 
were set up at Mexicali. 

Imperial Valley is at its 
widest at Mexicali. There are 
15 or 20 miles of irrigated 
fields each side of town, on . 
both the Mexican and Amer- 
ican sides of the border. Mex- 
icali and Calexico are one 
town, or would be except for 
the fence that marks the bor- 
der. 

I had the help of a friend 
with an automobile in Mex- 
icali, posing as an American 
Communist agent, and I drove 
up and down the border. 

Driving through Mexicali 
he pointed out the place in the 
railroad yards where four 
months ago Latin America’s 
No. 1 Communist, Vincente 
Lombardo Toledano, spoke 
three hours to an estimated 
8,000 Mexican workers stand- 
ing in the hot sun. Toledano 
spoke largely on Yankee Im- 
perialism. 

My friend pointed out the , 
book store where they sell 
Russian publications reprint- 
ed in Spanish and the ot- 
ficial Communist newspaper, 
Voz de Mexico. 

The border fence used to 
be a joke. A year ago it was 
a twisted wreck, full of holes. 

I found that it has been 
entirely rebuilt. It extends

and it is in excellent repair.

An enemy agent, bent on 
smuggling in an a t o m i c 
weapon or device, would not 
be pleased by what he saw 
here.

He would have to get across 
the border into the United 
States. 

I picked fence climbing as 
the most direct way of go- 
ing about it. 

PATROLS ARE HEAVY 

It was -t easy to decide 
on the place for the climb- 
ing attempt. The section on 
the Mexican side opposite 
Calexico’s residential area 
was the most convenient, 
but patrols were too heavy. I 
finally decided on a location 
east of town. 

I started out the next mid- 
night. My friend was waiting 
at a motel in Calexico. I was 
a mile and a half east of the 
center of Mexicali in a poor 
section of town. 

I was to walk back toward 
the center of town on a street 
next to the fence, until I 
came to a place near a tall 
radio tower where a street 
light was missing. I had 
with me an object that I 
thought of as a mock atomic 
bomb. It was about 20 inches 
long. I carried it in a canvas 
bag. 

PLODS DOWN STREET 

I plodded down the street 
until I reached the place 
where the light was missing 
and the fence was dark. It 
was 1:15 a.m. I sat under a 
tree next to a little shack 
knd waited. 

| I watched the United 
States border patrol jeep 
grind slowly down the dirt 
road, easing over the bumps, 
on the other side of the bor- 
der. It came almost to a full 
stop opposite me, 20 yards 
away and someone played a 
spotlight over the fence and 
the brush. 

The border patrol evident- 
ly had noticed that the Mexi- 
cali street light was out. The 
man with the flashlight did 
not see me, though, and the 
jeep ground on down the dirt 
road. 

LIGHT GOES ON 

At 2 a.m. someone stirred 
freld- the ok. A light 
went on in the doorway. I 
could hear splashing water 
and someone talking. A man 
came out with a bundle un- 
der his arm and turned up 
the street toward town. 

At exactly 2:30 a.m. I 
walked to the fence where it 
was darkest, took the canvas 
sack in my teeth and started 
up the wire mesh fence. I 
hoisted myself to the barbed 
wire, rolled over it, and 
eased down on the other side. 

As I crossed the paved 
street 50 feet inside the Unit- 
ed States from the border, 

I could see a pair of head- 
lights coming far down the 
pavement. I ran across the 
road into a field and lay 
down next to an irrigation 
ditch. In a few minutes an- 
other patrol car cruised 
slowly by. 

WAITS AT BUSH 

The plan was for me to 
walk a mile northward 
across the fields until I 
reached a canal, then west 
until I got to the place where 
a paved road crossed the 
canal. I struck out across 
the fields, swatting at hordes 
of mosquitoes that buzzed in 
the hot night. 

I reached the rendezvous 

point a few minil+PR parlv 


We landed them 100 yards 
from the Civic Center a few 
minutes after the practice 
air raid alarm sounded on 
Monday. 

Only top officials of the 
Coast Guard, Harbor De- 
partment and United States 
Customs previously had been 
informed. 

We landed the fake bombs, 
put them in a car and drove 
away. The few persons eat- 
ing lunch on the embarca- 
dero and passersby paid not 
the slightest attention to 
what we were doing. The 
drive into town gave me a 
chance to think out some 
of the implications of the 
things I had found out and 
had done. 

Here is what they added 
up to: 

I had started out to see 
what an enemy agent would 
discover if he were trying 
to smuggle atomic weapons 
into the United States. How j 
could he be thwarted? 

1,800-MILE BORDER 
I had tried to understand 
how an enemy’s operations 
would be carried out. I had 
crossed the border at No- j 
gales and at Mexicali. These i 
were the most strongly 
guarded points. They are 
much better watched than 
they ever were before. 

But the border is 1,800 
miles long, and the United 
States border patrol, even 
with its reinforcements, 
numbers only 1,500. The bor- 
der stretches 695 miles from 
the Pacific south of Imperial 
Beach, to El Paso, Tex., 
and it runs another 1,100 
miles along the Rio Grande 
to Brownsville, Tex. 

There are 11 sizable ports 
of entry, three in California, 
three in Arizona, one in New 
Mexico, and four in Texas. 
These must be manned, most 
of them, 24 hours a day. 
There are wire mesh fences 
at most of these ports, but 
the total length of all these 
strips of fence is less than 
50 miles. j 

The situation then is that 
there are 1,500 men to guam 
1,800 miles of border, 9f 
which only 3 per cent is 
fenced. 


ANOTHER ANGLE 

To guard such a border like 
the Russians guard the Iron 
Curtain might take 100,000 
men. 

But there is another angle. 
A Communist agent, to smug- 
gle atomic bombs into the 
United States, would require 
an organization behind him. 

He and his bomb would 
have to have a spy network 
in operation to bring them 
from some Iron Curtain 
country to the United States 
border. 

This organization also 
would have to have some- 
body on the United States 
side of the border to meet 
him and take him and his 
bomb to their destination. 

Such an organization would 
be made up of a number of 
persons. It would be the vul- 
nerable part of the Commu- 
nist setup. 

TWO POSSIBLE WAYS 

If anybody in that organi- 
zation could be caught — if 
anybody in the outfit would 
inform the United States that 
a smuggling operation was 
under way — the United 
States would be able to de- 
feat the smuggling attempt. 

There are two ways, it 
seemed to me, of going about 
that. One is to alert the 
American public to the fact 
that atomic borribs_ jmd de-

they can be smuggled into

The other approach is to 
offer powerful incentives to 
members of the enemy’s 
camp to inform us of smug- 
gling operations. 

Atty. Gen. Brownell on 
July 30 asked Congress to 
authorize awards up to $500,- 
000 for informants giving 
tips about atomic materials 
and weapons illegally pro- 
duced or smuggled into the 
United States. In addition to 
cash payments, lifetime asy- 
lum in this country would be 
offered to aliens and their 
families who provide such in- 
formation. 

This plan would offer the 
powerful incentives needed 
by aliens. 

I have the idea that the 
reason an enemy would try 
to smuggle atomic weaDons 
into the United States would 
be to meet some secret dead- 


j line, a new Communist - set 
Pearl Harbor Day. 

But such a scheme would 
be exposed if even one 
smuggling plot were dis- 
covered, by an alert United 
States public or through a 
tip by a member of the 
smuggling ring who wanted 
to get a reward and get his 
family safely into the United 
States. 

The Communist enemy 
would hardly dare to expose 
his Pearl Harbor Day plot 
by a smuggling operation if 
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crossing was made. Initial A marks 
United States port of entry in Calexico.

| he thought that the smug- 
gling might be detected. 

We never can have armed 
guards standing every 20 
feet along the border from 
San Diego to Brownsville. 

But even with an imper- 
fect network, we may be able 
to have 100 per cent success 
in preventing smuggling if 
the enemy thinks his opera- 
tion might be discovered by 
an alert country and give 
away a greater plot.

What Atom-Bomb Smuggler

> The United States govern- 
ment needs the help of an 
alert civilian public to guard 
against Communist agents 
trying to smuggle atomic 
weapons into this country 
and transport them to a tar- 
get area. 

I became convinced of this 
during the last six weeks, 
which I spent along the bor- 
der and south of the border. 

It is true in sDite of the 


fact that the Mexican border 
is better protected, more 
carefully watched, than at 
any time in its history. 

I learned some other 
things, too, during those six 
weeks of border investiga- 
tions. One fact seems to me 
to be of more than ordinary 
interest to people of San Di- 
ego and Imperial Valley. 

This is that northern Baja 
California, especially Mexi- 
cali, is getting to be known 
throughout Mexico as a kind 
of mecca for Communists, 


The assignment was to see 
what an enemy agent, bent 
on atomic smuggling, would 
find at the border. 

I had read the repeated 
and what to me were star- 
tling warnings by the United 
States government of the 
possibility of atomic weap- 
ons being smuggled into this 
country. One warning went 
so far as to describe, in 
some detail, what kind of ob- 
jer 4 <; to look for. 

After I started to work on 
the border inquiry, some-

For the job, the 1,000-man 
Border Patrol that operates 
between San Diego • and 
Brownsville, Tex., has been 
increased to 1,500 and given 
extra radio cars, jeeps and 
seven airplanes. 

It should be pointed out 
that the border patrol is to 
remain permanently strength- 
ened. Congress has approved 
an extra 3 million dollars to 
provide more men and equip- 
ment to guard the Mexican 


border. The immediate re- 
sult was to order the recruit- 
men of 200 more men in 
Southern California for the 
Border Patrol. 

This is the background, 
then, of my assignment and 
the investigation that I made. 

| I started in Tijuana. I 
traveled from there to Her- 
mosillo, the capital of the 
Mexican state of Sonora, 
south of Arizona. I rode a 
bus through Sonora. Half of

(Continued from Page a-1) 
ers headed for Mexicali 
with the intention of crossing 
into the United States. 

I talked to Mexican people 
in all kinds of jobs and places. 
There were street sweepers, 
policemen, businessmen 
waiters, taxidrivers, farmers 
and laborers. 

I spent considerable time 
In Nogales, Sonora, and I 
went to Mexicali. 

At both Nogales and Mexi- 
cali I crossed the border by 
climbing over the fence at 

night. In each case I did so 
because I wanted to make 
the operation real to myself. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
wetbacks have got across the 
border in one way or another. 
I was not trying to prove 
anything by crossing. It was 
no achievement. 


‘BUSINE SS?’ HE ASKS—— 

The driver of the single 
taxi at Hermosillo airport 
tended his yanqui tourista 
trade in khaki pants, a white 
shirt, soggy from the heat, 
and a slightly battered straw 
hat. His grin was missing 
two teeth. 

Enroute to town he told me 
of his two years schooling at 
Wichita, Kans., and of his 
travels to United States 
cities on the Pacific Coast. 
He toured Hermosillo while 
we made tourist talk. 

“You here for business?” 
he asked. 

“In part,” I told him. “I’m 
going to meet a friend. We 
deal in machinery for wreck- 
ing buildings.” 

“When do you meet your 
friend?” he asked. 

“In a few days. I will take 
the train to Nogales.” 

He shook his head. “It is 
better you take the bus. On 
the train perhaps you get 
there and perhaps you 
don’t." 

He pointed out several new 
buildings in the city, which 
he said had been built by 
Abelardo Rodriquez, former 
governor of Sonora. 


WORD ON REDS 


' • flow is the government 
now?” I asked him. 

He shrugged. “It is like 
all governments, some like 
it, others do not.” 

“Are there any Commu- 
nists here?” I asked. 

“All the Communists go 
to Baja California,” he said. 

“Why?” 

He shrugged again. “Who 
knows? It is said that it is 
better for them there.” 

“Are there Communists in 
Hermosillo,” I asked. 

“Only a few, like every- 
where, to make agitations,” 
he replied. 

Another time at midnight 
I wandered in front of the 
hotel to see if it might be 
cooler in the street. I joined 
a little knot of late strollers 
chatting on the corner. There 
was a policeman, a business- 
man of some sort and two 
others who may have been 
cab drivers. Another man 
sweeping up hundreds of cric- 
kets and moths that swarmed 
on the sidewalk under the 
hotel sign, gave up in dis- 
gust and joined the discus- 
sion. 

'A NEST OF WASPS’ 


I felt that I had to do some 
part of the operation that a 
real foreign agent would car- 
ry out if I was going to un- 
derstand just what such an 
agent would face and how 
our country could plan best 
to make him fail. 

CARRIES MOCK DEVICE 

In my bag I carried an 
8-inch tubular device made 
of junk electrical parts to 
simulate an atomic bomb 
triggering device. I intended 
to smuggle it into the United 
States. 

Let me start the story at 
Hermosillo. It is a town of 
60,000, 165 miles below the 
border at Nogales — it is 
215 miles due south of Tucson, 
Ariz. It is in cattle country, 
and there are orange groves. 
It was sweltering in 100-de- 
gree heat and high humidity 
the day I got there. 


The talk meandered from 
baseball to agriculture and 
when it got to politics I 
broached the subject of Com- 
munism. 

“Mexicali,” one said, 
“Like a nest of wasps.” 

The group nodded agree- 
ment. 

The Nogales bus was a 
new United States made mod- 
el, but the air conditioning 
didn’t work. It was packed 
and overflow passengers filled 
the aisles. 

About half the passengers 
were field workers in khaki 
and blue jeans moving north 
with their cardboard boxes 
and bundles. The others 
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seemed to be ranchers, a few 
women and a child or two. 

My seat was in the middle, 
behind a fat woman who car- 
ried her lunch of meat and 
chilis wrapped in two huge 
Sonora tortillas. The man 
beside me wore long side- 
burns and a Texas hat. He 
said he made his living as a 
slaughterhouse worker. 

The field workers left the 
bus with their bundles and 
boxes at Benjamin Hill, 91 
miles south of Nogales. 

Benjamin Hill is a dusty 
little clutter of mud houses 
dozing around a few railroad 
switches where the track 
splits with one line to Mex- 
icali and one to Nagales. 
Once it was a tourist stop, but 
a new highway left it strand- 
ed a mile out on the prairie. 

From their chatter, I 
learned that the field work- 
ers would take the train for 
Mexicali, where they would 
seek work in the United 
States. 

CLEAR VIEW OF FENCE 

Late that afternoon, I 
checked into the Hotel Fray 
Marcos de Niza on the Mex- 
ican side of Nogales. 

From my hotel room I had 
a clear view of the border 
fence that divides the city. 
The first step was to take 
a taxi tour of the city. 

Nogales sits astride the 
border where the south- 
bound railroad tracks pass 
-through a narrow vaHey 
leaving the United States. 
Narrow canyons enter the 
valley east and west, which 
is only a few hundred yards 
wide. The Mexican popu- 
lation of 40,000 lives in small 
houses clustered on the hjff- 
sides and in the canyons. 

TOUR IN TAXI 

The taxi driver, a young, 
amiable sort, took me to the 
high hills and back streets 
that bordered the high fence. 
He seemed to take it for 
granted I was with a Holly- 
wood motion picture unit 
that was shooting in the 


desert on the United States 
side. 

Like most taxi drivers 
along the border, he wasn’t 
very nosey. 

I found the fence was about 
13 feet high, with seven 
strands of barbed wire 
strung on an inverted “V” at 
the top. It was heavy steel 
mesh and in excellent re- 
pair. All the brush had been 
cleared away .from it. I 
judged it ran three miles 
out on either side of the city. 

BORDER PATROL CITED 

The driver told me few 
Mexicans atteiftjgLto cross 
the border illegal?^ at No- 
gales because there is only 
one highway to the north. 

“Besides,” he said, “there 
are many border patrol and 
they are vivo (alert). To 
cross here is difficult. Those 
who cross the fence all go 
first to Mexicali, I will show 
you.” 

He drove me to the rail- 
road yards in the bottom of 
the valley. He pointed out 
a pair of railroad ears on a 
siding. They were full of field 
workers. They were part of 
the 15 or 20 busloads of Mexi- 
can aliens the border patrol 
was delivering to Nogales 
every day from their drive 
on wetbacks. 

TAXIS LINED UP 

The train was supposed to 
take them 1,500 miles to the 
interior under soldier guards, 
where they • would be dis- 
persed. 

There was a line of 30 
taxis parked bumper-to-bump- 
er next to the train. 

"Before the train leaves,” 
the driver told me, “many 
of them will jump out of the 
train and take the taxis to 
Santa Ana, (66-miles south of 
Nogales) and they will ride 
the bus back to the border at 
Mexicali.” 

For the crossing, I picked 
a place 400 yards east of the 
entry port, where the fence 
dropped into a small canyon, 
leaving a hill between the 
spot and the port of entry, on 
the main street. 


The route would iisagjjie 
out on the Unite! States 
side of the line at the edge 
of the residential section and 
near a television antenna on 
a hill that would serve as a 
guidepost. 

Shortly before micnight I 
started up a dark li+tle street 
in Buenos Aires Canyon, 
which parallels Tie border 
fence east of Mexican Nogales 
and 200 yards south of the 
fence. 

I followed the bumpy, wind- 
ing canyon road, climbing 
past two small, naked 
street lights toward the black 
head of the canyon. It took 
me between rows- of dark- 
ened mud and stone houses 
roofed with castoff pieces of 
tin and cardboard cartons. 

GROUPS IN DOORWAYS 

Groups of people gathered 
in twos and threes In dark 
doorways talked quietly in 
the hot night. Stray mongrels 
sleeping in the dirt street 
raised curious noses as I 
passed. A few ventured a 
half-hearted growl or a j 
weak bark. With the last ' 
street light behind me, I 
turned north into the dark- 
ness, picking my way quiet- 
ly between mud and card- 
board walls. 

A summer storm was start- 
ing in the south and the 
lightning flashes followed a 
few warm raindrops as I 
topped the hill and picked 
my way through the brush 
toward the television anten- 
na. - - . - .. 

By 1 a.m., I was in posi- 
tion. I sat down under a 
thorn bush and listened. An 
hour later I had located all 
the barking dogs across the 
fence and the route the pa- 
trol car followed twice on a . 
street 100 yards from the 
fence. The lights had gone 
out in the two houses across 
the fence from me. 

FENCE MAKES RATTLE 

I gripped the mesh- and 
shook it gently to check it 
for noise. It made a loud 
rattle. I slipped the simulat- 
ed trigger device through the 
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mesh and returned to the 
brush to wait. 

At 2:20 a.m., the wire atop < 
the fence squeaked. Some- j 
one else was going over it. , 
Dogs barked in the black- j 
ness to my left. 

A few minutes later 1 
stepped to the fence and 
and started climbing. At the J 
top, I grabbed the upper- ■ 
most barbed wire strand, lay k . 
on it, rolled over and dropped 
to the other side. , 

BACK TOWARD TOWN J 

I lay still under a bush i 
away from the fence until i 
the dogs stopped barking. ! 
When it was quiet, I re- 
turned, took the fake trigger 
device and moved through 
someone’s backyard. I passed \ 
under a window, past a chick- . 
en coop, opened and closed 
the front gate and strolled 
down the street toward town. 

A few minutes later 1 
walked down the main street 
of Nogales, and back into 
Mexico carrying the device 
in my hand. At the hotel 1 
packed the fake trigger in 
my bag. At 6 a.m. a Mexi- 
can taxi took me and my v 
bag across the line to the 
bus station . 

At 1 a.m., July 30, the fake 
trigger was delivered in San 
Diego. 

The information that “ev- 
eryone who wants to cross the 
border goes to Mexicali,” 
seemed particularly interest- 
ing. I decided I would try 
to bring a small simulated 
atomic bomb into the United 
States in the same manner.

10MB DETECTION ISN'T EASY 
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“Atom Smuggler Could HTcte 
Small Weapons On Person 


What does an atomic bomb 
look like? How would you 
know it if you saw one? 

The answer is that detec- 
tion is not easy, but there 
are some inevitable clues. 
A smuggled bomb might come 
in various sizes or shapes, 
and it might be made of vari- 
ous materials. 

One fixed characteristic, 
though, is the extreme heavi- 
ness of the fissionable ma- 
'terial which is the basic com- 
ponent of every A-bomb. 

Uranium, the original atom- 
ic explosive, weighs one and 
three-fourths times as much 
as lead. A piece of uranium 
one inch thick, one inch high 
and two inches long would 
weigh 1.34398 pounds. 

Although atomic bombs 
come in various sizes and 
shapes, there are two main 
types that enemy, agents 
might try to smuggle into the 
United States. These are the 
gun type and the implosion 
type. . 

The gun type essentially is 
jna^uf a-g»n barrel with a 
^^ArSanch bore, plugged at 
the muzzle with atomic ex- 
plosives. A metal shield or 
blanket, made of heavy ma- 
terial such as tungsten car- 
bide or uranium, or a light 


material such as beryllium, 
surrounds the barrel. 

The atomic explosive may 
be in special shapes, such as 
five-side or six-side blocks. 
These blocks might be any- 
where from 2 inches across 
and 1 inch thick to 20 inches 
across and 10 inches thick. 

The implosion type con- 
sists of a ball of atomic ex- 
plosive wrapped inside a met- 
al blanket or shield, and 
around that a high explosive. 
This high explosive causes 
the core to cave in (implode). 
This compresses the atomic 
explosive, in a fraction of a 

' " 
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second, to its exploding point. 

It is possible to make 
atomic weapons so small they 
can be concealed on the per- 
son. An assembled atomic 
bomb can be fitted into the 
luggage compartment of an 
automobile. 

Small parts of a bomb can 
be smuggled into the country 
and assembled in any rea- 
sonably dry place. 

The parts of a bomb as 
heavy as five tons can be put 
together in an average room 
of the average house, or in 
a truck, or aboard a small 
vessel.

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DEPARTMENTAL LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 
84TH CONGRESS, FIRST SESSION 

Reference is made to your memorandum of 
August 19, 1954, requesting that this Bureau submit any 
legislative proposals which this Bureau desired to be 
included in the preliminary legislative program of the 
Department for the First Session of the 84th Congress. 

I desire to submit for your consideration the 
following items, all of which except one were included 
in the Department's legislative program as of November 30, 

1953. The one item not previously included in the Department's 
legislative program pertains to legislation providing for the 
payment of substantial rewards for information leading to 
the acquisition or recovery of fissionable weapons or 
material illegally introduced or attempted to be introduced 
into the United States. 

1. Legislation to Penalise Spies for 
Obtaining or Transmitting to their Principals 
Information Received from Legitimate Sources - 
page 5, item 15. 

2. Legislation to Prohibit Disclosure of 
Information by Former Government Employees - 
page 6, item 17. 

3. Legislation to Resolve Evidence Problem 
in Security Matters - page 6, item 18. 

4. Legislation to Revise the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act - page 6, item 19. 

5. Legislation Regarding Wire Tapping - 
page 3, item 19. 
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6. Legislation to Provide Rewards for 
Information Regarding the Smuggling of Atomic 
W e apons or Fissionable Material . 

This legislation was presented to the 
Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference by letter from 
the chairman of the Interdepartmental Committee on Internal 
Security dated May 8, 1953. The proposal is predicated 
upon the fact that the Bureau of Customs in the detection 
of smuggling relies to a considerable degree upon information 
furnished as a result of rewards provided for by statutes. 

The statutory rewards pi id by the Bureau of Customs are 
predicated largely on the value of recovery ; but cash value 
of an atomic weapon or the amount which might be paid for 
the recovery of a smuggled atomic weapon is considerably 
greater than the amount authorised under the present Customs 
laws. 

The Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference 
concurred in this proposal and recommended enactment of such 
legislation to the National Security Council. The recommendation 
was approved by the National Security Council, and by the 
President in National Security Council Document 159/4 dated 
September 25, 1953. It is our understanding that legislation 
to this same effect was recommended by the Attorney General 
to the National Security Council and that the Department 
drafted a proposed bill providing for payment of rewards 
in amounts not to exceed # 500,000 which was then transmitted 
to the 83rd Congress under date of July 29, 1954, but which 
failed of enactment in that Congress . 

It is recommended that similar legislation be 
placed before the 84th Congress. No estimate can be made 
of the costs of administration of such legislation. It was 
previously proposed that the rewards be paid out of funds 
appropriated for the administration of the Atomic Energy 
Act of 1946.

By memorandum of August 19, 1954, Mr, William P, Rogers, 

Deputy Attorney General, requested that he be furnished not later than 
September 15, 1954 , any legislative proposals which the Bureau desired 
to be included in the preliminary legislative program of the Department 
for the First Session of the 84th Congress , 

Pursuant to this request of Deputy Attorney General Rogers, 
a survey was made of all the Divisions of the Bureau and a memorandum, 
which is attached hereto, was prepared setting forth information 
concerning the various recommended legislative proposals which the 
Bureau desires to present for the Department's consideration. This 
information is divided into two categories, (a) Security or Espionage 
Legislation and (b) General Criminal Legislation, There is set forth 
briefly below a summary of the legislative proposals which it is 
recommended be forwarded to the Department , These items are numbered 
to correspond with the numbers in the memorandum to Deputy Attorney / / 

General Rogers . U 

SECURITY OR ESPIONAGE LEGISLATION 

1, RECOMMENDED LEGISLATION TO PENALIZE ESPIONAGE ACTIVITIES 
CONCERNING INFORMATION RECEIVED FROM LEGITIMATE SOURCES - Prosecution 
for espionage should lie against a spy who gathers information from 
legitimate sources for transmittal to his principal. This problem was 
first sharply drawn by the decision of the Second Circuit Court of 
Appeals in the case of U, S, versus Heine, 151 F2d 813, The effect of 
this decision was to remove from the operations of the Espionage 
Statutes those espionage agents who gathered information from public 
sources for transmittal to their principals , The Department has been 
urged on prior occasions, by memoranda of February 16, 1953, and 
August 19, 1953, to draft suitable legislation to amend this deficiency 
in the Espionage Statutes , By memorandum of November 19,1953, Deputy 
Attorney General Rogers indicated the Criminal Division opposed such a 
bill as not being capable of practical administration and by Departmental 
memorandum of November 30, 1953, this proposal was listed as one 6f a 
group of proposals not approved for inclusion in the Department's f 
legislative program before the 83rd Congress, Second Session, / 
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Memorandum for the Director 
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2. PROPOSED LEGISLATION TO PROHIBIT DISCLOSURE OF INFORMATION 
BY FORMER GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES - Existing statutes do not adequately 
cover the disclosure of information to unauthorised individuals by 
former employees of the United States Government , which information was 
obtained during the period of their employment . By memorandum dated 
July 30, 1953 , the Criminal Division advised that the Department was 
considering amending Title 18, United States Code , Section 1905, to 
prohibit such disclosure . However, no legislation submitted to the 
83rd Congress which would have had the effect of so amending the law 
was ever brought to the attention of this Bureau . 

3. RECOMMENDED LEGISLATION TO RESOLVE EVIDENCE PROBLEM IN 
SECURITY MATTERS - A problem of evidence arises out of a refusal of 
Government agencies to allow the introduction in evidence of certain 
items which are the " fruits of the crime n on the grounds of security 
considerations . The United States Government at the present time has 
highly classified information for the protection of which it is expending 
considerable time , effort and funds . If an espionage agent was found 

in the possession of detailed plans or a speciman or prototype of the 
classified items, his offense could be worthy of the death penalty . 

His n fruits of the crime " like the photographs of the atomic bomb in 
the Comer case would not be declassified . This problem was brought to 
the attention of Deputy Attorney General Rogers by memoranda of 
February 16, 1953 , and August 19, 1953 , but as was reflected in 
Departmental memorandum of November 30, 1953 , it was not approved for 
inclusion in the Department ’s legislative program before the 83rd 
Congress, Second Session . 

4 . PROPOSED REVISION OF FOREIGN AGENTS REGISTRATION ACT - 
The Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference ( IIC ) recommended in 1946 
to the Attorney General that persons having knowledge of, instruction 
in or assignment in the espionage or sabotage service of foreign 
countries be required to register so that failure to register could be 
prosecuted even though no overt acts of espionage or sabotage were 
committed . Ihe Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1938 was amended by 
Section 20 (a) of the Internal Security Act of 1950 with intent to 
accomplish this. The Criminal Division has indicated it intended to 
amend Section 20(a) , Internal Security Act of 1950, by removing it from 
the predicating provisions of the Foreign Agents Registration Act. The 
Bureau by memorandum to Deputy Attorney General Rogers dated August 19, 
1953, pointed out that if this section was amended the remaining loophole 
in Section 20 (a). Foreign Agents Registration Act, which would make 
prosecution of violators impossible, should likewise be corrected by 
making more difficult the claim of privilege under the Fifth Amendment 

on the part of persons refusing to register. Legislation which might 
have had this effect was embodied in the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act provisions of H.R. 9580, 83rd Congress . This bill was passed 
by the 83rd Congress, but as passed the registration provisions of the 
bill were deleted .

5, WI RE TAPPING BILLS - In the 83rd Congress 3 three wire 
tapping bills "J H.R. 408 3 H.R. 5149 3 and H.R. 8649 (as introduced in the 
Souse of Representatives) ) were endorsed by the Bureau and sponsored 

by the Department . These measures would have permitted the use of wire 
tapping in security type cases upon the express approval of the Attorney 
General and further would have provided that information so obtained 
could be used in evidence . H.R, 408 and H.R, 8649 applied to all member 
agencies of the IIC . In addition 3 H.R. 408 applied to cases involving 
the safety of human life, H.R. 8649 was desirable legislation as 
originally introduced 3 but after two days of debate, it was passed 
by the House on April 8 3 1954 3 in an entirely different form. This 
bill as passed in the House was a substitute in the nature of an 
amendment and would have applied to the IIC agencies and information 
obtained by those agencies prior to the effective date of the act 
could have been used in evidence in cases involving the national 
defense if written permission had been obtained from the Attorney 
General to make the wire tap interceptions. However 3 information 
obtained after the effective date of that act through interceptions 
upon the express written approval of the Attorney General could have 
only been used in evidence provided a court order was obtained from a 
Federal Judge prior to the interception . The Bureau and the Department 
had previously gone on record as opposing any wire tap legislation 
which would require a court order. In addition 3 nine other bills 
pertaining to wire tapping were introduced in the 83rd Congress 3 all 
of which contained certain objectionable or undesirable features and 
various memoranda were forwarded to the Department in which these 
undesirable features were pointed out and at the same time 3 the 
Department was made a ware of the desirability of legislation similar 
to H.R. 408 3 H.R. 5149 or H.R. 8649 as originally introduced. 

6. RECOMMENDED LEGISLATION TO PROVIDE REWARDS FOR 
INFORMATION REGARDING THE SMUGGLING OF ATOMIC WEAPONS OR FISSIONABLE 
MATERIAL - A joint IIC - Interdepartmental Committee on Internal 
Security ( ICIS ) recommendation that legislation be sought authorising 
rewards for information regarding smuggling of atomic weapons or 
fissionable material was approved by the National Security Council 
and the President in National Security Council Document 159/4 3 
September 25 3 1953. Legislation to this effect was recommended by the 
Attorney General to the National Security Council and the Department 
drafted a bill providing for payment of rewards in- amounts not to 
exceed $500 3 000. This bill was transmitted to the 83rd Congress under 
date of July 29 s 1954 3 and although it passed the House 3 it failed to 
pass the Senate.

7. RECOMMENDED LEGISLATION TO AMEND THE INTERSTATE 
TRANSPORTATION OF STOLEN PROPERTY STATUTE - Legislation to bring 
within the Bureau r s jurisdiction the transportation of the victim in 
interstate commerce for the purpose of defrauding that victim of 

$ 5,000 or more and/or to conceal the fraudulent scheme was recommended 
to the Department by memorandum dated May 6 3 1953, Supporting evidence 
showing the need for such legislation was furnished the Department by 
memorandum of August 11 3 1953, A bill providing for such an amendment 
of the Interstate Transportation of Stolen Property Statute 3 S, 3341 3 
was introduced in the 83rd Congress 3 Second Session 3 where it passed 
the Senate but failed to be enacted by the House prior to the 
adjournment of Congress , 

8. RECOMMENDED LEGISLATION TO AMEND THE INTERSTATE 
TRANSPORTATION OF OBSCENE MATTER STATUTE - The interstate transportation 
of obscene matter via express companies or other common carries is 
prohibited by Section 1462 3 Title 1Q 3 United States Code, This statute 
is deficient since transportation of such material by other means 3 such 
as privately owned conveyance is not within its purview. Since 1938 3 
this Bureau has called to the attention of the Department the 
desirability of amending this statute to prohibit transportation of 
obscene matter by me ans other than common carrier or express and various 
bills have been introduced into Congress since that date 3 but all have 
failed of enactment. 

9. RECOMMENDED LEGISLATION TO AMEND THE INTERSTATE 
TRANSPORTATION OF STOLEN MOTOR VEHICLE STATUTES - At the present time 3 
Sections 2312 and 2313 3 Title 18 3 United States Code 3 make it a 
violation to transport in interstate or foreign commerce a stolen 
motor vehicle 3 etc. however 3 the word "stolen" is not defined in this 
statute and there has been a diversity of opinion among the courts as 
to the interpretation to be given to this term. Some courts have given 
it a narrow construction restricting it to the common law definition 

of a larceny while others have held it should be interpreted as 
including embezzlement and similar offenses , The Bureau on several 
occasions has recommended to the Department that the statutes be 
amended to include not only stolen vehicles but those which were 
embezzled 3 fraudulently obtained 3 or feloniously converted. This type 
of legislation is desirable in order to permit prosecution of individuals 
who rent cars from rental agencies or purchase cars from dealers with 
bad checks and then transport these cars interstate to sell them . A 
bill 3 S. 675 3 which would have amended the Interstate Transportation 
of Stolen Motor Vehicle Statutes in this fashinn 3 was introducted before 
the 83rd 0ongress 3 but failed to be enacted into law.

Prosecution 
of irregularities in connection with servicemen's allowances have been 
had under the Fraud Against the Government Statutes in some cases;

receipt of such allowances . Legislation which would have remedied 
these deficiencies was introduced in the 83rd Congress , but failed of 
enactment . 

ACTION RECOMMENDED : 

By memorandum of August 19, 1954 , Deputy Attorney General 
Rogers requested that the Bureau advise the Department of any 
legislative proposals which the Bureau desires to have included in the 
preliminary legislative program of the Department for the 84th Congress, 
First Session. Mr. Rogers furnished a mimeographed copy of the 
Department of Justice Legislative Program as of November 30, 1953, 
indicating that with respect to the resubmission of any proposals 
appearing therein, if the Bureau's recommendation was that they be 
submitted to the 84th Congress in identical form, it would be sufficient 
merely to refer to such proposals by page and number. 


Attached hereto for approval is a memorandum to Deputy 
Attorney General Rogers advising him of the items we desire to be 
considered for inclusion in the Department's legislative program for 
the 84th Congress, First Session. All items except one were previously 
included in the Department's legislative program as of November 30,

On September 10, 1954, the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee 
on Countermeasures met in Room 8515, Justice Building . 

Colonel Beckedorff, AEC Advisor to the Joint Committee, 
stated that he had prepared informative documents on nuclear 
components of clandestine weapons which he hoped would be 
approved for submission to the Joint Committee by the time 
of its next meeting . 

The ICIS representatives requested the opinion of 
the IIC representatives on the informal proposal of the ICIS 
, Standing Committee that the Joint Committee on Countermeasures 
be abolished and its work handled in the future by a subcommittee 
of the ICIS. The ICIS representatives were informed that the 
matter had been discussed by the Working Committee of the IIC 
and that body^had indicated it would be impossible to properly 
carry out coordination of countermeasures programs by turning 
the responsibility over to a subcommittee of ICIS and that the 
IIC could not be expected to attach itself to such an ICIS 
subcommittee. ; The ICIS representatives in the Joint Committee 
j decided to recommend to the ICIS Standing Committee that the 
' proposal to abolish the Joint Committee be dropped at this time 
and not be considered until the detection device program and 
the dissemination of information program relating to clandestine 
weapons had been carried through. 

Colonel Beckedorff stated that the Joint Committee 
could have a preview of the portable detection device and the 
x-ray type radiographic detection device during the week of 
September 87. He suggested that the Joint Committee look at 
these items prior to a demonstration to a large number of 
representatives of the IIC and ICIS so that when the larger 
group was afforded a demonstration it could be a demonstration 
which would reflect problems which the using agencies in IIC 
and ICIS would have. 

A written report by the Advisory Group on field-testing 
of the mobile passive detection devices in New York was dissemina- 
ted to the Joint Committee. This report has been reproduced

On September 10, 1954, the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee 
on Countermeasures met in Room 8515, Justice Building . 

Colonel Beckedorff, AEC Advisor to the Joint Committee, 
stated that he had prepared informative documents on nuclear 
components of clandestine weapons which he hoped would be 
approved for submission to the Joint Committee by the time 
of its next meeting . 

The ICIS representatives requested the opinion of 
the IIC representatives on the informal proposal of the ICIS 
, Standing Committee that the Joint Committee on Countermeasures 
be abolished and its work handled in the future by a subcommittee 
of the ICIS. The ICIS representatives were informed that the 
matter had been discussed by the Working Committee of the IIC 
and that body^had indicated it would be impossible to properly 
carry out coordination of countermeasures programs by turning 
the responsibility over to a subcommittee of ICIS and that the 
IIC could not be expected to attach itself to such an ICIS 
subcommittee. ; The ICIS representatives in the Joint Committee 
j decided to recommend to the ICIS Standing Committee that the 
' proposal to abolish the Joint Committee be dropped at this time 
and not be considered until the detection device program and 
the dissemination of information program relating to clandestine 
weapons had been carried through. 

Colonel Beckedorff stated that the Joint Committee 
could have a preview of the portable detection device and the 
x-ray type radiographic detection device during the week of 
September 87. He suggested that the Joint Committee look at 
these items prior to a demonstration to a large number of 
representatives of the IIC and ICIS so that when the larger 
group was afforded a demonstration it could be a demonstration 
which would reflect problems which the using agencies in IIC 
and ICIS would have. 

A written report by the Advisory Group on field-testing 
of the mobile passive detection devices in New York was dissemina- 
ted to the Joint Committee.

Prior reports of this advisory group recommended 
that one agoBoy bo designated aa that rospoBaiblo for 
auy dotoctioB program, aad that such agoacy would bo 
assisted whoa doomod advisable by other GovornaoBt 
uBita. Subsegment to thia rocoaao&datioa it was under- 
stood that the Bureau of Customs, Treasury Department, 
was designated to administer and operate the devices 
used during the experimental period and that the Coast 
Ouard would be responsible for maintenance , custody and 
placement of the devices at designated locations. Eep- 
resentatives of the Bureau of Customs and the Coast 
Guard at a conference agreed to absorb the cost of the 
experimental operation, estimated to be about $75,000. 
Unfortunately this designation of the above two Govern- 
ment agencies has not been official and instructions 
should be issued to them outlining their responsibilities 
in the experimental operation. The classification of the 
detection devices has not been accomplished by the operat- 
ing and maintenance agencies and will not be done until 
official delegation of responsibility has been made. 

For the purpose of clarity, the group strongly 
recommends that official notice of designation of the 
Bureau of Customs as the agency responsible for the 
operation be made and that other agencies who will be 
associated with the operation be supplied with sufficient 
information to permit them to discharge their responsi- 
bilities. This communication should also indicate the 
extent of the need of the services of the Advisory Group. 




II. (•) REACTION OF PERSONS ASSOCIATED WITH THE PROGRAM 


The Advisory Group was very much pleased with the 
cooperation of Customs officers and Coast Guard personnel 
selected to maintain and operate the devices. These 
officers all indicated a keen interest in their assign- 
ment and gave every reason to believe that efficient 
operational procedures will be accomplished. It is sug- 
gested that a letter of appreciation be forwarded to the 
Treasury Department expressing thanks for their assistance 
in these tests. 

Some minor difficulties were encountered in connection 
with the installation of devices bn piers. It was indicated 
to the group that in certain areas of activity the desires 
of labor unions must be considered. As one illustration 
of this, it was pointed out that an electrician having the 
approval of the union organization must be engaged to run 
necessary power lines on piers for the operation of the 
devices. The necessity for considering the desires of the 
unions can very well impede the operation in some areas. 

This is not intended to mean that the unions or other 
organizations have hampered the operational tests in any 
way (to date management and labor have been most cooperative) , 
it is only mentioned to point out the difficulties which 
might be encountered in a large scale detection program. 

Particular gratitude is expressed for the fine co- 
operation of Mr. John Pranks, Baggage Supervisor of the 
U. S. Lines. Mr. Pranke offered to cooperate in any way 
possible and directed his assistants to install barriers 
or change barrier installations at the direction of 
operators of the detection devices. Such complete 
cooperation will make possible operation experiments on 
the 0. S. Lines piers which can be adapted to piers used 
by other transportation lines. Representatives of the 
Cunard , Prench , and Swedish Lines were very cooperative 
and did not evidence any inordinate curiosity.

To conduct these operational studies will require a 
considerable amount of time. The members of the Advisory 
Oroup are not free to devote that much of their time to 
the project aad to carry on their ordinary duties. 

Because it was thought that these studies must be 
made and statistics compiled, after consultation with a 
representative of the B Committee, it was decided to 
designate two employees of interested agencies in the 
Mew York area to conduct the studies. Those selected 
were Mr. Thomas flaming, Supervisory Inspector, New York 
City Bureau of Customs and Mr. James Thornton, Electronics 
Technician Chief, Chief Petty Officer, U. S. Coast Guard. 
These two Individuals were selected because of their 
knowledge of the technical aspects of Customs examination 
procedures and of the detection equipment and general 
ability to accept and discharge their responsibilities. 

They have been directed to compile the statistics

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CUSTOMS DISKS AS ATOMIC MATTER CHICK 


Mew York Report 
Fron Our Own Correspondent 
Mil YORK, Wednesday. 

Passengers landing Iron the liners Liberte , 51,834 tons and 
Olympia, 22,979 tons, at Mew York to-day were mystified by the appear- 
ance on the pier of two snail, grey desks, each about 4ft high. 

They were at the exit through which they passed with baggage after 
normal Customs inspection. As each passenger paused there for the final 
Customs stamp on luggage, officials looked hard into the desks, which 
seemed to hold some kind of electronic equipment. 

The officials, who first set up their desks yesterday when the 
Queen Mary docked here, are described simply as "men from Washington." 
Customs and Immigration officials to-day professed to hare no knowledge 
of their identity. 

Mr. R. Dill, Collector of Customs for Mew York, declared: "I am 

as much in the dark as you are. I'm sure Washington will make an 
announcement at the proper time." 

"GREAT MYSTERY" 

A French line official stated: "It is all a great mystery to us." 

A report persisted to-day that the officials activities mark a new 
United States policy of checking all passengers' baggage for atomic 
materials. It was said that the instruments hidden in the desks were 
geiger counters. 

It was pointed out that if the officials were looking only for 
ordinary contraband they would use some kind of X-ray machine such as 
the inspectoscope . This has already been employed successfully at the 
Idlewild airfield. 

An X-ray machine would need some kind of lens for focusing on the 
baggage. But the instruments used by the officials are hidden. 

For some time now searches for atomic materials are known to have 
been made on cargo boats arriving at Mew York. But passenger vessels 
have previously been exempt.

The question of placing restrictions on the weight

On 11-26-54 the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee on Counter- 
measures met with members of the Advisory Group which has been 
supervis ing the field testing of detection devices for fissionable 
material in New York and San Antonio. 

The ICIS representative pointed out that the Commissioner 
of Immigration had written to ICIS advising that an INS electronics 
technician could not be made available on a regular, basis for 
the field testing of devices in San Antonio and suggested that 
an Air Force electronics technician be obtained for the purpose 
of servicing the San Antonio machine. 

After discussion the ICIS representative indicated 
that ICIS would inform INS that it would be desirable for the 
INS electronics technician to continue to be available at 
San Antonio until a regular program was established and that 
ICIS did not desire to bring in to the operation any additional 
j agencies besides those which now have and would in the future 
! have responsibility to defend against smuggling ; namely , INS, 

Customs and Coast Guard. 

The members of the Advisory Group stated that they have 
not been able to obtain as much in the way of stat ist ical 
performance data on the passive devices as they might have ' 

obtained had Customs been a little more aggressive with regard 
to checks of baggage and persons to discover radioactive sources 
indicated by the device. The Advisory Group is going to New York 
during the week of November 29 and will discuss the matter with 
Customs representatives and while making tests of portable 
detection devices. The Advisory Group stated that they would be as 
unobtrusive as possible in testing the portable devices, including 
the use of such devices in ship searches by Coast Guard. They 
stated they would make no comment whatsoever to newspaper inquiries 
if such were made. X

The advisory group was of the opinion that research

Demonstration - Screening Manually Handled Packages

1. It is the purpose of this demonstration to Illustrate 
the merits and the limitations of an X-ray television 
inspection system. Such a system comprises an X-ray generator, 
a fluorescent screen which converts X-ray energy to light 
energy, and a television camera which converts this light 
energy back into electrical energy and presents it as informa- 
tion on the television monitor. 

2 . The subjects of today's demonstration, the packages which 
are presented X-ray-wise on the television monitor, are all 
capable of being manually transferred or handled.

By introducing a slight change in the normal examination 
procedures, so that passengers and crew present their identification 
papers to the inspector assigned to the device, passengers, crew 
and their hand carried baggage are channelled by the equipment. 

This traffic is separated from the detector by the customs 
examination counter but is within 4 1/2 feet of the device for a 
minimum of 10 seconds. Further, almost invariably the hand carried 
luggage is placed on the counter within 3 feet of the detector for 
this period of time. The above arrangement is believed to be 
reasonably suitable from a search viewpoint and does not in any- 
way delay the customs examination.

The Atomic Energy Commission has prepared descriptions 
of fusion weapons (H-Bombs) for use in the program of defending 
against clandestine introduction of weapons of mass destruction. 
There are attached a classified and a tentatively unclassified 
description. The classified version contains secret restricted 
data. Its distribution is limited to those employees of the 
Bureau who require the information on a "need-to-know" basis 
and to those other officers and employees of the Federal Govern- 
ment who have been "Q-cleared" for such information because of 
their responsibilities in connection with defense against clah- 
destine;-atomic attack.

One indication of Soviet intent to attack the United States 
would be the smuggling into this country of atomic or nuclear weapons. 
On January 27* 1955* an anonymous caller phoned the New York Office 
of the Bureau that he had placed atomic weapons in various locations 
in New York City, and that other atomic weapons had been placed in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and Washington, D. C. ’ Because of the 
widespread publicity which resulted after garbled and distorted 
versions of this anonymous message had reached state and local levels 
in various parts of the country, it is possible that "cranks 11 and 
others may make the same type of call to Bureau field offices. Un- 
less sufficient data are obtained from each caller, the agencies 
of the United States Government may not be able to take appropriate 
action in the event of a bona fide call. (Gp (_^) 

It is highly important for the office receiving such a 
report initially to obtain every possible bit of information from 
the caller so that appropriate investigative steps can be taken. 

Since the Bureau has certain responsibilities for giving dissemination 
of matters affecting the local police to those agencies, and matters 
.affecting the national security to appropriate agencies of the 
Federal Government, it is extremely important that all possible de- 
tails be obtained from the caller and disseminated. oV)

Your suggestion that all field offices of the FBI develop 
information regarding suspect companies or individuals of Communist 
background who might act as consignees for questioned shipments and 
for the recognition of Communist cover companies in the inport-eaport 
field is Covered in no nuafeer SAC letter A dated 1-28-52, The various 
field offices are submitting to the Bureau recommendations regarding 
names to he placed on the Customs 1 special watch list. 

You also recommended a possible contact with Commodore Robert C. 
Lee, Vice Chairman of the Board of Directors of Moore McCormack, which 
line has acted as soke shipping agent in the U,S, for the USSR, You 
indicate that Commodore Lee is a reserve officer in Naval Intelligence, 
For this reason, you should request from your contacts in the Office of 
Naval Intelligence their observations regarding pertinent Russian 
shipping information which Lee might have furnished to the Office of 
Naval Intelligence in New York, When you have furnished such data to the 
Bureau, you should then make a recommendation as to Whether Commodore Lee 
should be interviewed by you.

With reference to their present procedure as to 
searches of cargo and passenger ships entering the Port of New 
York, Mr. LOUGHLIN advised that all ships, regardless of •• 
nationality, which had touched in Russian or Satellite ports 
within a period of four months were boarded and searched in the 
outer harbor by a joint party of U. S. Customs and Coast Guard, 
personnel. Mr. LOUGHLIN advised that occasionally representatives U( ' 
of AEC, NY accompany these searching parties, but that the \ 

instruments used for conducting the search for radioactive .... ■' \m\ 
.materials* which are pclmarily in the nature of geiger counters^ [{j f 
are handled by Coast Guard personnel trained for this purpose;/ . h 
He advised that the AEC had not participated in any recent searches^ 

Mr. LOUGHLIN and Mr. FLYNN advised that the efficiency (i 
of the search was admittedly limited because of the very nature 
of the stowage of cargo. They pointed out that in the majority 
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of instances, where west-bound ships have touched at Russian or 
Satellite ports, the most eastern port of call is generally the 
Russian or Satellite port. As a result thereof, the Russian or 
Satellite cargo is generally the first loaded on the ship and 
cargo subsequently received at more western ports of the Baltic 
or Western Europe is stowed on top of the Russian or Satellite 
cargo. The obvious result thereof is that the search conducted 
in the outer harbor is limited by the inaccessibility of the 
Russian or Satellite cargo. In addition, the possibility of 
radioactive material being shielded and not accessible limits 
the possibility of detection. 

They pointed Out that instances have arisen wherein 
cargo has been indicated by the instrument search to be radioactive 
and they have ascertained, for example, that certain types of 
fertilizer procured primarily in Baltic countries have a limited 
amount of radioactivity and react positively to the search. They 
stated that where such positive test is Indicated, the ship is 
not permitted to enter the inner harbor and doek until the actual 
source of radioactivity is determined and verified. 

Concerning cargo Inspection on piers during unloading 
and following completion of unloading of these ships, they advised 
that approximately only fifteen percent of ships entering the 
Port of New York are subject to any cargo inspection due to 
limited personnel available to Customs at NYC. In addition/ 
where cargo searches are made, approximately only ten percent 
of the cargo of a specific ship is inspected. In most instances 
this inspection is limited to dutiable items. They pointed out, 
in addition, that certain types of material, for example, baled 
material, is not readily susceptible to search other than piercing 
by a rod. The reason for this is that if baled material Is opened, 
since it has been baled under extreme pressure. It expands into 
a great mass and extreme difficulty would be encountered rebaling 
same without appropriate equipment, which is generally not avail- 
able on the New York piers. Among such items, they pointed out, 
are rags, hides, and unfinished furs, all of which are duty free 
and many of which originate in Russia or Satellite countries. 

in connection with this, they pointed out that equip- 
ment presently being utilized at New York International Airport 
and passenger piers in New York for the inspection of personal 
baggage is not yet available for inspection of such cargo.

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Concerning package goods, for example, Polish or Czechoslovak hams, 
the importation of which is increasing considerably, they pointed 
out that the inspection of same is extremely limited; that as a , 
general rule only one crate of same is spot checked to verify 
V number and actual content, and in roost Instances, of this one 
crate only one can is actually opened for physical inspection, , 
and this primarily to satisfy U. S. Public Health requirements* ; : . 

Concerning dock security, they advised that there is 
of necessity limited patrol for dock security by U. S. Customs at 
Mew York due to a shortage of port patrolmen, brought about by 
budgetary considerations. -V 

Concerning numbers of ships and cargo handled, Mr. 

DILL advised that in 1954, 11,932 ships entered the Port of New 
York, as compared with 6,208 for Philadelphia, 5,108 for Norfolk/ 
,009 for Los Angeles, 4,998 for Baltimore, 4,478 for San Francisco, 
,241 for New Orleans, 3,584 for Houston, 2,309 for Boston, 2,218 
for Seattle, arid 1,459 for Portland. Mr. DILL and his assistants 
estimated, although they admittedly had no .available figures 
prepared, that approximately 1,500 lotis of cargo as Identified 
by individual consignees entered the Port of New York dally. 

Concerning Custom procedure for clearance of such 
cargo, they advised that upon docking of the ship, U. S. Customs 
receives a ship manifest which purportedly lists by lot all cargo 
contained in the ship. The consignee or his custom broker, 
generally the latter, who is licensed by the U. S. Customs, 
prepares and files an invoice which identifies the item and its 
consignee. The duty due and the amount of inspection given to 
the article is determined by a Customs appraiser who is a 
specialist in the particular commodity declared on the invoice. 

As a general rule, the appraiser makes his determination of the 
amount of inspection and the duty due on the basis of the infor- 
mation contained in the invoice. If actual or real value is 
deemed necessary to be determined, a sample inspection is made 
of the goods. 

Following determination and payment of duty, the cargo 
is cleared for removal on instructions of the consignee or his 
broker by a drayage service. It Is removed either for warehousing 
or trans-shipment to other parts of the United States. An 
• alternative to this procedure exists where the Customs broker 
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who, for one reason or another, are given close attention if 
their arrival is detected by U. S. Customs. This list was reviewed 
by the Interviewing agents and it consists of a typed list of 
names with a corresponding number assigned arbitrarily by Customs. 
These numbers in turn direct Customs in their files to whatever 
original letter or document warranted the placing of the name on 
their list. These letters come from such agencies as the FBI, 
Narcotics, Bureau of Customs, and law enforcement agencies 
generally who desire information or specific search of an 
individual on his entry.. into the United States. ,• 7 ■ 

Concerning possible means of smuggling the atom 
bombs or other weapons of mass destruction into the United 
States, the Customs officials expressed a unanimous opinion 
that if such were actually accomplished it would, be conducted 
in the following manner. 

The necessary parts of the bombs would be shipped 
from an Iron Curtain country to either a free port of Western 
Europe or, for that matter, into the hands of sympathizers or 
agents in Western Europe, Here it would be repacked to indicate 
origin in Western Europe and to Indicate that it consisted of 
a commodity other than its true nature. Here, Customs pointed 
out, that they have no means of determining excgpt by actual 
inspection of an article, with knowledge of its obvious origin, 
what the true and actual origin of a shipment is. 

They believe that rather than making an attempt to 
smuggle the item into the United States, it would be openly 
entered in a lot of articles consisting primarily of the 
described article. For example, a part of a bomb would be 
encased in a lot of actual sewing machine parts. A good 
possibility also exists that if the Soviets are aware of our 
Custom procedures,, they would attempt to enter the article in 
the guise of a duty-free article, being aware that such are 
subject to a minimum of Customs inspection. They believe that 
such an attempt would be made at one of the largest ports such 
as New York, where the volume for Customs would guarantee 
minimum coverage. 

In conclusion, the Customs officials' statements and 
information furnished by them may be summarized as follows: 
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1. There is only spot coverage of cargo . 

2. There Is ho possible coverage by Customs concerning 
trans-shipped items and mislabeled and mlsdeclared cargo except 

as revealed by spot inspection. \ . ; 

3. The volume of import at NYC defeats effective

4. Precious metals such as platinum, which might be 
used to shield fissionable material, are subject only to a scratch 
test for assay purposes. T. 

5. • Custons possesses no workable master list of all

k nowledge, none have entered there since this restriction 
was imposed. He indicated that this information was of a con- 
fidential nature. . -V;- 


Category B: Satellite flag vessels, none of which 

have entered the Port of New York in recent times . If Such do , 
arrive, they likewise will be forced to unload at New Haven. 

Category C: Vessels of any flag which have touched 

at a Russian or Satellite port in the previous four months. 


Concerning Yugoslav flag ships. Captain I I stated 

that same have not been classed as Satellites and are considered 
under Category C only if they have touched at a Russian or 
Satellite port as required. He advised that all ships of Category 
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are stopped at Ambrose Light and brought under escort to Gravesend 
Bay. On occasions of extremely bad weather, the ships are permitted 
to proceed as far as the Narrows, the entrance to the inner harbor. 

Captain [ I outlined the joint search conducted 

by Customs and the Coast Guard as described above and agreed with 
Customs officials as to the limitations thereof. If cleared 
after search, the ship is maintained under wa terside and pier 
surveillance while in port. Captain f I pointed out that 

as a practical matter the shortcoming of the present system b7c ' 

exists in the fact that ships rather than cargo are categorized 
as to origin. This, of course, is of necessity because of the 
difficulty of determining actual origin of cargo. 

Concerning the number of ships boarded, searched and 
placed u nder surveillance in the past eight months. Captain 
1 furnished the following figures:

It would appear that approximately eight to nine 
Category C ships on an average enter the Port of New York, monthly. 
However, it is noted that theppst four months reflect a marked 
increase in such traffic. 

Captain I 1 pointed out in addition that in all 

probability a person intent on bringing an atomic bomb or other 
weapon into the United States on behalf of Russia or a Satellite 
country would not utilize any ships of the above categories but 
would utilize a neutral or friendly flag ship which innocently 
would carry trans-shipped and mislabled material. 

Captain I I advised that the Coast Guard has , b7c 

Collected some information as to searches conducted by Russia 
and Satellite countries of ships other than their own flag 
entering their ports. He exhibited reports of interviews with 
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ship masters who had called at Russian or Satellite ports. In, 
general, these reports reflected: (1) No apparent use of ; 
instrument devices to search the ships; (2) Apparent concen- 
tration 4# the aSS^hf or stowaways both incoming and outgoing. 

A cursory review of these reports oddly enough 
indicated that the searches conducted by the Russians were the 
less thorough. On one occasion a search Conducted of an Esso, 
Standard Oil tanker, the MV Nayade, of Panamanian nationality 
and registry, while at Novorossisk, Russia on 10/22/54, con- 
sisted solely of a boarding by a doctor, two Customs officers, 
two Police officers, and a welfare officer, who merely changed 
money and collected passports. 

In conclusion, the interview with Captain 
might be summarized as follows: 

/ 1. A Coast Guard and Customs search prior to 

doCking IS dictated solely by the registry of the vessel or 
its whereabouts in the previous four months. : 

2. The search is admittedly limited in efficiency. 

. ' 3. , Search is not determined by actual origin of 

cargo even if known.

In conclusion, the following additional recommendation 
is being brought to the attention of the Bureau: 

Customs officials have advised that the Moore McCormack 
Steamship Lines are practically the sole American vessels touching 
on western. Russian and Satellite ports. It is known by the 
Bureau that the Moore McCormack Lines, for the past twenty-five 
years, have acted as the sole shipping agent for the USSR 
government. Custom officials have advised that it is their 
tinderstanding that this agency is continued by Moore McCormack 
at the behest of the United States Government partially for 
intelligence purposes . 

They advised that Commodore ROBERT C. LEE, Vice 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of Moore McCormack, is a 
Naval intelligence reserve officer and would have considerable 
information concerning the experiences of his ships in Russian 
and Satellite ports . Permission is requested by the NYO to 
interview Commodore LEE to ascertain what knowledge he has of 
activities in Russian Satellite ports and what knowledge he 
might possibly be able to ascertain through his employees who 
enter these ports with a particular view in mind of having 
noted any Suspicious shipments being made to the United States 
or shipped to other European ports, where in turn same might 
be trans-shipped by another line to the united States . 

Until advised by the Bureau, no interview will be 
conducted with Commodore LEE.

or baggage necessary to detect atomic materials. 

This situation is not confined to Customs and Coast Guard 
in the Seattle area. The Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference 
and the Interdepartmental Committee on Internal Security have been 
pointing out the vulnerability of our land and sea borders to 
smuggling of atomic weapons and other weapons of mass destruction, 
in reports to the National Security Council since December, 1952* 

The reported lack of knowledge regarding atomic weapons on the 
part of the personnel of the agencies with whom the SAC, Seattle, 
discussed this problem is one which exists by reason of the personal 
capabilities of the individuals involved , Detai lednjnf&rmation 
on need-to-know basis has been made available to the administrative 
heads and to the field personnel of Customs and Coast Guard as 
indicated in the SAC Letters listed above, 

SAC, Seattle, recommends the use of detection devices , 

The development of the practical detection device for fissionable 
material has been a top priority research item for the Atomic Energy 
CommiS&ion since the submission of the Director' s report to the 
President on the subject of clandestine atomic weapons 12 / 4 / 52 ,

Mr. Auerbach stated that 
he was getting in touch with the Seattle office for the purpose 
of inf orming his informant, Frank Hull of Customs, that the matter 
was to be given dissemination by the Bureau and so that Hull could 
notify his agency if he desired. Mr. Auerbach unde rstands that 
information of this type will have to be disseminated and that his 
informants and sources of information should be so informed.

Vessels," were brought under escort from the breakwater at the mouth of the 
Delaware River to the explosive loading anchorage in the middle of the 
River opposite Artificial Island* Artificial Island is located on the 
New Jersey side of the Delaware River below Wilmington, Del*, and is used 
only as a geographic j^eint to describe the location ef the explosive loading

This ship -was en route to Philadelphia from Victoria, Brazil, but 
had been in Gdynia, Poland, within the last four months, thus placing it in 
Category C, as explained in relet. 

A search of the ship was made by six Coast Guard enlisted men 
equipped with two Geiger counters. This is the size of the usual search 
party. The ship was escorted by a Coast Guard cutter from the breakwater 
at the mouth of the Delaware River to the Federal Anchorage (Anchorage #l) 
near Reedy Island. Another Coast Guard boat took over the surveillance 
there.

approval and planning by his headquarters , commit his 
parent organisation to a substantial expenditure of funds , 

You recommended that the Bureau consider the 
advi sibil ity of positive action toward educating the 
public on the subject of clandestine nuclear weapons 
and that SAGs should be authorised to discuss the 
problem on a general basis in the course of Bureau 
speeches . You further stated that the Bureau should 
prepare an outline of those phases in detail of the 
subject that could be included in their speeches to 
public groups • 

Over a year ago the Bureau took the lead in 
positive action toward educating the public in the above 
manner. The White House press release regarding the 
Bureau's Jurisdiction in atomic energy matters dated 
December 15, 1953, ^as part of this program. The letter 
from the Director of the FBI to all lata enforcement 
officials dated January 1, 195*, with its attachments $ 
which was distributed as an enclosure to the FBI 
Law Enforcement Bulletin, January, 195*$ was another 
part of the same educational program, Subsequently, 
in March, 195** there wns a vast amount of publicity 
in the nation's press with comments by public leaders 
throughout the country • Since that time, it is my 
understanding that civil defense organisations in many 
parts of the country at Federal, state and local levels 
have given consideration to the question of clandestine 
atomic weapons, As you were inf ormed by No Number SAG 
Better 55-B dated January 21, 1955 * an unclassified 
description of fusion weapons (H-bombs) is being 
considered for public release. 

When such release is effected, if you then 
feel you should use such material in your speeches, you 
should make specific suggestions in the matter. The 
fusion weapon information may not be released under 
Bureau auspices at this time.

I have just , conferred a second time with heads of local 
security agencies relative to instant matter. At the outset of 
this conference, -X again emphasized', in order that our position be 
clear, that it is not our intention nor are we attempting to direct 
the activities of other agencies with respect to this problem, but 
that we are taking the initiative in bringing the various groups 
together in order that whatever cooperative effort is feasible, 
and possible might be effected. All local agency heads understand 
this relationship, and their attitude has always been cooperative. 

I knot-'j the seriousness of instant problem is well recognized by all 
and that they welcomed the opportunity we provided to consider it 
jointly. * 

It was agreed that the Coast Guard at the focal point 
together with Customs and INS have the primary responsibility for 
detecting and preventing the smuggling of bombs into the country. 

These agencies also agreed that toward this end they would undertake 
through their respective headquarters to acquire, as soon as possible, 
the best available detectors of radioactive material in as great a 
quantity as possible commensurate with their needs. The Navy 
announced they have approximately 150 Geiger counters, and Army 
announced possession of a number of Geiger counters which both

Coast Guard feels there is such a vast quantity of 
material and crates which could conceal a bomb or parts 
in various warious warehouses and docks that examination 
by visual inspection is almost impossible. 

Even though alerting employees generally to watch 
for possible import of fissionable material would be better 
than not doing so, there are practically none of these 
employees who know what they should be looking for.

Generally, it was the recommendation of representatives 
at this conference that active steps be taken immediately to 
inform the’ public generally, perhaps without going-- into great; 
detail, of the nature, appearance and various characteristics 
of a bomb and fissionable material to acquaint them with the- 
possibility of fissionable material being smuggled into the 
country and thereby secure cooperation of the public to act as , 
sentinels against such a possibility. The job is too great for 
security agencies to Insure against such "smuggling because they 
just don't have, sufficient personnel. 

- I alluded to the necessity of having public cooperation 
in my reflet, and I am in agreement that information to the public 
on this subject and their assistance is the most formidable and 
effective counter we can employ against a- bomb delivered by this 
means. I believe' It is the responsibility of the Government to 
adequately inform the public in order that they will be qualified 
to help protect themselves and the country. Such a program of 
education would also have the advantage of minimizing any panic 
that might otherwise occur by sudden- knowledge that a bomb had 
been discovered within our boundaries. 

I recommend insofar as the Bureau Is concerned that the 
Bureau consider the advisability of- positive action toward educating 
the public in' this respect. I believe SACs should be authorized 
to discuss the problem on a general basis in the course of Bureau 
speeches. In order that- policy be uniform in this respect, the 
Bureau should prepare an outline of those phases and detail of the 
subject that could be included in pur speeches to public groups. 

The foregoing is being furnished the Bureau to report 
the efforts we are making to cope with this problem and also to 
advise of the recommendations of security agency heads in. this area.

DEPARTMENTAL LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 
84.TH CONGRESS, FIRST SESSION 

By memorandun of March 11, 1955, ^rank Chambers, in 
Deputy Attorney General William P» Rogers’ Office, notified you that the 
Attorney General was to hold a meeting at 2s00 p.m. s Friday, March 18, 

1955a at which time the Department’s legislative program for the 84th 
Congress would be discussed. 

For your information, the Department has furnished the Bureau 
with a mimeographed list of legislative matters included in the Depart- 
ment's legislative program, which Is attached, reflecting the status of 
the program as of March 16, 1955® Matters included in the Department’s 
legislative program are in two categories t (1) Matters of Primary Import- 
ance; (2) Matters of Secondary Importance. The Department also furnished 
a memorandum dated March 15, 1955, re "ICIS Recommendations for Internal 
Security Legislation." Also discussed in this memorandum is a third 
classification, namely, those items which the Bureau recommended tut 
which are not included in the present Departmental legislative program. 

Hereinafter are brief summarizations concerning the proposals 
in the program which have been recommended by the Bureau or which directly 
affect the Bureau’s work. There is also being attached a brief which 
sets forth in more detail information pertaining to these several items 0

I. MATTERS OF PRIMARY IMPORTANCE 

Of these items listed in the first category of the Department’s 
legislative program, those of primary importance, the following are of 
interest to the Bureaus 

Atomic Weapons Rewards! ps 

A joint Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference (IIC) - ■ 

Interdepartmental Committee on Internal Security (ICIS) recommendation 
that legislation be sought authorizing rewards for information regarding 
smuggling of atomic weapons or fissionable material was approved by the 
National Security Council and the President in the National Security 
Council Document 159/4, September 25, 1953® Bills to this effect were 
introduced in the 83rd Congress and 84th Congress; S. 609 and H 0 R® 7§^y / 
in the 84th Congress are intended to effect this end. '

Registration of Persons Trained in Espionage , etc . % 

In the 83 rd Congress, legislation was drawn by the Department 
intending to amend Section 20 (A) of the Internal Security Act of 1950 
by removing it from the predicating provisions of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act. This section of the Act provides fcr the registration 
of persons who have received instruction or assignment in the es pionage 
service of a foreign country. The Department feels by making this a 
separate act it will be removed from the restraining agency provisions of 
the Foreigh Agents Registration Act. We, of course, would favor legis- 
lation which would make this law mere effective. Three bills intended to 
have this result are now being pending in the 81+th Congress, S. 750, H.Hi* 
3882 and H. R. 1+102. (See Tab 2) 

Gambling Information t 

The Criminal Division of the D e p ar tment has sponsored legislation 
to prohibit the transmission in interstate and foreign commerce of cer- 
tain gambling information. At the present time, three measures, S.J.R. 

33» S. 950, and H. R. 3M>1 are pending in committee. These measures, 
which are similar, prohibit the transmission of gambling information 
which is defined to include, among other things, "bets or wagers and 
related information assisting in the placing of bets or wagers on any 
horse or dog racing event or contest j entries, scratches, jockeys, 
weights, track conditions odds, results, and prices paid.” The bills 
carry no penal provisions but authorize the Federal Communication to 
suspend the service of interstate communication facilities to individuals 
who violate this statute. (See Tab 3) 

Seditious Conspiracy and Smith Act°-Increase Penaltiest 

There are at the present time the following bills pending in 
Congress, namely S. 5k7, H. R. 28 54, and H. R. 3883 , all similar and each 
seeking to amend Title 18 of the United States Code so as to increase 
the penalties applicable to seditious conspiracy, advocating overthrow of 
Government, and conspiracy to advocate overthrow of Government. This 
increase of penalties might work as a deterrent and the Bureau should not 
offer any objection thereto. (See Tab 1+) 

Defense Facilities Protection A cti 

This proposed legislative has been recommended by the Office 
of Legal Counsel and the Internal Security Division of the Department. 
Similar bills have been introduced in the Congress, namely S. 681 and 
H. R. 3788. This proposed legislation provides that when seourity of t he 
United States is threatened by war, insurrection, or serious disturbances 
of international relations, the President may institute administrative 
proceedings to bar certain individuals from defense facilities if there 
exist reasonable grounds to believe they would commit espionage or sabo- 
tage, or other subversive activity. Facilities to be listed by the 
Secretary of Defense. No individual or ags ncy has been named to 
administer the Act. Proceeding s are to be adminsitrative, no cross- 
examination of witness and no informant to be divulged. The

individual will receive a statement of* charges against him. Penalty 
for violation is $10,000 fine and/or years imprisonment. This propcs ed 
legislation was brought to the attention of the Bureau on April 1, 19 54s 
ty assistant Attorney General J. Lee Rankin* We commented in our 
memorandum on A pril 7, 1954 s that we oould not discuss the possible effect 
on our work since the Act is only a framework and actual operation de- 
pended on measures to be adopted by the President* We suggested to the 
Department that we believed it to be the responsibility of agencies 
having security responsibility at the various plants to evaluate infor- 
mation which we furnished them in security reports and to determine tfho 
should be excluded, and prepare charges to avoid possibility of revealing 
our informants. The Interdepartmental Committee on Internal Security 
(ICIS) has recommended legislation on t his matter.

The department’s legislative program includes a proposed add- 
ition to the Perjury Statute (Section 1623, Title 18, United States Code) 
which would provide that a conviction, can be sustained solely by proof 
of a wilfull contradictory statements on material matters under oath 
within a thie e-year period. This would neb affect the Bureau’s investi- 
gative jurisdiction but would materially reduce the s^qqpe of investigation 
required in perjury cases since it would no longer be .necessary to prove 
which of the two statements was false.

II. MATTERS OF SECONDARY IMPORTANCE 

Included in this category are the following items which have 
been proposed by the Bureau or which would affect the Bureau’s work! 

Slot Machine Act Amendments t 

The criminal Division of the Department has iponsored 
legislation to amend the Slot Machine Act so as to broaden the definition 
seotion, clarify the registration provisions and augment the administra- 
tive requirements. Under the old Statute, the Federal courts, including 
the Supreme Court, held that the Government could not force intrastate 
dealers to comply with the provisions of the statute requiring registra- 
tion and the filing of reports of inventories, sales and shipments.

The Supreme Court decision stated it was not the Congressional intent 
that intrastate dealers be covered* The legislation sponsored by the 
Criminal Division is for the purpose of clarifying the Congressional

Against the Government Statutes, ^he proposed amendment would provide 
specific criminal provisions.

Obscene Material--Prohibit Carriage by Private Cairierg 

The gureau has for many years recommended that the statutes 
pertaining to the interstate transportation of obscene matter be amended 
to prohibit transportation by means of other than common carrier or 
express. The Bureau recommended such legislation in its memorandum to 
Deputy Attorney General Rogers of September 14* 1954* ^t the present 
time* several measures are pending in Congress which would accomplish 
this purpose and Deputy Attorney General Rogers 9 by letter of February 8, 
1955* to Congressman Celler urged the enactment of H» F* 321 which wouLd 
broaden the scope of the statu ets pertaining to the interstate transporta- 
tion of obscene matter to include transportation by any moans. (See T*b 9) 

Disclosure of Information by ^ormer -Employees --Amend 18. United 
States Gode* 1905 ; 

An amendment to existing statutes to cover the sidclosure of 
information to unauthorized individuals by former employees of the 
United States Government which information was obtained during the 
period of their employment was suggested to the department of Justice 
by the Bureau. No legislation was submitted to the 83rd ^ongresa on 
this matter and a draft for possible submission to the 84 th Congress is 
now under consideration in the Department, ^he Bureau commented on 
the Department’s draft by memorandum to Deputy Attorney General Rogers^ 
February 4* 19 55« (See Tab 10) 

Confidence Game Swindles; 

The Bureau recommended to the Department * in the memorandum 
to Deputy Attorney General Rogers on September 14* 1954s that legislation 
he enacted to amend the Irterstate Transportation of Stolen Property 
Statute in order to bring within the Bureau’s jurisdiction the 
defrauding that victim of $5*00 or more, and/or to conceal a fraudulent 
scheme. The Bureau has pointed out to the Department that such legisla- 
tion would facilitate prosecution of persons engaged in confidence gar® 
swindles. Three measures are pending in Congress^ S„ 997* H. R. 3441 
and H. R. 3660 , which would accomplish this purpose.

III. PROPOSALS NOT INCLUDED IN PRESENT 
DEBl RTMEUTAL LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 
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Memorandum to the Director 


Wire Tap Leg isl ations 

By memorandum of September life 1954a the Bureau pointed: 
out to the Department that certain measures pertaining to wire la pping 
had been introduced in the 83rd Congress which the Bureau considered 
desirable. These measures (H. R. ip 8, H. R. 5149 and H. R. 8649 as 
introduced) permitted the use of wire tapping upon the express approval 
of the Attorney Generali, H. R. 408 would have permitted information 
obtained to be used in evidence in both security-type and criminal^typs 
cases, and H. R. 5149 and H. R. 8649* as introduced, would have permitted 
information so obtained to be used in security cases. Inasmuch as 
the last session of Congress did not enact a bill acceptable to the 
Bureau, the Department has indicated that it would not push any 
particular wire tap legislation, but If an acceptable bill was intro- 
duced by a member of Congress, che Department would go along. (SeeTab 22 ) 

Interstate Transportation of Stolen Motor Vehicle? 

The Bureau has on several occasions recommended to the Depart- 
ment that Sections 2312 and 2313* Title 18, United States Code, be 
amended. At the present time, these section® make it a violation t o 
transport in interstate or foreign commerce a stolen motor vehicle, etc . 
However, the word "stolen” is not defined in the statute and there has 
been a diversity of opinion among the c ourts as t o the interpretat ion 
to be given to this term. Some courts have restricted it to the common 
law definition of larceny while others have held it sh ould be 
interpreted as including embezzlement and similar offenses. The Bureaa. 

has recommended that the statute be amended to include not only stolen 
vehicles, but those which were embezzled, fraudulently obtained or 
feloniously concerted. Tte Department by memorandum December 10, J54s 
indicated that this proposal of the Bureau was not beixg included i~ 
the Department's legislative program. Nevertheless, the Bureau still 
feels this type of legislation is most desirable. (See Tab 13) 

Also missing from the Departments legislative programare 
legislative proposals to cover the following items which have previ. ously 
been brought to the Depaifctment * s attention by the Bureaus 

Foreign Agents Registration Act (Section 20a) a 

No legislation has beenp’oposed by the Department which 
would make it more difficult for persons to register under the 
registration provisions of Section 20 (A) of the Internd. Security 
Act on the basis of their privilege under the Fifth Amendment. The 
Department, by memorandum dated October 19, 1954, in connection with the 
Immunity Bill indicated they did not know how that legislation might 
affect the claim of privilege against Section 20 (A) of the Internal 
Security Act. (See Tab 14) 
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Memorandum to the Director 


Penalizing; Espionage Activities Where Information Received from 

As the result of the decision of the Second Circuit Court 
of Appeals in che case of the United States versus Heine, the Bureau 
has suggested to the Department that prosecution for espionage should 
lie against a spy who gathesa information from legitimate sources fartrans- 
mittal to his principal. The Department has listed this as a proposal 
not approved for inclusion in the legislative program. (See T* 15) 

Evidence Problem in Security Matters g 

The Bureau has recommended legislation to resolve the 
problem of evidence in security matters where under existing rules 
highly classified items could not be introduced as evidence against 
an accused spy. This item was listed by the Department as one to 
be held in abeyance in connection with the current legislative program* 
(See Tab 16) 

With respect to the last three items, the Bureau still 
feels these proposals have merit and should be resolved. 

Interdepartmental Committee on Internal Security (ICIS) 

The ICIS has made certain recommendations to the Attorney 
General. Where they have related to FBI items the ICIS interest has 
been commented upon above. The memorandum of March 15* 1955* supplied 
to the Bureau by the Deputy Attorney General's Offioe, entitled "ICIS 
Recommendations for Internal Security Legislation" lists these as items 
1 and 2 (Defense Facilities and Atomic Weapons Rewards.) The balance 
of the ICIS recommendations are not yet a part of the legislative program. 
None are of immediate interest to the FBI except item 8 regarding 
subversives in the communications industry. By memorandum of November 1^, 
1953* to Warren Olney III and by memorandum of March 1, 1955* to the 
Attorney General concerning the legislative program, the Director as 
Chairman of the Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference (IIC) 
recognized the danger of subversives in the communications industry. 

This is first of all a problem for ICIS and an administrative matter 
for the Federal Communications Commission. (See Tab 17)

The pouch also contained 
a box of recording tape wound on a metal spindle destined to 
Mr. Eugene Karst of the Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
from USIA in Mexico City . Mr. Chase stated that there were 
approximately 50 to 60 pieces of normal diplomatic mail • He stated 
that so far as he can determine there was nothing in the pouch to 
cause a reo.ction on the detection device for fissionable material 
unless there was something in the recording tape or metal spindle 
which may have caused this reaction . Mr. Chase stated that the ' 

: contents of the pouch were carefully examined • 

This was brought to the attention of the Espionage Section 
and it was noted that since recording machines have caused the 
detection device to react positively on previous occasions in New 
York City, it is believed that the reaction in this in,stance 
probably resulted from the presence of the recording tape and , 
therefore , it is not believed that any further action is necessary-/ - 
by the Bureau .

the megaton range • It was agreed that the two points made by 
Sanders will receive very early consideration in order that 
no doubt will be left in connection with ther> two items . 


It was further agreed that the rec omm, ndat ion made 
in the "Killian Report ," and referred to above, will also 
receive immediate consideration inasmuch a s a report is due 
by May 15, 1955, concerning a mechanism to be e ? Published 
within the Executive Office of the President for promoting and 
monitor ing the planning and execution of r rad i ness tests . 

This contemplates the establishment of a mechanism which would 
insure that the President receives the information regarding 
possible attacks and that provision is made , day or night, 
for h im to have the assistance he will need in determining 
the action to be taken . Commander Beach indite* <*d that this 
might mean the quiet re-establishment of a "War Room" at the 
White House . Beach confidentially advised he i , personally 
concerned at this time as to the adequacy of arrangements 
presently in effect at the White House in the event of an 
alert or emergency at odd times, such as during the night 
lor when the President is away from the White House .

The Bureau is not in a position to recommend 
reel ass if teat ion of "Restricted Data " for the purpose 
indicated. The Atomic Energy Commission is assigned 
the responsibility by law to make determinations as to 
classification or declasstficatton of * Restricted 
Data , " Agencies of the Federal Government whose 
employees must handle " Restricted Data 0 in the 
discharge of their responsibilities are required 
to obtain appropriate clearances for such employees. 

If an agency of the U, S, Government has not seen 
fit to obtain such clearances for its employees, we 
cannot discuss "Restricted Data" with them, _ /

It is suggested that Detroit be authorized to have the 
Resident Agents that cover these ports establish liaison with the 
Bureau of Customs authorities in those areas to facilitate complete 
cooperation and mutual knowledge in this matter. 

However, it is noted that in No dumber SAC Letter 55-B 
dated January 21, 1955 that a classified description of the weapon 
contains secret restricted data and is only being furnished to 
employees of the Federal Government who have been "Q-cleared". 

The above communication states, "You should not discuss the 
details contained in the communication with persons outside the 
Bureau. " 

This presents a problem inasmuch as it is not believed 
that Customs Inspectors are "Q~cleared". 

However, it is believed that liaison could be established 
on the basis of discussing information that is not restricted to 
such a degree and which probably has been furnished to Customs 
Inspectors. 

It is suggested that the Bureau might desire to suggest 
that a more complete distribution of descriptive Information be 
made throughout the various federal agencies possibly by 
reclassification of the descriptive material. 

The Detroit Free Press, a daily Detroit newspaper, 
carried an article on March 2l±, 1955* page 6, columns 3 and 
which was entitled "Satchel-Type A-Bomb Set Off By GI Squad", 

This article, which was datelined Las Vegas, Nevada, stated that 
the Army exploded a newly developed nuclear "satchel" charge on 
March 23, 1955* Article stated, "'Satchel* charges, one of the 
latest additions to America's atomic arsenal, are highly portable 
and capable of being transported and planted by a small combat 
team." This article stated that the weapon, which is believed 
portable enough to be handled by one man in a "sneak" raid, was 
equivalent to 1,000 tons of TNT. 

This article would indicate that revised descriptions 

( jof the weapons will be forthcoming. It is recommended that the 
I information be furnished in a form suitable for open discussion 
/between this Bureau and the Bureau of Customs.

Be Seattle letter of March JO, 1955 > regarding an 
offer by an Atomic Energy Commission representative in the 
Seattle area to make available a detection device . 

You noted " Just why we are making such an issue 
about this?" 

The facts are s By letter of February 4, 1955 9 SAC, 
Seattle, informed the Bureau he understood that the Naval 
Besearch Laboratory at Washington, in cooperation with the 
Atomic Energy Commission, had developed on an experimental 
basis a very sensitivfi^ffetector of radioactivity . SAC, Seattle, 
stated, n I think the Bureau should take the lead in demanding 
that these detectors be made in sufficient numbers to supply 
these security agencies . " By security agencies he was referring 
to Customs and Coast Guard . 

By letter of February 14, 19559 SAC, Seattle was b; 
furnished specific information regarding the so-called A I b' 

passive detector . He was told about its capabilities and size . 
He was informed that Customs and Coast Guard personnel have 
recommended that a number of these devices be considered for 
the use of Coast Guard and Customs, including those in the 
Seattle area . It was pointed out, however, that the decision 
would ultimately be made by the National Security Council as 
1 to where such devices would be used ,

It was further 
pointed out that when additiona l I deuicos are approved 

and available , the places where they will be sent would have 
to be determined on the basis of national necessity at 
Washington . Accordingly, SAC, Seattle , was asked to furnish 
the identity of the representative ofjthe Atomic Energy 
Commission who promised to fly the I l or similar detectors 

: into the Seattle area at the request of any agency • SAC , 
Seattle, was informed that we would have to furnish this 
l information in detail to the Atomic Energy Commission • 


The reasons for this were not explained in detail 
in, the letter of 3/14/55 • The Bureau as a member of the 
Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference has been charged 
with following closely all developments in the field of counter- 
measures against the smuggling of atomic weapons • One of the 
basic and important countermeasures has been the dev elopment o f 
detection devices • At the present time, there are ncj - ( 

devices which are not in use. T here are no contracts for the 
production of additional \ I devices until the National 

Security Council approves a limited nation-wide program 
which is being referred to them by the Interdepartmental 
Intelligence Conference and the Interdepartmental Committee on 
Internal Security • If the Atomic Energy Com mission representative 
in Seattle does have available an additional I | device, 

which he could fly to Seattle, this device might be put to 
better use on one of the piers in New York through which 
port the bulk of Soviet bloc passenger and hand-luggage 
traffic passes • If on the other hand the Atomic Energy 
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Commission representative had no such device available, he should 
not have raised the hopes of the other agencies in a meeting 
brought up on the initiative of the SAC, Seattle • 

ACTION April 7, 1955 

In the absence of SAC Auerbach, I called ASAC Estep at 
Seattle on April 7, 1955, with r eference to Seattle's letter of 
March 30, 1955 • I advised Mr . Estep that it was satisfactory 
for Seattle to talk to Mr • Frank McHale, Atomic Energy Commission 
representative in Seattle, as suggested by Seattle • I explained 
that the Bureau's interest in this matter arises because of our 
membership in a committee which is considering the clandestine 
entry of nuclear weapons and the purchase and control of detection 
devices and their location in the country are necessarily a part 
of the overall planning in this program • Consequently, if Mr* 

McHale does have one or more of these devices available to the 
Seattle area, we would like to know it, otherwise it will not be 
necessary for Seattle to advise us of the results of its contact 
with McHale • I pointed out further that the Bureau does not desire 
to spearhead further pub licity on the size, weight and description 
of atomic weapons for public consumption; that publicity was af- 
forded this matter in January, 1954, with the approval of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and high government officials in Washington, 
and that essentially, publicity in this field is under the control 
of the AEC • I pointed out that unless such publicity was most 
carefully controlled, hysteria could result • 

In the event I visit the Seattle Office next week for the 
purpose of discussing the general security situation with Agents 
in that office, I will take the opportunity > to further discuss this 
with Mr. Auerbach and be sure that he has a full understanding as 
to this matter •

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his organization. It is my observation each man present was very 
much aware of his responsibility to take every precaution possible 
to prevent an atom bomb from being smuggled into the country. I 
doubt very much whether the expense of whatever effective action 
might be necessary in such an emergency was of prime consideration 
in these plans. 

i The planning and pooling of equipment by these agencies 
was done entirely between their respective representatives without 
suggestion or direction by this office . We were in the picture only, 
for the purpose of being certain all agencies were advised of 
informants' reports, for the purpose, of ascertaining what plans 
existed for an emergency ana, of course , for the purpose of being 
certain ourselves that we were in a position to discharge our 
responsibilities. We understand that we have no direct responsibility 
in the detection and interception of smuggled bombs, and we did not 
participate in this phase of the planning. By the same token, I 
don't think it is our business to intervene in any understanding 
between other agencies relative to equipment or facilities they 
may decide to use in an emergency, especially where we Ha ve no 
direct responsibility. My personal opinion also is thalf 1 dtbufct JLf 
we should be concerned with the possible expense to another ageney 
of shipping an eight hundred pound detector if such, in the judgment 
of responsible officials of the other agency. Is needed on an emergency 
basis to prevent an atom bomb's being brought into the country. 

The Bureau can be assured this office has no intention of 
requesting the use of detectors, or of committing the Bureau to 
expenditure of funds for such purpose without prior approval and 
planning by headquarters. 

1 assume from Bureau letter that the representative of 
AEC went beyond his authority in offering AEC detection devices 
and facilities to other security agencies for use in case of an 
emergency. It seems to me chat since we were not a party to the 
understanding and in fact were little more than onlookers, the 
furnishing of information to AEC on a headquarters level concerning 
this matter would adversely affect tne liaison and cooperation we 
presently enjoy with AEC as well as with other security agencies in 
this State; however, if the Bureau is firm in its .opinion that it is 
the Bureau's responsibility to sec that this matter is cleared with 
AEC headquarters, I respectfully suggest, as an alternative to the

Regarding public education on the subject of clandestine 
nuclear weapons, I would like to state that I am aware of the action 
; the Bureau has been taking as outlined in reflet, but my idea was 
that the public could be of Substantial assistance in instant matter 
5 if it had some idea of a bomb's -characteristics, appearance and size 
land consequently a conception of what it should be alert for. 
Information in No Number SAC Letter 55-B dated 1/21/55 is generally 
the information the public could use in this respect* I appreciate 
that this material is being considered for public release, but in 
the meantime attempted smuggling of an atom bomb into this country 
appears to be a present and continuing possibility* and yet the 
public, wh>..se assistance could be formidable, is not informed in 
the. detail that would enable it to be of effective help. In a 
nutshell, while some data has been made public, it would appear that 
a sustaining campaign should be put on, if any lasting results are 
to be obtained.

basis in law, at this time, to require or authorize a boarding of such vessels 
for Naval Intelligence Development, It might be construed as an unfriendly- 
act on the part of the United States if representatives of Naval Intelligence 
were included, either overtly or covertly, as members of the coast Guard board- 
ing parties. Coast Guard Headquarters will promulgate instructions to District 
Commanders which will coordinate their boarding procedures for ‘Special Category’ 
merchant vessels.” 

Lieut. WELCH advised that thus far his contacts have been solely with 
the Masters of the vessels and the degree of cooperation he has received from 
Masters of foreign vessels is usually in proportion to the proximity of Russia 
and its satellite countries to the country of the vessel. Masters of 
Scandinavian ships are usually reticent as are Masters of vessels that call 
frequently at Russian or satellite ports. 

Lieut. WELCH advised he receives sailing schedules from the Moore 
McCormack Steamship Lines several days prior to departure together with a list 
of ports at which the vessel is scheduled to stop. When this list includes 
ports within Russia or its satellites, he endeavors to thoroughly brief the 
Master on the items of interest to the Navy from an intelligence standpoint as 
set forth in NERM, although sometimes the Director of Naval Operations requests 
specific information regarding a particular port not contained in the Manual. 

Lieut. WELCH stated that the degree of cooperation received from 
Masters of American vessels varies. Some are enthusiastic and take prodigious 
notes; others are disinterested and passive and it is evident not much in the 
way of intelligence will be forthcoming from them upon the return of the 
vessel. Lieut. WELCH stated that the Navy depends upon Masters of vessels who 
are members of the Naval Reserve for most of its information. He stated a 
large percentage of the Masters of American ships are Reserve officers and are 
therefore most cooperative*

Discussion of this matter at NYO intelligence conferences reflects 
that the Navy’s NERM program "briefing and debriefing” inquiries are not 
concerned directly with endeavoring to develop information concerning the 
captioned topic. DIO officers indicate that their sources do not have direct 
dock contacts abroad but are more concerned with ship and ship activity 
information.

By memorandum of April 6, 1955* Mr. J. Walter 
Yeagley , Justice representative, Interdepartmental Committee:

The study included the actual field testing of two different 
types of passive detection devices,* one weighing eight hundred 
pounds and intended for stationary operation and the other 
weighing approximately seven pounds and completely portable. 

ANALYSIS OF REPORT : 

In March, 195 4 » the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee on 
Countermeasures assigned to the specially constituted advisory 
group, consisting of representatives of Coast Guard, Customs, 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, and Atomic Energy Commission 
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the task of field testing detection devices developed by 
the Atomic Energy Commission in ports of entry through 
which Soviet bloc diplomats were permitted to enter the 
United States • Passive detection devices were the only 
ones immediately available for field testing and the problem

salts, sound recording tape and film and certain other substances, 
including some types of fertilizer. 

The effectiveness of the detection equipment, therefore, 
depends on both the technical capabilities of the equipment 
and on . search procedures used to isolate the item which 
has activated the device. The report points out that the 
only sure method of detection involves manual search,

This morning I attended a meeting of the National 
Security Council at the White House, which was presided over by the 
President. Mr. J. Patrick Coyne, of the National Security Council, 
gave a forty-five minute briefing to the members of the Council upon 
the problems of internal security and the operations of the 11C and the 
ICIS. Mr. Coyn«*s briefing was very excellently presented. There 
were a number of questions asked by the President, the Vice President, 
mid other members of the Council, which were answered satisfactoru;, 
by Mr. Coyne or myself. 


One particular matter which seemed to get the 
President's attention was the possibility of there being smuggled into 
the United States component parts of the atom bomb. There was a 
general discussion about this problem and Mr. Allen Dulles, Director 
of CIA; Admiral Radford, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
Secretary of Defense Wilson all indicated concern about the matter and 
whether the diplomatic pouch could be reduced in sine and weight so as 
to reduce the hazards now prevalent in the possibility of bringing into 
this country surreptitiously component parts of the atom bomb. 


The President was advised that the two internal 
security committees had been studying this matter and that certain 
recommendations will, no doubt, be made shortly. Admiral Radford 
commented that he certainly was concerned about the matter but had 
been unsuccessful in making any headway with the military branches 
in going along with the idea that the sine and weight of the diplomatic 
pouch should be reduced.

LEE, graduate of tne united states Naval Academy, has been 
associated with the Moore McCormack Lines since 1920 with the 
exception of a period during World War II when he returned to 
active duty in the U. S. Navy. 

Commodore LEE advised that he has travelled extensively 
in Europe and has made frequent visits to ports called upon by 
vessels of his line. He stated that the principal ports in 
northern Europe serviced by Moore McCormack are Goteberg or 
Guthenberg and Stockholm, Sweden, Oslo and Narvik, Norway, 

Copenhagen, Denmark, Helsinki or Helsingfors, Finland, and 
Gdynia, Poland. 

Commodore LEE explained that in each of these ports 
the pier or dock utilized by Moore McCormack is operated by the r 
local customs service, and it has been the experience of Moore l 

McCormack that these piers are closely guarded by the local 6 

customs and police officials. Commodore LEE stated that from - 

the nature of the guard, particularly at Gdynia, Poland, it' 
would appear that the authorities are primarily concerned with 
preventing stowaways from fleeing this country. 

The general nature of the captioned topic was discussed ^ 
with Commodore LEE and he stated he was well aware of the problem,, 
since he had been a member of the Coast Guard Security Board which 
enacted the current regulations pertaining to category ships. He 
stated that he felt that the possibility of an unfriendly power 
attempting to smuggle a destructive weapon into the United States

via shipping was a rather remote one, although he conceded that 
the possibility existed and the opportunities wide. He stated 
that in the event an unfriendly power was Intent upon doing it, 
in all probability the material would be trans-shipped from the 
unfriendly power to a western country of Europe and thereafter 
carried unsuspectingly by a friendly or American ship to the 
shores of the United States. 

Concerning the possible assistance which Moore McCormack 
masters might give to the Bureau, Commodore LEE stated that he 
did not feel they could offer much assistance in this matter. 

He pointed out that as a matter of policy his line does not carry 
trans-shipments from one European country to another but will only 
accept cargo for the United States. In addition, he pointed out 
that the piers utilized by Moore McCormack, to his knowledge, 
seldom have any cargo contained thereon other than that .Untended 
for the Moore McCormack ship. The cargo in the most part is 
produce of the country such as foodstuffs and furs, and little, 
if any, manufactured products, (particularly of a type such as a 
destructive weapon, would be disguised, for example, machine tools) 
are exported from Gdynia. 

In connection* with the principal shipments from Poland, 
Commodore LEE pointed out that one of the principal products 
carried by his line was Polish hams, primarily canned, and all of 
which are imported by„ the one company, the /Atalanta Trading Co . .

A joint committee of the Interdepartmental Intelligence

DETAILS : 

By letter dated June 9* 1955 * the Federal Civil Defense 
Administration requested IIC observations concerning an Advisory 
Bulletin which the Federal Civil Defense Administration ( FCDA ) 
proposes to issue to state and local Civil Defense Dir ectors. 

The proposed Bulletin suggests procedures for the state and local 
£ivil Defense Dir ectors to follow when an object suspected of being 
a clandestine atomic weapon is discovered. The IIC and the ICIS 
commented upon* by letter of August 9, 1954 * a previous draft 
of this Bulletin*, in which it was provided that the FBI would 
report such ^Saijsi^aces to local FCDA officials who might in turn 
1 start evacuating a city. The IIC and the ICIS did not agree with 
the previous draft for various reasons* and it was recommended 
that changes be made* that it be coordinated with all interested 
agencies * and that a draft of the proposed plan be submitted to 
the National Security Council . 

The enclosed draft Bulletin would furnish to state and 
local FCDA Dir ectors certain unclassified background information 
concerning the possibility or danger of an enemy utilising 
clandestine atomic weapons . It notes that expert judgment will 
necessarily form the principal basis upon which to determine 
whether a suspected device constitutes a threat sufficient to

justify the invoicing of civil defense measures. The FCDA Bulletin 
advises the local Civil Defense Directors that the decision to 
activate civil defense plans , such as those for evacuation, upon 
the discovery of a suspected weapon will involve the acceptance 
of a risk. 

The proposed Bulletin furnishes for the information of 
the state and local Civil Defense Directors the various respon- 
sibilities of other agencies having an interest but , of course , 
cannot impose responsibilities upon the other agencies, such as 
the Bureaut which they do not already have. 

The Bulletin notes that the head of the local govern- 
ment has the responsibility for making the final decision with 
respect to whether or not civil defense measures should be activated 
to protect the public if a suspected device is discovered. It is 
noted that local law enforcement officials have been requested to 
report to the FBI all information regarding fissionable material 
or atomic weapons, including suspected devices , without attempting 
to dismantle or disarm such a device. 

In advising the local Civil Defense Officials of the 
.FBI's responsibilities, the Bureau's investigative responsibilities 
under the Atomic Energy Act are briefed . It is noted that, if 
a suspected object might be a nuclear device , the FBI will request 
the services of the nearest Explosive Ordnance Disposal Unit, 
will alert appropriate officials of the Federal Government, will 
alert the Army Area Commander , will alert appropriate local police 
officials, and will accept no responsibility for subsequent civil 
defense or local government action. It is believed that the 
observation that the Bureau will alert the Army Area Commander 
should be changed to reflect that the Bureau will alert the 
appropriate local military authorities. 

The Bulletin advises the state and local Civil Defense 
Directors that the FCDA is responsible for providing guidance to them 
and for alerting them in the event there is positive evidence that 
clandestine weapons have been introduced into the country. It is 
further noted that the Department of Defense , through its 
Explosive Ordnance Disposal Units, has the responsibility for 
disarming atomic weapons and that the Atomic Energy Commission 
has the responsibility for disposing of fissionable material.

The proposed TCDA policy is outlined on page 7j and 
this recommends that state and local authorities prepare 
appropriate plans for meeting the threat of clandestine nuclear 
attack which would in effect be a modification of existing plans 
in connection with air attack , The policy recommends to the state 
and local authorities that they accept no responsibility for 
identification , disarming , or disposal of devices suspected of 
being nuclear weapons and that they should assist in this only 
at the request and under the direction of Defense , the Atomic 
Energy Commission , or the FBI , The Bulletin stresses that the 
local Civil Defense officials should weigh very carefully the 
decision to actixxxte civil defense plans against the possibility 
that the suspected object may not, in factt be an enemy weapon, 
noting that it would seem preferable to defer a decision until there 
is an authoritative identification of the device by an Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal Unit • 

This matter vkls discussed by the IIC Working Committee 
on June 8, 1955 , and it was agreed that there appears to be 
nothing now contained in the proposed Advisory Bulletin which 
would be objectionable to the IIC agencies except the suggested 
change relating to advising " the appropriate local military 
authorities" instead of the Army Area Commander , The Area Commander 
would be on notice in any event inasmuch as the Bureau would have 
requested the services of a Disposal Unit to study the suspected 
device , 

The Bulletin, as now written, does not provide that 
the Bureau would give any notification to local Civil Defense 
authorities if a suspected object were found. It does note 
that the Bureau would alert the appropriate local police officials, 
which is in line with Bureau policy , and it is noted that in many 
cases the local police officials are also Civil Defense authorities, 

Pat Coyne has suggested that there is no need for TCDA 
to submit this Bulletin to the National Security Council for 
approval if all interested agencies in the IIC and the ICIS 
indicate they have no objection to the Bulletin, This matter is 
presently being considered in the ICIS but there will apparently 
be no objections in the ICIS which would in anyway affect the 
IIC agencies,

The question had Seen raised by Mr. Yeagley as to 
what position he, as representative of the Department of Justice, 
should take in connection with the limiting oi the diplomatic pouch 
being considered by the I. C. i.

I stated 
that U the decision should be made at higher level that the diplomatic 
pouch should not he reduced to letter size because of outweighing 
factors in the foreign intelligence field, and tbs National Security 
Council desired that the 1. 1. €. then give some consideration to 
steps short of reducing the pouch to letter size, the question could 
he evaluated from that point of view. I again stressed the point 
that as security agency responsible for the internal security. 1 did 
not intend that the FBI should he on record tor anything less than 
maximum security unless some higher authority reached the decision 
that maximum security was not desirable sor practical. 

The Attorney General shared my views upon the 
matter and Mr. Y eagle y was Instructed to take the same position in 
the L C, I. S. as the FBI has taken ic L i. C. 

It Is imperative that the Working Committee of i. I. C. 
meet at the earliest possible moment and resolve this problem so 
that we may then forward to the Attorney General and to Mr. Yeagiey 
the official position of 1.

While it ie realised 'that diplomatic 
be encountered and while it is realised that, the detection 
devices presently being used cannot be completely accurate, 
the IIC members feel that such a policy would facilitate 
rather than hinder the introduction of fissionable materfat 
into the Suited States and that it would be a serious threat 
to the internal security of the Suited States to allow 
Soviet bloc officials to enter the United States without 
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challenge when the detection devices indicate the possible 
presence of fissionable material on their person or in 
their baggage* To adopt such a rigid policy of noninterference 
mould not only provide such off icicle with a safe method of 
introducing component parte of ah atomic bomb but mould in 
addition allow them to depart from the port of entry before o 
surveillance, or other Measures, could be instituted by the 
FBI. While a surveillance would provide information regarding 
subsequent travel and contacts, it would not clarify the 
question of the possibility of fissionable material being 
carried on the person or in the baggage of these officials * 

The IIO members feel that, if searches ■ mere made - 
in those instances where the detection devices indicate 
the possible presence of fissionable material, the resulting 
risk of detection would force the Soviet bice countries to 
use less secure means of introducing fissionable Material 
or force them to use the diplomatic pouch which presently 
also offers a secure means of such introduction* 

The IXC cannot agree , therefore, that the suggested 
policy, quoted above, would aid the efforts being made by 
the responsible departments and agencies in their efforts to 
prevent the clandestine introduction of fissionable materials 
or atomic weapons into the Suited States*

At 12:45 p.m., 7/12/55* Supervisor Whitson, while 
discussing another matter with Mr. Leonard Bienvenu, Executive 
Secretary of the Interdepartmental Committee on Internal 
Security (ICIS), ashed Bienvenu what the ICIS had done 
about the captioned matter. Bienvenu was reminded that 
ICIS had received a letter on July 11 from the IIC 
setting out the IIC position as discussed by the Director 
of the FBI with the Attorney General and Mr. Yeagley of 
ICIS on July 7, 1955 . 

Mr. Bienvenu stated that the departments 
represented in the ICIS had not yet made their positions 
known to the ICIS Secretariat regarding the IIC position. 

He stated that Justice, pursuant to the Attorney General *s 
instructions, would;, adopt the IIC position but he did not 
know what the other departments would do.

Reference is made to my memorandum of June 27 last on the captioned 
matter in which the Director approved Bureau dissent to an IAC estimate on 
the captioned matter, which estimate was requested by the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Internal Security (ICIS). As was pointed out, Bureau dissent 
is to the concluding paragraph of the estimate which reflected that ’’chances 
are slightly better than even, that the USSR would not undertake even this 
more restricted operation” of introducing nuclear weapons clandestinely by 
means of the diplomatic pouch. 

Liaison Agent M. W. Kuhrtz attended the IAC meeting on June 28 last 
when this matter was considered. It was pointed out by the Bureau representative 
ihat the conclusion is not based on any fact ola intelligence, but is merely an 
attempt to ’’read the Kremlin’s mind" and, therefore, guess that the chances 
are slightly better than even, that the USSR would not undertake an operation 
of this kind. It was further pointed out that the question of probability of the 
Soviets using the diplomatic ^pouch for nuclear weapons is not the controlling 
factor but that the controlling factor is the Soviet capability coupled with the 
lack of defens«:against the use of the diplomatic pouch.

Item 8 on the IIC Agenda for today concerns limitations 
on the diplomatic pouch.

AN ACT 

To provide rewards for information concerning the illegal introduction into the 

United States, or the illegal manufacture or acquisition in the United States,

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled. That this Act may Weapons, 

be cited as the “Atomic Weapons Rewards Act of 1955”. I 955 r s 0 0 

Sec. 2. Any person who furnishes original information to the United 
States — 

(a) leading to the finding or other acquisition by the United 
States of any special unclear material or atomic weapon which has 
been introduced into the United States, or which has been manu- 
factured or acquired therein contrary to the laws of the United 
States, or 

(b) with respect to an attempted introduction into the United 
States or an attempted manufacture or acquisition therein of any 
special nuclear material or atomic weapon, contrary to the laws 
of the United States, 

shall be rewarded by the payment of an amount not to exceed $500,000. 

Sec. 3. An Awards Board consisting of the Secretary of the Treasury Awards Board, 
(who shall be the Chairman), the S ecretary of Defense, the Attorney E3tab 11 shment ‘ 
General, the Director of Central Intelligence, and of one member of \ 69 Stat. 365 , 
the Atomic Energy Commission designated by that Commission, shall 69 stat. 366 . 
determine whether any person furnishing information to the United 
States is entitled to any award and the amount thereof to be paid 
pursuant to section 2. In determining whether any person furnishing 
information to the United States is entitled to an award and the 
amount of such award, the Board shall take into consideration — 

(a) whether or not the information is of the type specified in

(b) whether the person furnishing the information was an 
officer or employee of the United States and, if so, whether the 
furnishing of such information was in the line of duty of that 
person.

Sec. 4. If the information leading to an award under section 3 is 
furnished by an alien, the Secretary of State, the Attorney General, 
and the Director of Central Intelligence, acting jointly, may determine 
that the entry of such alien into the United States is in the public 
interest and, in that event, such alien and the members of his im- 
mediate family may receive immigrant visas and may be admitted to 
the United States for permanent residence, notwithstanding the re- 
quirements of the Immigration and Nationality Act. 

Sec. 5. The Board established under section 3 is authorized to hold 
such hearings and make, promulgate, issue, rescind, and amend such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry out the purposes 
of this Act. 

Any awards granted under section 3 of this Act shall be 
certified by the Awards Board and, together with the approval of 
the President in those cases where such approval is required, trans- 
mitted to the Director of Central Intelligence for payment out of 
funds appropriated or available for the administration of the National 61 Stat.

y/release of the unclassified description of fusion (hydrogen) % 'r 
weapons in order that public officials of duly constituted law i 
enforcement agencies may cooperate intelligently with the agencies 
actively engaged in detection and defense against such weapons • 

I The unclassified description had been furnished to the IIC and 
the ICIS by the Atomic Energy Commission » The Atomic Energy 
Commission was advised that the two committees have proceeded 
with the dissemination of the classified description of these 
Sweapons to those officers and employees of the Federal Government 
who have been cleared for such information in view of their 
responsibilities in connection with defense against clandestine 
nuclear weapon attack. 

No reply was received from the Atomic Energy Commission 
until July ?j 1955 * in spite of repeated inquiries. In its 
letter of July 7* 1955* the Atomic Energy Commission suggested 
that the release be made by the FBI to all law enforcement 
agencies as was done in January of 1954 in connection with 
fission ( atomic ) weapons. 

With the January* 1954 * Law Enforcement Bulletin* 
the Bureau furnished to law . enforcement agencies and officials 
an unclassified description of atomic weapons. A few weeks 
later this unclassified description appeared in the newspapers 
land considerable Congressional and private comment appeare d in / 

\ the newspapers as to why such an unclassified release had been 
given to law enforcement agencies and not the general publ ipA 
and as to why the FBI rather than the Atomic Energy Commission 
was making a release concerning Atomic Energy Commission matters.

At the IIC Working Committee meeting on August 10, gu*y — 
1955, the question of the IIC-ICIS study relating to restricting 
diplomatic pouches was discussed. It was noted that it has 
not been posstble to make a report to the HSC in this matter 
as it has been stalled in the ICIS since June 14, 1955 / that 
the IIC position was made known to the ICI8 by letter of 
July 11, 1955 ; that ICIS cannot agree upon a posit'ion S and 
it could not be determined when this matter will be settled 
within the ICIS . 

It was agreed that it is most desirable that an 
IIC letter be forwarded to the Executive Secretary of the 
national Security Council at this time in order that the IIC 
can be on record as to its position and not be associated 
with the procrastination being indulged in within the ICIS . 

It was agreed that the Executive Secretary should prepare a 
letter to Mr. Lay setting forth the IIC f s position as 
reflected in the letter dated July 11, 1955, to the ICIS.

Doherty was told that the IJC position was unchanged ; 
that even though uranium could be sliced paper thin, there 
was no showing that this was a practical means of handling a 
bomb core and , further, that there was no showing that the 
other components of atomic or thermonuclear weapons could 
be practicably reduced to Utter sise .

By the attached communication to the Bureau dated 
August 23 , 1955 t Assistant Attorney General Tompkins transmits, 
as of possible interest to the Bureau, portions of the National 
Security Council's actions in connection with the Killian Report. 
These actions were previously received by the Bureau on 
August 12 , 1955 t and were reviewed . There is no Bureau action 
to be taken. 

The portions of the National Security Council Action 
forwarded by Mr. Tompkins refer to the Translation of Early 
Warning into Action, which has been studied by a committee 
under the chairmanship of the President's Naval Aideand on which 
the IIC is represented. The Department ' s memorandum further 
notes that US defense planning should assume the feasibility 
of clandestine introduct ion of megaton weapons. This 
recognition was made by the IIC and the ICIS by their studies 
during the past two or three years. 

Mr. McDonnell in Mr. Tompkind / office has advised that 
this memorandum wjs forwarded merely for the Bureau's information 
and that he realizes there is no Bureau or IIC action to be taken.

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ELECTRON BACKGROUND IN IMPORTED G5 EMULSIONS 


V. D. Hopp. , and Jean E. Laby : Physics Dept. University of Melbourne 


Abstract . Ilford G. 5 nuclear emulsions have been regularly imported by plane to this 
laboratory but during the last six months four batches were obtained which had very heavy 
electron backgrounds. Possible causes of these variations have been investigated. 


Ilford G. 5 nuclear emulsions have been received by this department at regular 
fornightly intervals during the last six months. They are sent by air mail and reach this 
laboratory approximately two weeks after the date of manufacture in England and are 
developed soon after arrival. Heavy electron backgrounds were observed in four batches of 
plates out of twelve successive fortnightly shipments. 

To compare the background, in the plates two methods were used which gave 
closely similar results. In one method the number of sharply defined black grains in a 
( 5C/L) 2 field using a 35 x objective was counted and an average obtained for a number of 
fields of view. Results are shown in fig. la. In the second method the number of electron 
trades ending in the emulsion in the ( 100 f *-) 2 field using a 45 x objective was counted and 
averaged -for a number of fields of view_(_Fig._ _lb )..._ Neither method is very accurate ^ 

but the results were quite consistent up to exposures of about 150 milliroentgens. The second’ 
method could not be used for exposures above 150 mr as the electron tracks could not be 
resolved. A comparison was made of these results with plates exposed to a 4. 6 c Iridium 
source specified as giving 3 mr/hr at 1 metre so as to obtain a measure in mr of the various 
backgrounds. The radiation 1 metre from the source was checked using a radiation monitor 
and found to agree with the specified 3 mr/hr. Two Ilford G5 60 OJA. plates { manufactured 
May 3rd) of low background were placed on the surface of the container ( i.e. about V3 
metre from the source ) and given exposures of 64 and 113 hours respectively and two 
similar plates were placed 2 metres from the source and given the same exposure times. 

The estimated dosages received by various batches are given in Table I and plotted in fig. la 
and lb and photographs showing relative electron backgrounds of the plates manufactured on 
January 21 and February 7 are shown in Plate 1.

Considering only the cosmic ray background and general radiation from the earth a rough 


estimate can be made of the radiation that one would expect in a plate imported to Australia 


by 


aircraft and developed one week after arrival i. e. about a fortnight after manufacture. A typical 
time of flight in the height region 10, 000 to 20, 000 ft. would be about 38 hours and the plates would 
be airborne for 46 hours. Assuming 1 mrep/day * at 20,000 ft, the exposure due to cosmic 
radiation during flight would be of the : . ■ v:: of 1. 5 mrep. Radiation received at ground level 
mainly due toy" - rays is of the order of 0.5 mrep/day. Plates are normally stored under 2 H - 3” 
of lead at this laboratory so the rate would be much less than this during storage. Thus the total 
radiation received by the plates at devel pment would be expected to be about 10 mrep and it will be 
seen from Table I that some of the batches of plates show slow electron backgrounds corresponding 
to this. Possible causes of the extra radiation background on some of the plates are ; 


1. Irradiation at time of manufacture or during storage in this laboratory. 

2. Exposure to radiation from instrument panels and radioactive isotopes carried 
on the aircraft. 

3. X - ray examination by customs officials. 

4. Radiation from products of atomic explosion tests. 


1. Irradiation at manufacture or storage. 


Dr. C. Waller of Ilford states that there was no possibility of the emulsion being exposed 
before dispatch and that occasional complaints that had been received from America /ere attributed 
to customs activities or to emulsion travelling in close proximity to radioactive material. Regarding 
storage at this laboratory, the plates with high background had been stored alongside other pjlates 
and these showed no extra background. 


* Roentgen equivalent physical ( r. e. p. ) is the amount of radiation which produces in 
an energy dissipation equal to 93 erg/g or 5. 9 x 107 Mev/g and this unit is used when radiatio 
thantf - or X - radiation is included. When one roentgen ( r ) of X or ^ - rays is absorbed by 
the energy dissipation is also 93 erg/g.

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2. Contamination in aircraft. 


(a) Instrument panels. 

A source of contamination in aircraft is the radioactive paint on instrument panels. 
Measurements were made by Morrison ( 1 ) in 1951 on the gamma radiation from instruments in a 
" Constellation ,r aircraft and the results of his measurements are given in Table II

From these figures it appears that radiation in the luggage compartments presumably well 
away from the instrument panels would be less than 2 mr per day. As the plates would be stored 
in the aircraft for the complete flight the plates might conceivably receive a radiation dosage of 
10 mr during the flight due to this cause alone. 


( Tests were recently made by the Commonwealth X - ray and Radium Laboratory of the 
radiation at different places in a " Viscount ” aircraft. These measurements are given in 
Table IE :

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Thus the radiation from the instrument panels could reach 60 mr in four days for this 
type of aircraft if the plates had been stored against the wall of the luggage compartment which 
was nearest the switchboard. Clearly this would not be a suitable compartment for transportation 
of nuclear emulsions. Other compartments were well away from the instrument panel. ) 

The type of plane used on the England - Australian air route is the " Constellation ” 
and it thus seems unlikely that radiation from instrument panels could be as high as the 
background observed in three of the batches received. 

( b ) Imported Isotopes. 

The background observed on the two most heavily exposed plates could have been produced 
if the plates had been stored 4 to 5 ft. from a 4, 6 c Ir 192 source for four days (see Fig. 1 ). 

The Commonwealth X - ray and Radium Laboratory keeps a complete record of all isotopes 
entering Australia and - ray sources of highest activity arriving during the period in which the 
twelve batches of plates were received were in fact Ir I 92 sources of 4. 5 to 5. 1 curies. The 
nuclear emulsion plates that had excessive exposures were manufactured on Jan 21, Apr. 20 and 
May 31 and the dates of departure of these batches are given in Table I. From the records it 
was found that not one of these batches travelled to Australia on the same plane as an imported 


y - ray active isotope. There is however the possibility that the plates travelled in planes 
carrying isotopes dispatche d to other countries en route but if so, the plates would need to be 
stored even closer to the isotopes than 4. 5 ft. 

Boxes of emulsions are labelled specifying that packets should be stored at least 10' from 
any radioactive material and parcels of radioactive isotopes are also labelled advising that 
photographic material be stored at least 10' from the container. Assurances have been received 
that these instructions are carried out.

X - ray examination at customs inspection. 


All packets of plates are labelled as containing photographic material and one of the most 
heavily exposed was clearly marked advising that the plates should not be exposed to X - rays. 
Also all plates in packets are equally affected and unless an exceptionally high energy X - ray or 
- ray source was used for custom examination, the background of high energy electron tracks 
would not be obtained. 
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Radioactive products from atomic explosions. 


The last possibility is that the contamination is due to by-products of atomic explosions. 
There is apparently no significant overall increase in the activity in the air due to the 
recent series of explosions as most packets of plates received during the period of analyses show 
low electron background. However there may be isolated patches or clouds of radioactive 
contamination which could account for the intermittent appearance of the heavy background. 


In a private communication Professor Vassy, University of Paris, has supplied details 
of the radioactivity found in rain or snow at Val-Joyeux, near Paris, this year and result s .vhich 
are to be published in comptes rendus, Academie des Sciences, are shown in Table TV ;

It will be observed from Table 1 that the most heavily exposed batch of plates left 
England on April 6 and the radiation which produced the exposure may have been due to the 
radioactive cloud which produced the radioactive rain in Paris on the same evening. 

( A recent press report states that Japanese scientists under Dr. Miyake also found 
that ash and sand which fell in Japan in mid April was highly radioactive and attribute radioactivity 
of the ash as due to an atomic explosion. Details are not yet available ). 
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CONCLUSIONS 


Using the present method for importing plates by air to Australia there is a chance: 
of 1 in 3 batches having too high a background. The reason for the high background has not 
been determined with any certainty but they could have been produced by storing the plates 
too close to imported y - ray isotopes. The films did not arrive with isotopes entering 
Australia and would need to be placed well within 4. 5 ft of a box containing a 5. 0 c Ir 
source to obtain the highest backgrounds observed. In order for plates to have sufficiently 
low background so as to be suitable for cosmic ray studies the plate should be stored at 
least 15’ from such a source. Radiation from instrument panels is too low to produce the 
results obtained for the most heavily exposed plates.

Joint meetings of the Working Committees of IIC-ICIS 
were held September 9 , 13, IS, 16, 22, 26, and 30, 19SS , for a 
total of more than 41 hours resulting in attached report which is 
submitted for approval • Report is outgrowth of our consideration 
of necessity for limiting the diplomatic pouch • A number of changes 
and additions have been made by the various ICIS members altering 
phraseology to express their positions more properly, and Pat Coyne,

We sub- 
mitted Governor Peterson *s request to the Operations Coor- 
dinating Board in order to get the Board r s judgment as to 
the possible impact on public opinion abroad of publication 
in this country of the requested description of atomic wea- 
pons. At the same time, we brought to the Board* s attention 
the pending request from ICIS-IIC for issuance by the Com- 
mission of a news release giving an unclassified description 
of fusion weapons and we suggested that if your request were 
approved, it would be appropriate to include a similar de- 
scription of fusion weapons in the FCDA Advisory Bulletin. 

Pursuant to my conversation yesterday with Mr. J. Edgar Hoover,

I attended the meeting of the National Security Council 
at the White House yesterday morning. The Vice ^resident 
presided over the same at whichl:|;h.ere was a detailed briefing 
of the Council on the Annual Report of the Net Evaluation Sub- 
committee headed by Admiral Radford. 

This briefing was quite detailed in form and was 
accompanied by the presentation of a large number of interesting 
charts and maps. I seemed to make a deep impression upon the 
persons in attendance. 


A number of questions were, asked at the conclusion of 
the meeting, one in particular by the ^ice president as to what 
recommendations were b eing submitted by the Net Evaluation Sub- 
committee. Admiral Radford indicated that there had been 
prepared a. list of recommendations but this had not been included 
in the briefing, as the entire report and studies incident to the 
report were available to the interested agencies and, of course, 
the matter would be most thoroughly reviewed by the National 
Security Council in the near future,. The Vice President inquired 
as to what action had been taken along the lines previously 
suggested by me toward limiting the size of the diplomatic shinnwnts. 
Admiral Radford responded by saying that he had been in full accord 
with the views expressed by me, as well as by the Attorney General, 
but that strong opposition had been met in the Defense Department 
from the Armed Services ar.d in the Stat Department. It was

The question of U.N. dele gat ions of Soviet Bloc 
does not enter into the question of reciprocity since there 
is no equivalent of United Lations to which U.3. is member

Following considerations may hove prompted the Depart- 
ment of State in the past to hire local personnel for its 
establishments in Soviet Bloc: 

( 1 ) Difficulty in obtaining service end maintenance 
personnel with proper language and other foreign service 
qualifications • 

(2) Ability of local personnel to handle problems 
involving detailed knowledge of local customs • 

(3) Shortage of housing for U.S . pe rsonne 1 . 

(4) Lack of full diplomatic immunities for persons 
not on the Foreign Service List .

REAPPRAISAL OF U.S. POLICY REGARDING 

SOVIET BLOC SHIPMENTS AFFORDED DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY 
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IIC received November 17 by ICIS cover letter 
November 15, 1955 , copies of a Treasury letter to ICIS 
November 7, 1955, attached. The Treasury letter contains a 
report for the month of September, 1955, on importations 
of pouches and accompanied baggage by Soviet Bloc personnel as 
compiled from reports submitted by all collectors of customs . 

These reports were reguested in connection with the 
joint IIC- ICIS consideration of the captioned problem and 
Enclosure A of the joint report makes specific reference to this 
six-month check and sets out figures for the first four of the 
six months. Liaison Agent Day, therefore , telephoned 
Carl Pfuntner of the ICIS Secretariat, November 18, and 
recommended that these figures be added to Enclosure A. 

Pfuntner stated he had already made this recommendation 
to ICIS Chairman Yeagley and that he would advise of Yeagley's 
decision. He said he knew of no reason Yeagley would disapprove. 

ACTION : 

No action is necessary provided these statistics 
are included in the enclosure to the IIC-ICIS pouch report. 

If, for any reason, Yeagley fails to approve this, we should 
vigorously insist that it be done •

Mr. Coyne's third question w'ds whether the limited 
national program for detection devices .which has been approved by 
the IIC and most of the ICIS with the exception of the Treasury is 
realistic . This limited national program contemplated the use of 
48 mobile devices and 159 portable devices by the Bureau of Customs; 
31 portable devices by Immigration; and 110 portable devices by 
the Coast Guard in the principal ports of entry of the United 
States. The answer is that this is a realistic start for a detection 
program which would cover as nearly as practicable all persons and 
hand-carried baggage traffic originating in foreign countries other 
than Canada and Mexico, with special provision for the coverage of 
traffic at designated ports of entry for Soviet Bloc officials 
and their dependents. The limited national program is recognised 
to be only a beginning . It does not attempt to provide for real 
coverage of cargo entering the United States by ship, plane, train 
or motor vehicle. The scientific examination of heavy cargo for 
radioactive material depends upon the development of new devices • 

A limited cover age of cargo is possible through use of the portable 
I What may be adequate today at Idlewild International 
Airport, New York, will no longer be adequate two years from now 
when new airport facilities will have been completed. Additional 
devices will then be necessary .

Atomic Energy Commi ssi on (AEC) letter ,

In past conferences 
of the Special Committee the Canadian and United Kingdom repre sentatives 
have indicated that they do not feel the t there is a serious threat in 
this regard. The United Kingdom repre s e - 1 it : oe pointed out that should 
the USSR attempt to clandestinely in+ -educe an atomic weapon , this 
would practically be a-. act of war and the iK does not feel that the 
USSR is ready for war at this time . Therefore , they do not feel that 0 
the threat warrants e~+ensive countermeasures at this time . The 
Canadians have expressed the same view. The Belgian repre 3entative f 

in the past has indicated that he feels that taere is a greater threat 
from the clandestine introduction of atomir weapons by Soviet bloc shipa 
entering Belgian harbors than through the clandestine introduction of 
small weapons in di plomatic baggage or suitcases .

On 12-14-55 the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee on Countermeasures 
met with representatives of the New York Operations Office of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and representatives of AEC’s Divisions of 
Biology and Medicine, Security and Inspections . The attached case 
relating to the radium pad was cited as the type of item in which 
AEC had no interest and regarding which Customs should never have 
phoned the AEC New York Operations Office • The AEC representatives 
were insistent that AEC was interested only in radioactive materials 
which were being introduced in violation of the Atomic Energy Act of 
1954 , i.e those which should have been licensed as required by 
statute and those fissionable materials which could be used for the 
contraction of nuclear weapons.

Inasmuch as we are on record with the Atomic Energy 
Commission and this article does not appear sufficient to reopen 
the question , I don't think the IIC Working Committee should again 
consider this at this time . I have no objection to the Joint 
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HYPOTHETICAL 3-F BOMB, shown in cutaway, 
is based on published information and gives only 
theoretical construction without indicating actual 
size or arrangement. Bomb has Uranium 238 casing 
enclosing lithium hydride, a compound containing 
hydrogen for fusion. Evenly spaced around lithium 
hydride are spheres of plutonium powder. Each is 


plastered with many electrically triggered implosion 
charges to set off bomb. Each has core of beryllium 
and polonium which produce neutrons to help start 
fission. Since polonium soon loses its radioactivity, 
fresh cures are inserted through casing at end of 
rods shortly before bomb drop. How explosion pro- 
ceeds is shown in the three drawings at the right.

U.S., Russians appear to use 
fission-fusion-fission principle 

Last week th e U.S. learned that Russia h ad set 
off its biggest H-bomb to date and that the 
U.S. might test some of its own next spring. 
The reports gave added import to a new theory 
which scientific observers have evolved con- 
cerning the way the H-bomb works. Their de- 
ductions were getting a lot of attention last 
week because of a speech by AEC Commis- 
sioner Thomas E. Murray which gave a clue as 
to the materials used in building them. 

Until recently the H-bomb was thought to 
be powered mainly by fusion of heavy hydro- 
gen atoms. The intense heat needed to bring 
about fusion was thought to come from an 
A-bomb trigger which by splitting Uranium 235 
Or plutonium atoms in nuclear fission released 
enormous amounts of energy. 

But when a Japanese fishing boat, the For- 
tunate Dragon , was showered with radioactive 
dust near 1954’s first test H-blast, scientists 
knew that such a heavy fallout could not have 
come from fusion or from a small fission trig- 
ger. A fission trigger would produce relatively 
little radioactive debris, and fusion produces 
none. The fallout could only have come from 
a mass of uranium so huge that it must ac- 
count for most of the bomb’s explosive power. 
From these calculations emerged a new con- 
cept of the bomb which is shown in the draw- 
ings on the opposite page. 

This superweapon is a fission-fusion-fission 
bomb — a 3-F bomb. It has a fission trigger 
which causes fusion. The fusion in turn acts 
as a booster to give the bomb its big punch 
which comes from the final fissioning of Ura- 
nium 238. This is the plentiful form of the 
TmFtaTV h i ch~ yield s ffurfute q ua ofi fi es’^of tts" 
dangerous isotope U-235 whose fissioning pow- 
ers ordinary 7 atom bombs. Ordinarily U-238 re- 
sists fissioning. But when it is struck by the 
intense hail of fast neutrons released by the 
fusion (diagram at right), even Uranium 238’s 
tough atoms give way and fission with a force 
equivalent to 10 to 20 million tons of TNT. 


FISSION -FUSION -FISSION sequence, shown in 
diagram, illustrates how reaction's explosive force 
increases at each stage. Neutron splits a plutonium 
nucleus (top, Itft) to start fission. Heat from fission 


causes fusion of many hydrogen nuclei into helium. 
Each fusion releases one neutron which causes a 
final fission, splitting Uranium 238 nucleus. Each 
fission yields 10 times as much energy as a fusion.

It is probable that the Set fists are aware, through our experimental 
use of these devices, that eemfbh Uui is being used but it is not 
probable that they are atmris if time capabilities of the devices. 

The proposed release informs fa* deviate that the devices will 
only detect radioactive materials whereas the Soviets my be 
under the Impressten that they will detect the more critical 
fissionable materials. The release further states, unnecessarily , 
that use of tha devices has a© 122 effect on health. Thta 
matter has net previously arisen, to my knowledge, and can only 
have tho effect of raising a question as to why it to included. 

I bolt svo an additional harmful result of the fostta&es of a 
press release would bo tfcs inevitable effort on the part of eovto 
member or members ef the press to secure more information to 
serve as the basis for subsequent press stories. Such publicity 
could only have ths effect of furnishing the Soviets i^ith further 
information concerning our devices. 

Thte matter te scheduled for consideration within the 
1IC tn the very near future, and an 1IC position with rsspoct to 
this matter will be promptly furnished to IC1S. I felt that 
you would be interested in learning of this latest development.

OBSERVATION : 

The joint IIC~ICIS consideration of this problem has 
apparently reached an impasse due to the stubborn refusal by 
Treasury to spend the money necessary to secure a supply of 
devices which even its operational agencies agree would be a 
bare minimum. The question to be decided is whether IIC should 
compromise since during our consideration of the counterproposal no 
expanded use whatever is being made of the devices , 

We do not believe the IIC should join in any compromise which 
would be tantamount to agreement in a program of smaller proportions 
than actually required by the interests of our national security. 

Through our participation in the Subcommitteej we have arrived at a 
program which we consider a bare minimum.

With reference to the press releasej we believe that 
the psychological value of the devices is enhanced by the lack of 
public statement concerning them , It i3 probable that the Soviet 
bloc is aware that devices are in uses but it is not probable that 
they have accurate information concerning their scope or capabilities. 
Any statement to the press offers avenues for further questioning 
and further news stories concerning the devices. These would 
inevitably have the result of assisting the Soviets in assessing 
their value.

The IIC and the ICIS have been giving consideration to the manner 
of continuing the program regarding the development and use of technical 
devices for the detection- of clandestine introduction of nuclear weapons 
or components into the Uni tad States « In conjunction therewith your 
letter of April 7, 1 955 $ has been considered » 

Tour letter summarizes the results of research efforts to date and 
suggests that for the future/ responsibility for the production and 
further engineering development of detection devices based on the known 
principles be assumed by the agency or department of the government 
charged with the principal operational responsibility for use of detection 
devices. This proposal would mean* since the °ureau of Customs and the 
Coast Guard are the chief users, that Treasury would have to assume such 
responsibility. It does not seem to us that Treasury is equipped to 
accept this responsibility.

expressed position that the Treasury proposal fails to accomplish 
the objective of the program and fails to be responsive to a 
serious threat to our internal security* The decision as to 
whether our economy can or cannot afford these measures must 
be made by higher authority in the light of this threat* 

With reference to the press release which Treasury 
proposes to make* the IIC notes that the devices ore identified 
as designed to detect the presence of radioactive materials. 

It is probable that the Soviets are aware, through our 
experimental use of these devices » that something is being used 
but it is net probable that they are aware of ihe capability of 
the devices. The proposed release informs the Soviets that the 
devices will only detect radioactive materials whereas the Soviets 
may be under the impression that they will detect the more 
critical fissionable materials. The release further states , 
unnecessarily, that use of the devices has no ill effect on 
health* This matter has not previously arisen * within the 
knowledge of the IIC, and can only have the effect of raising 
a question as to why it is included. It is believed an 
addtttonal harmful result of the issuance of a press release 
would be the inevitable effort on the part of some member or 
members of the press to secure more information to serve as a 
busts for subsequent press stortes* Such publicity could only 
have the effect of furntBhing the Soviets with more information 
concerning our devices . 

The IIC further destres to point out that the joint 
Subcommittee report whtch recommended adoption of the limited 
national program was issued on March 10, 1955* More than ten 
tssnths have now passed and bo action has yet been taken to 
tuplenent this important program. The threat of clandestine 
tmtroductton of nuclear weapons or their components continues 
to exist and the need for an effective defense remains unsatisfied.

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III. Analysis 


A. The size and shape of the suspected object may be such 
that its identification as a nuclear weapon is difficult. (See Attach- 
ment, "Description of Atomic Weapons and Component Parts, " based 
upon information furnished to all law enforcement officials by the FBI. ) 


B. Such weapons might range up to several thousand tons of 
TNT equivalent. In addition, thermonuclear weapons might be dis- 
covered ranging up to millions of tons of TNT equivalent. It is more 
probable that the yield of a clandestine weapon will be at the lower 
end of the above ranges. 


C. Not only target cities, but also individual industrial and 
other key facilities of critical importance to our defense capability 
might be subjected to this form of attack. Harbor cities need to con- 
sider the possibility of a clandestine device being prepared for detona- 
tion on board a ship or underwater within the harbor area. 


D. Since a clandestine weapon will be at or near ground level, 
or underwater, an additional hazard can be created by residual radio- 
activity. 


E. Expert judgment will necessarily form the principal basis 
upon which to determine whether a suspected device constitutes a 
threat sufficient to justify the invoking of civil defense measures. The 
possibility of the introduction of dummy devices to create panic cannot 
be overlooked. 


F. Since the time available for civil defense protective 

measures probably will not be reasonably predictable, the decision 
to activate civil defense plans such as those for evacuation will 
involve the acceptance of a risk. j 

G. Even though the time available is not reasonably predict- 
able, the probabilities are that evacuation would involve less risk and 
provide better protection than shelter alone for the following reasons: 

1. Unlike the case of air attack, the ground zero 
is known. 

2. The area of damage of a ground burst is smaller 
than that of an air burst of a comparable weapon, 
and 
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3. In the area of major damage, shelter would 
probably be inadequate. 

H. Public disclosure of the threat prior to official decision 

to act could well result in serious panic or other disorganized behavior. 

I. The possibility of panic in a population at the time the threat 
is made known publicly will be minimized if the people: 

1 . Are well-informed on what to expect; 

2. Have confidence in their leaders and in the 
civil defense plans that have been developed; 
and 

3. Know what to do and have had an opportunity to 
rehearse their part in the civil defense plan. 

J. Normal radio and television facilities will be available for 
informational purposes unless discovery of a clandestine atomic weapon 
is coincidental with receipt of warning of air attack, in which case 
CONELRAD would probably be invoked. These facilities could be used, 
in conjunction with the appropriate public warning signal, to broadcast 
information and instructions to the public. 

IV. Responsibilities of Local Authorities and Federal Agencies 

The importance to the Nation of assuring that authorities at all 
levels play their proper roles in meeting this possibility cannot be over- 
emphasized. The following outline of the roles of the various officials 
and agencies who may be involved is therefore presented: 

A. Local Officials 


The head of local government is responsible, 
consistent with local laws, for making the final 
decision with respect to whether civil defense 
measures to protect the public will be activated. 

Local civil defense officials are responsible for 
preparing necessary plans for protection of the 
public and for putting them into effect as directed 
by local governing officials. 
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3. Local law enforcement officials have been requested 
to report promptly all information regarding fission- 
able material or atomic weapons, including suspected 
devices, to the nearest field representative of the 
FBI, without attempting to dismantle or disarm an 
apparent atomic device. 

The Federal Bureau of investigation is responsible for: 

1 . Generally 

Investigating under existing law all violations of the 
Atomic Energy Act, including the illegal export or 
import of fissionable material, the illegal possession 
or transportation of fissionable material, and the 
illegal transfer or possession of any equipment or 
device utilizing fissionable material or atomic energy 
as a military weapon. 

2. Specifically 

If a suspected object might be a nuclear device: 

a. Immediately requesting the services of the 
nearest Explosive Ordnance Disposal Unit, 
Department of Defense. 

b. Alerting appropriate officials of the Federal 
Government, including the Federal Civil Defense 
Administrator, through official channels, con- 
cerning the existence and location of the sus- 
pected object. 

c. Alerting appropriate local military officials. 

d. Alerting appropriate local police officials. 

(The FBI has no responsibility for subsequent civil 
defense or local government action. ) 


C. The Federal Civil Defense Administration is responsible 
for providing guidance on protective measures to State and local officials 
responsible for planning and executing such measures, and for taking 
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necessary action to alert these officials in the event there is positive 
evidence that clandestine weapons have been introduced into the country. 

D. The Department of Defense, through its Explosive Ordnance: 
Disposal Units, has the responsibility for disarming atomic weapons. 

An EOD unit could be on the scene in most Eastern cities within an hour 
after notification. In some parts of the country as much as two or three 
hours might be required. 

E. The Atomic Energy Commission has the responsibility for 
disposing of fissionable material. 

V. FCDA Policy 

FCDA recommends that State and local authorities: 

A. Prepare appropriate plans for meeting the possibility of 
clandestine nuclear attack. These should include, but not be limited to, 
evacuation plans whether or not evacuation is deemed feasible in the 
event of air attack under the conditions outlined in Advisory Bulletin 
No. 158. It is probable that, in most clandestine atomic weapon situa- 
tions, evacuation would be necessary for fewer people and for shorter 
distances than in the case of threatened attack from the air. 

B. Make any evacuation plans which have been developed for 
defense against air attack flexible enough so that traffic control 
measures can be instituted to divert traffic away from or around the 
estimated danger area. Whether information would be broadcast 
defining such danger area would be a matter for local decision. 

C. Prepare plans to meet the problems created by the hazard 
of residual radioactivity along the lines of Advisory Bulletin No. 179. 


D. Accept no responsibility for identification, disarming, or 
disposal of devices suspected of being nuclear weapons. If civil defense 
personnel assist in identification, disarming, or disposal, they should 
do so only at the request and under the direction of the FBI, Department 
of Defense, or AEC personnel. 

E. Hold information concerning a suspected nuclear weapon 
within official channels, primarily FBI and police, until a definite 
decision has been made regarding any civil defense action to be taken. 
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F. Weigh very carefully the decision to activate civil defense 
plans against the possibility that the suspected object may not, in fact , 
be an enemy weapon. It would seem preferable to defer decision until 
there is an authoritative identification of the device by an Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal Unit. 


G. Prepare emergency information operations plans to prevent 
disorganized behavior in situations where initial discovery may be 
widely known before identity of the suspected device can be established. 

VI. Amendment 

Advisory Bulletin No. 34,. on. the subject of "Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal, " outlined a system for the reporting of unexploded conven- 
tional ordnance. The present Advisory Bulletin (No. 195) alters this 
procedure only in that the FBI should be notified rather than the United 
States Army when an object is suspected to be an atomic device.

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DESCRIPTION OF ATOMIC DEVICES 
AND COMPONENT PARTS 

It is impossible to describe exactly what a foreign atomic bomb 
will look like. On the other hand, it is possible to explain the basic 
ideas which will govern their design. For this explanation it is then 
possible to designate and describe those materials which must be essen- 
tial ,to the construction of any atomic bomb. 

Atomic explosions result when (1) certain amounts of fissionable 
material in two pieces or more are brought quickly together to form one 
piece of such material, or when (2) a certain amount of fissionable 
material is quickly made more dense by squeezing it together. The 
important thing about each of these methods is that masses of fissionable 
material must be placed into rapid motion. We know that high explosives 
are capable of giving any material such necessary rapid motion. 

A clandestine atomic bomb may be in the form of a gun barrel 
device using high explosive to blow one piece of fissionable material 
from the breech end of the gun down through the barrel into another 
piece of fissionable material firmly anchored in the muzzle end of the 
gun. 

Another type might be a device using high explosive to squeeze 
fissionable material. To explain how such a device will work we must 
understand what is meant by "implosion. " The significance of the word 
explosion is familiar to most people. Implosion signifies a bursting 
inwards as contrasted with the bursting outwards of an explosion. In 
order to obtain an implosion, however strange it may seem, explosive 
material is necessary. 

The scientists who worked on the first atom bomb needed an 
implosion in order to compress nuclear material enough to get an 
atomic "explosion. " They solved their problem by forming a large 
sphere of explosive material. In a hole in the center of this sphere 
they placed the fissionable material they wanted to squeeze. Then, 
instead of using one detonator to ignite the explosive sphere, they 
placed many detonators around it. These detonators were connected 
electrically in such a way that they could be fired simultaneously. If 
only one detonator had been used, one can easily understand that the 
sphere, having been ignited at only one point, would have exploded in 
the ordinary way; that is, with the exploding wave, which is another 
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way of saying a fast burning wave, burning through the sphere from one 
side to the other. However, with many detonators igniting the sphere 
from all sides, the fast burning wave is essentially spherical in shape 
and burns inward toward the center of the sphere. When this fast 
burning imploding wave reaches (he sphere of fissionable material, 
this mass has no place to be pushed except in upon itself, and is thus 
compressed. 

We have now explained very simply the basic ideas which govern 
atomic bomb design. Looking back at these ideas, we note that two 
essential features of the gun type device are the gun barrel itself and 
fissionable material, and two essential features of the implosion type 
device are high explosive charges that could be used to build a Sphere 
and again fissionable material. 

The most commonly used fissionable materials are uranium and 
plutonium, which are EXTREMELY HEAVY metals weighing half again 
as much as lead of the same size. Fifty pounds of these heavy fission- 
able materials would be approximately five inches in diameter (if in the 
shape of a sphere) about the size of a softball. Both of these metals can 
be coated with other metals or plastics and can be machined into all 
sorts of shapes; thus, the fact that a suspicious object is extremely 
heavy for its size may be significant. Pieces which might be smuggled 
would probably be of a size that could be carried on the person. 

The gun barrel type device will probably be made of steel. The 
diameter of the bore of such a gun barrel would probably not be less 
than two inches or more than ten inches. With such a range of inner 
diameters for the bore, we may expect the outer diameter of the gun 
barrel to range from about five inches as a minimum to about twelve 
inches as a maximum, Both ends of the barrel may be closed by breech 
block type devices so that the bore of the gun will not be visible. It is 
possible, of course, that the gun tube and the two breech blocks may be 
carried as three separate pieces; in this case the inner bore may be 
visible. The fissionable material for this gun type weapon may be con- 
cealed within, and usually at the ends of the gun barrel, or it may be 
carried in separate packages for later assembly within the barrel. The 
length of the entire device need not exceed about two and one-half feet. 

The high explosives of implosion will probably be, in specially 
fabricated shapes, one side of which will be a part of a spherical sur- 
face. Most high explosives are light tan in color, have a soapy feel, 
and are half again as heavy as an equal quantity of water.

1956 f copies attached a the IIC pointed out that the program 

i recommended by the subcommittee was minimum in nature and 
should not be decreased . We have made it clear that Treasury 
proposal to reduce this minimum program by more than half fails 
toaccomplish the objective of the program and fails to be 
responsive to a serious threat to our internal security . We have 
noted that the decision as to whether our economy can or cannot 
afford these measures must be made by higher authority in the 
light of this threat • Jn each letter we have urged that 
implementation of the recommended program be undertaken without 
further delay . 

The Press Release 

Treasury now desires issuance of a press release con- 
cerning use of the devices. The proposed release would state 
that the devices are designed to detect the presence of radio- 
active materials ; that they have been used experimentally since the 
Fall of 1954; and that they have no ill effect on health* 

According to Pat Coyne » Treasury desires the release in order to 
permit Customs men to answer questions concerning whether the 
devices are injurious to health. We have initiated inquiries 
to determine whethef a substantial volume of inquiries are being 
received and whether this question is a public relations matter 
necessitating a press release. 

I IIC believes the Soviets are aware that we are using 

something to examine incoming persons and baggage • We do not 
believe the Soviets know the capabilities of the devices. The 
proposed release would inform the Soviets that the devices are 

( sensitive to radioactive materials * whereas the Soviets may be 
under the impression or fear that the devices will detect and 
identify the more critical fissionable materials. IIC further 
believes that issuance of a press release would result in 
additional press inquiries and further stories which could only 
have the effect of furnishing the Soviets with more information.

Memorandum for Mr. Boardman 


Walter Teagley , the Department of Justice Representative 
on the ICIS, called the Director at 5t36 p.m., March 12 , 1956 , 
to advise that he had just received a record of the action of 
the NSC meeting • He indicated the portton we are interested in 
came under paragraph £. He said that the meat of our contemplated 
plans for our operation had been taken out and the President had 
approved thts action , and it was not his impression that this 
was what the President wanted . Mr. Teagley indicated that it 
was by accident that he had received a draft of the above which 
was supposed to go to the Attorney General before it was approved , 
and he sent the Attorney General a memorandum suggesting that he 
might want to contact Mr. Anderson or Mr. Coyne concerning this 
matter. The Director advised Teagley that he had not yet 
received a copy of the NSC report , but he would oheek into it 
and get in touch with the Attorney General and Mr. Coyne. 

Mr. Teagley further advised on March 13 , 1956 , that he 

I was concerned that the report of the NSC meeting did not exactly 
express what the President had in mind. He stated that for one 
thing , paragraph £ of the NSC memorandum directs the Department 
ef State to study the feasibility of obtaining international 
agreement prohibttingjthe shipment under diplomatic immunity of 
radioactive naterialaflfhioh would authorise adequate inspection 
through detection devices of such shipments. Teagley said that 
he thought that the President had not mentioned n devices n but 
had used the term n limited inspection. n He also states that he 
thought tt was the President r s intention that the Planning Board 
should attempt to separate the two problems pertaining to the 
sise ef the pouch - (l) The problem ef clandestine introduction 
of nuclear materials, and (2) The use of the pouch by friendly 
foreign nations to avoid the payment of customs on certain 
articles. 


Teagley stated he had talked with James S. Lay, Jr., 
Executive Secretary of the National Security Council, and had 
pointed out the above. Mr. Lay told Teagley that he feels that 
the NSC memrandum correctly reflects the decision of the NSC 
and should not be reconsidered or rewritten. He pointed out 
that the Planning Board knows what was discussed at the NSC and 
what is wanted by the President.

The present Advisory Bulletin (No. 195) alters this 
procedure only in that the FBI should be notified rather than the 
United States Army when an object is suspected to be an atomic device." 

Instructions contained in Section H of SAC Let 55-1 and Section L 
of SAC Let 54-20 are to the effect that the disarming of atomic devices is 
the responsibility of Explosive Ordnance Disposal Units of the Department of 
Defense and that the disposal of disarmed atomic weapons or fissionable 
material is the responsibility of the Atomic Energy Commission.

At 5:20 p.m ., April 11, 1956 , ICIS Secretary Bienvenu 
telephoned IIC Secretary Day and asked whether the IIC letter 
of March 29, 1956, relative to the United national program 
for use of detection devices should be interpreted as IIC 
endorsement of the Treasury counterproposal • You will recall 
that Treasury indicated that it was willing to procure and 
utilise a substantially smaller number of detection devices 
than had been agreed upon by a Joint IIC-ICIS Subcommittee . 

Bienvenu was informed that the TIC letter should 
not be interpreted as IIC endorsement of the Treasury counter- 
proposal , that the IIC had twice clearly expressed its 
opinion that the subcommittee program was a minimum program 
which should not be reduced and that any lessening of the 
program would result in a lessening of our security • Bienvenu 
was informed that the IIC position, as expressed in it3 letter 
of March 29, 1956 , was that inasmuch as the Treasury Department

Security Council has directed the USCSB to study and report to NSC on the 
feasibility of maintaining an adequate and secure U. S. communications system 
in the event of the imposition on limitations on diplomatic shipments set forth — 
in recommendation number 2 of NSC 5527. That recommendation would limit the 
size of diplomatic pouches and shipments from Soviet bloc countries to letter size./w 

The Chairman, USCSB, has requested that an ad hoc committee of jC\. 
USCSB be formed, with representation from each member agency, under 
Department of State chairmanship, to prepare a study for consideration of USCSB. 
Captain Cole has requested that each member designate a representative and 
advise him of the representative’s telephone number. That representative has 
been requested to obtain from his organization information as to the effect 
limitation of U. S. diplomatic pouch size to letter size would have on his 
organization's ability to maintain adequate and secure communications. No 
meeting dates have been set. 

The problem of limiting the size of the diplomatic pouch has been previously 
discussed by the Joint IIC-ICIS Subcommittee.

BACKGROUND OF THE PROBLEM 

The Mexican-United States border stretches some 2,000 
miles from the Gulf oi‘ Mexico to the Pacific Ocean. The Rio 
Grande River, which is often nothing more than a trickling stream, 
forms a dividing line along the border from the Gulf to El Paso, 
Texas, a distance of about 1,000 miles. On the western end of 
the border there is no natural boundary line. 

The northern part of Mexico is mostly flat, arid land 
which is very sparsely populated. From Brownsville, Texas, to 
the west the following are the principal settlements along the 
border:

ment to prohibit shipment of radioactive materials under diplo — 
matic immunity and to authorise adequate inspection of diplo- 
matic shipments by means of detection devices. The Department 
of State study, which was submitted to Mr. James Lay, Jr., 
under date of 8 / 9 / 56 , concluded that the negotiation of inter- 
national agreements is probably not feasible because bilateral J 
agreements would have to be negotiated with every nation and (fn 
uniformity would be almost impossible • Before any negotiations 
could be started. State should consult with our important allies 
and even consider a forthright approach to the USSR. If 
negotiations should be attempted , it might be possible to 
include a specific provision on the subject in a broad convention, 
preferably one on disarmament. Any other method would probably 
lay the U.S. open to Soviet propaganda attacks and diplomatic 
reprisal.

Day pointed out that the Office 
of Special Investigations (OSl) of Air Force was not a member 
of IAC * yet had a definite interest in these incidents, Coyne .

US Customs, NYC, advised that unaccompanied 
diplomatic shipments are Individual shipments sent out 
or arriving on a ship other than that on which the owner is 
traveling and the owner is such that he has diplomatic 
status . 

The policy of US Customs, NYC, is to notify 
the FBI of any unaccompanied diplomatic shipments 
of Soviet Bloc countries through the Port of NY which appeared 
to be unusual or suspicious in nature and Bureau agents 
may then be present when the shipments are examined. 

On occasions, US Customs will notify the 
FBI of a Soviet Bloc shipment for information purposes 
only, even though such shipment is not of an unusual 
or suspicious nature. The latter practice is occasionally 
followed inasmuch as Customs feels that while such 
shipment bears no taint, the knowledge of such shipment 
may be pertinent to an FBI investigation. 

Since 7/1/56, US Customs has advised the NYO 
of four Soviet Bloc shipments through the Port of NY, 
none of which, however, were of an unusual or suapeeious 
nature. They were furnished for information purposes only.

In one of the four mentioned Instances, 
on 9/20/56, two representatives of the FBI were present 
at an examination held by US Customs officials. This 
examination consisted of a search of the unaccompanied diplomatic 
shipment of the personal effects of a departing Soviet 
national employed at the UN Secretariat, NY. No 
other instance has occurred since 7/1/56, wherein FBI 
representatives were present at a Customs search. 

Customs policy is to also notify the NYO 
whenever a search of a Soviet Bloc shipment uncovers 
an unusual amount of material written in a foreign language. 

Due to their laek of trained foreign language agents, 
top evaluation of such shipment cannot be made. Their 
policy is therefore to notify the FBI inasmuch as top 
evaluation of shipment may be of pertinency to an FBI 
investigation.

There have been no instances since July 1, 1956, in 
which notification has been received from the Customs Office 
at Georgetown, D.C., concerning the finding of suspicious 
objects . As a matter of fact, no instances of the finding 
of suspicious objects by Customs have ever been reported to 
this office . Although it is not possible to state with entire 
accuracy the number of times that unaccompanied diplomatic 
shipments have been examined in the presence of an FBI 
representative in Washington, D. C., since July 1, 1956, the 
following comments are offered: 

For a number of years WFO has been advised on a

or AEC taalch remain unprotected, or which have no plans for proper 
protection in case of an emergency, especially from clandestine attack 
with nuclear weapons* 

As I have indicated previously to the National Security Council, 
one of the objectives of the internal security program is directed 
towards achieving within practicable limits a reasonable level of 
security which will create substantial risks to the Soviet bloc in 
effecting clandestine introduction or employment of nuclear weapons* 

1 do not believe that success lias yet been achieved in accomplishing 
the desired, over-all objective, I wish to assure you that we will 
continue to strive within the limits of our authority and capabilities 
towards accomplishment of adequate internal security in this and other 
related fields. Of course, as you recognize, some aspects of the problem 
are beyond the purview of ICIS responsibility.

The joint committee suggested to the AEO representative 
that he personally raise the question with the standing 
committee of ICIS since research on radiological devices 
could certainly be affected if there would actually be 
a legal inhibition against their use. 

At the request of the IOIS, the joint committee 
considered the question of channelling unaccompanied 
diplomatic baggage of the Soviet bloc to the ports of 
Washington, D, O, , and New York, It was noted that 
Customs records indie ate most shipments are now routed in 
bond to those two ports , The committee requested 
Mr, Pfuntner to prepare a draft for IOIS, pointing out 
that it appeared as a practical matter that unaccompanied 
shipments were presently being channelled but that Customs 
should continue to provide figures which would be 
scrutinized by the joint committee and if further 
recommendations were warranted, they would be made on 
the basis of the figures submitted.

After considering the problem and taking into consideration ' 
the administratis difficulties experienced by State and Treasury in 
attempting such channeling without prior specif ic notification to the 
Soviet bloc, the joint subcommittee instructed Nr* Carl Pfuntner to 
prepare a draft memorandum for ICIS . This memorandum was to point j 
out that practically all of the shipments in question now come in 
bond to New York or to the Georgetown (Washington , D . C. ) Customs 
House . The draft would also point out that since ICIS was requesting 
a monthly report from Customs of all unaccoapanted Soviet bloc 
^diplomatic shipments entering the U.S . bu any sort, the joint sub - 
r committee was not recommending further steps at this time to channel 
such shipments • The subcommittee desired copies of the monthly 
Customs surveys . Unaccompanied diplomatic shipments are now 
customarily searched by Customs. Coast Guard has ordered sufficient 
portable detection devices so that suspicious items entering the U.S. 
at ports other than New York and Washington could be checked with 
portable devices, if necessary. 


On October 22, 1955, Nr. Pfuntner, of the ICIS Secretariat, l 
furnished to Special Agent Whitson six copies of a memorandum from JP 

Committee B to the ICIS for initialing by Special Agent Whitson. Five ^ 
copies are for the IIC and IIC Agency files. While the subject is of 
interest to IIC, it does not affect any IIC agency. If you have no^f y 
objection. Special Agent Whttson will initial the 6th copy and return*' 
it to the ICIS . in order that it can be considered by the ICIS

OBSERVATIONS 

Since it is contemplated that at some future time 
should the international situation permit, the President 
would order certain limitations on the pouch, and since we 
cannot be certain that in an emergency we would have six 
months notice, it would be more realistic for the USCSB 
to recommend stockpiling of materials for manual encryption 
(for example - one-time pads) at the present time with a 
suggestion that it would probably take six months to 
adequately stockpile such materials and to make necessary 
personnel adjustments • 


RECOMMENDATION t 

It is respectfully recommended that the Bureau 
representative on the USCSB make the afore-mentioned 
observation • This is a matter which does not directly 
affect the Bureau since we have no personnel behind the

On 1/8/57, Capt. E. J. SUYDAN, USGG, Captain of the Port, Norfolk, Va., 
advised that the Yugoslav SteamshipyBEOG RAD recently arrived in Norfolk 
empty for coal bunkers T ” Tts 'destination is Boston, Mass., where it will 
load with beans. The ship's last port of call had been Rejeika, 

Yugoslavia. Previous to this trip, it had taken 8,000 tons of phosphate 
ore from an unknown Russian port to Yugoslavia, having discharged this 
load on n/29/56. 

According to Capt. SUYDAN, the USCG boarded the ship at Quarantine Station, 
Hampton Roads, on l/8/57 and found that the ^ booms of the aftermasts gave 
radio active readings of .2 milli-rontgens. 

Capt. SUYDAN advised that the possibility existed that radio active 
material could be stored in the boom which is hollow. 

A recheck of the ship was made by the USCG later on 1 / 8 / 57 , using another 1 
instrument, and it was determined that the first instrument was not 
functioning properly, which resulted in inaccurate readings . USCG 
concluded there was no radiation eimnati^^iffom^'fe ^ip 1 ^ booms as resu lt 
of recheck.

Reference is made to the Standing Oonnittee memorandum dated 
December 21, 1 956, instant caption. 

This Subcommittee has considered the problem presented in 
your memorandum and recommends that the port of Los Angeles not 
be opened as a medium of entry by air for Soviet bloc diplomatic 
personnel. The Subcommittee feels that there is not sufficient 
justification to make a favorable recommendation. In this 
connection, the Subcommittee noted that there was no evidence of 
requests from the Government of U.S.S.R or any other Soviet Bloc 
Governments for use by Soviet bloc diplomatic personnel of Los 
Angeles air facilities. Furthermore, the Subcommittee noted that 
the Bureau of Customs would have difficulty, under present limi- 
tation of detection devices and personnel, in carrying out its 
responsibilities for screening arrivals at Los Angeles. 

It is also the opinion of the Subcommittee that to open 
Los Angeles as a port of entry by air to Soviet bloc personnel 
would result in requests for the opening of additional ports, and 
thereby vitiate the original purpose of the policy.

At the Standing Committee meeting of December l?, 1956, the State 
Department member raised the above question and requested that it be 
referred to your Subcommittee for consideration and recommendation. He 
pointed out that the reason for the proposal was the introduction of 
Scandinavian airlines flights to Los Angeles via the Pole and the indi- 
cations that there would be recurring cases of utilization of these 
flights by Soviet bloc personnel, partly because of the unavailability 
of bookings through New York, For the information of your Subcommittee, 
he made available a State Department internal memorandum dated October 
22, 1956, containing as an attachment a memorandum of conversation dated 
September 11, 1956. Copies are enclosed. 

The Standing Committee agreed that the proposal should be referred 
to your Subcommittee for consideration and recommendation, and agreed 
further that your attention should be drawn to the fact that the basic b2

in the program of countermeasures for the detection and prevention of

As you know, the number of D. S. ports through which these entries have 
been channeled has been limited to five.

(1) Entry by air: The USSR appears to permit entry by air over an;, 

international air route flying into the Soviet Union. So far as US 
Government personnel are concerned, however, entry into the Soviet 
Union from China is excluded and air routes between the Soviet Union 

and Japan are not in operation*. Therefore, the only known Asian air 
route American diplomats have used has been from Kabul to Tashkent. 

On the European side, air routes are open from Helsinki direct 
to Moscow, the Scandinavian countries via Riga, Berlin and arsaw via 
Vilnius, Vienna via Lvov, and the Balkan countries via Kiev, Odessa 
and perhaps other cities. American diplomats are not permitted to 
leave the airport in closed cities such as Riga, Vilnius or Lvov. 

The situation for unofficial Americans appears to be the same 
as for diplomats. 

( 2 ) Sea travel: American diplomats have entered or departed 

from the Soviet Union via Leningrad and Nakhodka on the Pacific Coast. 

I do not know of any Americans who have entered through the Black Sea, 
although presumably the Soviets would permit such travel on ships 
calling at Odessa or some other Black Sea port which was open (on 

the same basis as Nakhodka). The American %val Attache was denied 
permission to travel by sea from Pekhlevi in Iran to Baku some 
eighteen months ago, although Justice.

Mr. FISHMAN advised that a review of his records 
reflected no record of material of this type arriving in 
the US during October, 1956.

Major WEBB has an EOD Detabhment c onsisting of two me n 
assigned to his command. They are I SP-2, 

RA 172279 21. Army Techn ical Services. Fort Buchanan, Puerto 
Rico; and I ~I SP-2, RA 1744465# Army Technical 

Services# Fort Buchanan. These men have attended all the 
EOD schools and are experts on recognition and disarming of 
conventional type explosives and weapons. They have had 
"rudimentary instruction" on nuclear weapons including 
recognition of parts and how to handle them, but cannot be 
assumed to know how to disarm such weapons as this is very 
complex and there are continuous developments in the methods 
of detonating nuclear weapons. Current instructions in 
handling nuclear weapons which might be smuggled in are to 
get them away as fast as possible, preferably out to sea. 

Major WEBB stated that these EOD men must clear with him 
before going out on a job and the quickest way to get action 
is to call him at Fort Buchanan, Ext. 5211 or 8282, Home 
Ext. 4158; or in Major WEBB’s absence call Lt. KENNETH 
MARTIN, Executive Officer, Home Ext. 7152. Major WEBB said 
he will have to get instructions from his Commanding officer 
before handling a job not related to military explosives, 
such as homemade devices, airplane bomb scares, post office 
calls and the like# and he seemed uncertain as to whether or 
not full cooperation could be given. He further explained 
that he has an Informal agreement with the Navy to divide 
the work of inspecting warehouses and piers for explosives 
when called upon.

The 
matter lor discussion at tills Council meeting was the Relation ol Port 
Security Programs to United States Policy Toward Poland. " General 
Cutler briefed the Council upon this matter, indicating certain objections 
by the Treasury Department and the Budget Bureau to the required coverage 
which rested upon the Treasury Department that registered its objection 
primarily because of the cost of the same, and the same objection was 
voiced by the Director of the Bureau of the Budget. The Secretary of the 
Treasury stated ue was not opposing the policy but he felt it would be 
better ii there was but one port on the Atlantic and one port on the Pacific 
Coasts into which these vessels might eater.

The Vice President brought the subject to a termination by 
stating that the paper would be forwarded to the President by General 
Cutler indicating the approval of the Council and that it should be understood 
that the action being taken was in the form of an experiment which would 
be cloeely watched by all appropriate units of the government so that It 
might at any time be re-evaluated.

A joint IIC-ICIS subcommittee* in a report dated Gandy _ 
March 10* 1955 * recommended a limited national program for the 
use of devices which will detect radioactive materials • This 
program was considered minimum in nature .

It would appear that Commissioner Swing has not been 
fully informed by his representative on the Advisory Groups 
Allan W , Corthellj or he would Enow that detection devices have

Liaison Agent Day discussed with ICIS Chairman Yeagley on 
December 30, the comments made by INS Commissioner Swing during ^ 
the Attorney General ’s staff meeting , Yeagley, who had been on y Sw 
leave, said that former Attorney General Brownell, just prior to 
his departure , reviewed all pending matters in the Department with 
the result that INS was " needled " concerning their delay in 
implementing their portion of the Detection Devices Program , 

Yeagley said that neither he nor anyone in ICIS had brought any 
pressure to bear on INS and he certainly did not want to see this 
matter referred to the National Security Council , He agreed that 
this program should depend on the complete agreement of the agencies 
involved and the operational details should not become issues to be 
decided by the National Security Council , He said he would discuss 
this matter with immigration officials , 

Later on December 30, Mr, Yeagley telephoned and said 
he had just completed a conference with INS Assistant Commis- 
sioner Howard and Mr, Corthell and had learned from them that INS 
had secured the portable detection devices recommended for its 
use in the limited national program developed by the advisory 
group to the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee on Countermeasures and had 
planned to have the devices used by INS inspectors acting in their 
Customs capacity, INS has learned , however, that the Bureau of

National Security Council policy requires inspection 
of diplomats and diplomatic shipments by devices which will 
detect radioactive viaterials. IIC and ICIS, who are jointly 
responsible to the President for the program involving use 
of these devices, asked State to secure permission from 
Canada for our Customs inspectors to use portable detection 
devices on United States-bound trains between Saint Johns and 
Saint Albans. A conference, re quested by State, was held with 
the Canadians in June, 1957 , and the tKtmrrdian Government took 
State's request under advisement. 

Jy memorandum of September 13, 1957, enclosed, noted 
that while we are in no position to force , prompt action in 
this matter on the part of the Canadian Government^Liaison will, 
however , inquire periodically at State to determine whether 
a reply has been received from the Canadian authorities . We 
have been following this matter regularly with State and it is 
apparent that the Canadians are delaying action. As reported 
by memorandum of December 9, 1957 , the Canadians had not then 
even concurred in the minutes of the June, 1957, meeting.

Our detection devices are such that a partially shielded nuclear 
weapon might cause a relatively weak reaction while a radium dial 
wrist watch passing near a device might cause a strong reaction. 

In addition* our devices are sensitive to both gamma rays and 
neutrons. It is apparent that there are technical and procedural 
problems which must be resolved before the new policy can be 
made effective.

pouches containing radioactive material . However, with detection 
devices that are able to distinguish between weapon material and 
harmless radioactive material , there is less likelihood of an 
incident being created over harmless radioactive material in a 
diplomatic pouch. 

Under the circumstances 3 therefore , the proposed draft 
definition of "significant radiation" is directed toward material 
which could be used in atomic weapons.

The Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference (IIC) and the 
Interdepartmental Committee on Internal Security (ICIS) have considered 
reports regarding the special Soviet jet aircraft flights of September h 
and September lit, 1957, bringing Soviet Suited Motions personnel and 
arriving at McGuire Air Force Base, and the Soviet flight arriving on 
February 6, 1958, at Friendship Airport, Baltimore, bringing the newly 
designated Soviet Ambassador to Washington. We are, of course, interested 
in insuring that procedures in conformity with the ICIS recommendations 
of August 23, 1957, with particular reference to the detection device 
program are followed on occasions of such Soviet plane arrivals. 

In connection with the third of the above-mentioned flights, the 
Department of State took the initiative in arranging meetings of repre- 
sentatives of interested Government agencies prior to the arrival. We 
therefore request that, where time permits, in the case of similar future 
arrivals, the Department of State advise the interested departments and 
agencies as far in advance as possible of the expected arrival date of 
such flights and continue to undertake similar arrangements in order to 
facilitate the establishment by the agencies concerned of appropriate pro- 
cedures as required under approved policies including (1) the covert exami- 
nation by use of the devices of all Soviet bloc officials, pouches, baggage, 
effects, and other shipments afforded immunity from inspection and search 
(NSC Action l52i;-e) and (2) the detention, examination, etc., in appropriated 
instances, of diplomatic shipments in which substantial radioactivity is | 
indicated by detection devices (NSC Action No. 1868}.

At the IIC meeting on April 2, Pat Coyne said he believed State 
was deliberately attempting to delay implementation of this 
Action. Coyne pointed out that the President had ordered that 
these shipments be detained and that this action should be taken. 

By letter of April 21, copy attached, the Administrator 
s of the Bureau of Security and Consular Affairs, of the Department 
of State, has advised that State believes that "substantial 
radioactivity" should be interpreted to mean a signal or reading 
which is characteristic of fissionable material. The letter 
states that it has been learned from technical experts that the 
present detection devices cannot distinguish fissionable from 
* other radioactive materials but that the Atomic Energy Commission 
has developed new devices which, within certain limits, 
should make this important distinction. The new AEC devices 
could, according to State, be put into field operation about 
January 1, 1959.

A meeting of the Joint IIC-ICIS Committee on Countermeasures 
was held 5/18/60. The Committee noted the quarterly report of the AEC 
on the detection device program which had previously been noted in the 
IIC and the ICIS. 

The Committee also noted the monthly reports of unaccompanied 
diplomatic shipments made by Customs for February and March, I960. 

The Advisory Group, represented by Mr. Don Gale of AEC, was requested 
to determine on the Advisory Group's next inspection of operation of 
the detection device program at the port of New York whether bulky 
shipments such as the bus which was delivered to the Soviets at the 
port of New York was actually inspected with portable detection 
devices. (This bus had been promptly reported to the New York Office 
of the FBI by Customs at the time of its arrival.)

It seems that here, in spite of all our armaments, lies our 
Achilles heel.

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Bureau liaison representative, B.A. Wells, arranged for 
representatives of the Armed Services interested in Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal to discuss matters of mutual interest with SA Whitson, 

Espionage Section, 9:30 a.m., 1-25-SI. Present at the discussion 
were: Mr. Carleton L. Thulin, Army Ordnance; Major R. W. Zinn, 

Army Ordnance, Munitions Building; Major Sidney F. Smith, Army Ordnance, 
U.S. Naval Propellant Plant, Indian Head, Maryland; Major H. P. Metcalf, 
U.S. Air Force, Naval Propellant Plant; Major J.E. Quay, U.S. Marine 
Corps, Bureau of Weapons, Department of Navy. 

Mr. Thulin and. his associates explained the Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal (EOD) mission and stated that all EOD units now have 
nuclear capability and responsibility, but only Navy EOD units have 
underwater disposal capability. 

SA Whitson and SA R. E. Lenihan were also informed that 
at the present time no U.S. Intelligence had determined the precise 
configuration of Soviet nuclear weapons and the possible appearance of 
Soviet clandestine nuclear devices was strictly a matter of speculation. 
The EOD people are seeking a portable active detection device to detect 
emissions of gamma and other types of radiation from suspected devi^ 

They are also seeking a portable X-ray machine to assist in determinj 
the interior configuration of suspected devices with particular 
reference to the location of fissionable material. In the absence v "6f 
such equipment, EOD feels that the only solution would be to place a 
shaped charge on the suspect item and blow it up. This would neces- 
sitate clearing the area of people and assuming a substantial risk of 
blast, heat and radiation damage. Thulin pointed out that the effects 
would be considerably less than would be the case if the clandestine 
nuclear device was permitted to detonate as planned by its makers. 

Thulin' s group asked if rare Bureau agents felt EOD 
needed an active detection device to verify the presence of uranium 
in a weapon. They were told that thetfvjvere the experts and should know 
what tools they needed to discharge twe^iv responsibilities . Thulin 
stated that the Naval Research Labor at or$^nad informed them that within 
18 months to 2 years it would have a prototype of a portable active 
detection device for a cost of $300,000 in research after which the 
devices would probably be obtained for between $20,000 and $25,000 a 
unit. Thulin asked if the Bureau was interested in such devices for its 
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own use. He was told that was a matter which would have to be taken 
under advisement when the devices were available, but that even if 
Bureau agents requesting the services of EOD units for the disarming 
of suspected nuclear devices had used some type of detection equipment, 
it would appear reasonable that the EOD units would use their own 
detection equipment upon a suspected item before doing anything to the 
item. 


Thulin stated that they were looking ahead to the time 
when additional countries would have nuclear capability even though they 
might have no delivery capability by manned aircraft or mission, but the 
military agreed that the problem would change only iiylegree and not in 
substance. Mr. Thulin* s group recognized that the FBI had investigative 
responsibility under the Atomic Energy Act in connection with clandestine 
nuclear devices and wondered how disposal of the suspected item would 
affect our collection of evidence. It was pointed out to them that the 
disarming of a suspected nuclear device took precedence over anything 
else and that we would, of course, try to get photos, etc., to assist 
investigation looking toward establishing the facts of how the weapon 
got where it was, but if we had not completed our crime scene search 
before the EOD unit was ready to dismantle or blowup the suspect item, 
we were not going to insist that they delay action until our investi- 
gation was completed. 


The military representatives and particularly Major Sidney 
F. Smith raised technical questions regarding portable X-rays and 
problems of radiography. Agents Uhitson and Lenihan pointed out these 
were properly matters which they might wish to discuss with appropriate 
representatives of the FBI Laboratory, and that liaison representative 
T/ells could arrange for a meeting at an appropriate time.
